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PREFACE. 


Volume  One  covers  from  1727  to  St.  John's  Day,  1781,  and 
gives  the  beginning  of  Freemasonry  in  Penn^lvania  as  shown 
by  the  records  of  Lodge  No.  2  as  well  as  the  services  of  our 
brethren  in  the  Bevolutionary  War,  having  the  great  distinc- 
tion of  16  Colotiels,  10  Majors  and  28  Captains,  all  members 
of  Lodge  No.  2  in  the  Continental  Army,  who  all  saw  aetnal 
service  and  helped  to  obtain  American  Independence.  That 
this  patriotic  spirit  still  animates  the  crftft  is  shown  by  the 
statistics  of  this  great  world  war.  The  State  of  Pennaylva- 
aia  has  one  hundred  and  thirty-six  thousand  Master  Masons 
in  the  Fraternity  and  has  contributed  over  ten  thousand  of 
them  to  the  Service  of  the  United  States.  These  brethren 
have  left  their  usual  vocations  to  serve  their  country.  Some 
are  in  foreign  lands,  others  are  preparing  to  enter  the 
branches  of  the  Service  to  which  they  have  been  ordered. 
Wherever  they  have  gone  and  whatever  service  they  have  per- 
formed we  know  they  have  done  it  loyally  and  well,  and  that 
the  lessons  taught  in  the  various  degrees  will  sustain  and  com- 
fort them.  Every  power  of  our  Organization  and  every  force 
of  our  influence  were  marshalled  at  this  critical  period  to 
serve  mankind  and  to  labor  devotedly  for  its  true  welfare. 
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The  Fraternity  has  always  served  our  country  and  its  mem- 
beps  have  been  ready  to  demote  their  time,  energies  and  lives 
to  the  cause  of  Liberty,  for  which  our  flag  stands. 

Volume  Second  contains  the  Masonic  History  of  Pennsyl- 
vania fnun  1781  to  December,  1813,  and  this  present  volume, 
the  third,  is  from  1813  to  1855,  commencing  with  the  War  of 
1812,  the  importance  of  which  is  not  generally  understood 
until  it  is  realized  that  by  it  the  United  States  obtained  the 
rights  for  which  the  Revolution  was  fought.  One  of  the  car- 
dinal principles  of  Freemasonry  is  loyalty  to  government  and 
obedience  to  law  and  constituted  authority,  hence  the  anti- 
Masonic  craze  or  Morgan  excitement,  as  it  was  called,  which 
eiiated  1826-1840,  was  uncalled  for.  The  facts  which  are 
accurately  given  in  the  text  of  this  volmae  show  Lodge  No. 
2  under  its  Master  in  1837-38-39,  William  Cnmmings,  with 
the  assistance  of  Brother  John  Thomson  of  Lodge  No.  51, 
afterwards  Qrand  Master,  came  together  from  time  to  time 
while  the  storm  was  at  its  highest,  although  there  was  a  reso- 
lution upon  the  Secretary's  desk  to  surrender  its  warrant, 
which  Anally  was  defeated.  And  it  also  plainly  appears  that 
the  politicians  of  the  anti-Masonic  movement  used  false  state- 
ments to  poison  the  public  mind  and  create  a  popular  delusion 
to  obtain  votes  for  their  cause  and  array  the  unthinking  and 
misinformed  against  the  Fraternity. 

DeWitt  Clinton  was  a  candidate  for  governor.  At  that 
period  he  held  all  the  important  ofSeial  stations  in  Masonry : 
B.  W.  Grand  Master  of  New  York,  Grand  High  Priest  of  the 
Grand  Royal  Arch  Chapter  of  the  United  States,  and  Grand 
Master  of  the  General  Encampment  of  the  Knighta  Templar 
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of  the  United  States.  It  is  stated  a  paper  published  in  New 
York,  called  the  National  Union,  was  started  for  the  sole 
purpose  of  helping  bis  election  as  governor.  The  editor  was 
Samuel  H.  Jenks,  of  Nantucket,  Mass.,  who  was  Deputy 
Grand  Master  in  1825.  On  October  30,  1824,  he  printed  the 
following  notice: 

"Brethren:  Your  former  Grand  Kaster  b  now  a  candidate  for 
the  sapport  of  the  'free  and  accepted.'  De  Witt  Clinton,  if  there 
be  an;  virtae  in  the  eardinal  principles  of  your  faith,  will  receive 
your  undivided  anffrage  for  governor.  It  is  in  periods  of  trial,  like 
the  present,  that  the  wisdom  of  Freemasoniy  has  been  exercised,  its 
strength  tested,  and  its  beaaty  displayed.  Amidst  the  dark  ages  of 
past  time,  the  great  lights  of  our  Order,  though  often  obscnred,  have 
never  been  eztinguiBhed.  Shall  they  now  be  eclipsed  by  the  '  intro- 
duction of  strangers  among  the  workmen  f  Will  yon  suffer  the 
political  edifice  to  be  'daubed  with  mitempered  martarf  No, 
surely  I  The  architect  of  yonr  internal  prosperity  is  before  you. 
Enter  warmly  into  the  canse  of  yonr  Brother — pass  onward  to  the 
ballot  boxes  with  the  tokens  of  yoor  zeal  and  fidelity — and  by  your 
united  votes  contribute  to  raise  the  state  to  that  exalted  rank  to 
which  she  is  so  justly  entitled. 

(Signed), 

"  The  Widow's  Son." 

This  political  appeal  was  grossly  improper.  It  ought  not 
to  have  been  made,  as  it  is  contrary  to  Masonic  principles, 
and  we  regret  and  deplore  the  fact  it  was  done,  but  Brother 
Clinton  was  elected  governor  of  New  York  in  1824  and  was 
still  in  office  in  1826  when  Morgan  disappeared. 

The  anti-Masonic  Party  in  the  United  States  had  about 
340,000  voters  in  all.  In  Maine  it  had  about  one  thousand 
votes.  Vermont  was  anti-Masonic  and  the  only  state  carried 
by  the  party. 
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PeniuylTania,  to  her  diacredit,  held  an  anti-Masonic  Con- 
venticm  September  11,  1830,  and  adopted  a  report  of  a  com- 
mittee that  Moi^an  waa  foully  murdered  and  demanded  our 
Fraternity  ahould  be  suppressed.  The  report  gave  the  fol- 
lowing reasons  for  the  recommendation : 

"  To  this  gOTenunent  Freemaaomy  is  wholly  opposed.  It  requires 
unre^sting  enbausBion  to  its  own  aathority,  in  contempt  of  pabUo 
opinion,  the  claims  of  conscienee,  and  the  rights  of  private  judg- 
ment. 

"The  means  of  overthrowing  Freemasonry  cannot  be  fonnd  in 
any,  or  in  all,  of  our  ezeentive  anthoritiefi.  They  cannot  be  found 
in  our  judicial  establishments. 

"  The  only  adequate  ooireetive  of  Freemasonry — that  proUfle 
source  of  the  worst  abuses — is  to  be  found  in  the  right  of  election, 
and  to  this  we  must  resort. 

"Freemasonry  ought  to  be  shoUsbed.  It  should  certainly  be  so 
abolished  as  to  prevent  its  restoration.  No  means  of  doing  this  can 
be  coneeived  so  competent  as  those  furnished  1^  the  ballot  boxes." 

It  was  a  most  bitter  fight,  particularly  because  it  bad  some 
foolish  Presbyterian  and  Methodist  ministers  in  it,  misled  by 
false  statements  but  right  and  tmtb  prevailed,  as  it  always 
will  in  the  end,  whicb  began  in  1836,  when  the  aoti-Masonic 
Party  held  its  last  natianal  convention.  They  caUed  them- 
a^Tcs  the  Christian  Party  in  politics,  and  while  they  heard 
the  truth  refused  to  accept  it,  and  as  those  kind  of  men  always 
use  every  instrument  at  hand  at  their  inspiration  the  Presby- 
terian Church  responded  in  January,  1827,  in  Pittsburgh  by 
the  passage  of  a  resolution  condemning  our  Fraternity  as 
unfit  for  professing  Christians.  They  even  went  so  far  as  to 
require  its  members  to  renounce  MastHiry,  in  which  Rev.  Ezra 
Stiles  Ely,  the  pastor  of  the  Seventh  Presbyterian  Church  of 
Philadelphia,  was  a  leader.    It  is  the  one  blot  on  his  other-

wise  distinguished  career.  The  more  difficult  for  us  to  tmder- 
stand  DOW  from  the  fact  that  in  1836  Bev.  John  Chambers, 
the  most  prominent  and  distingoiBhed  Presbyterian  clergyman 
of  Philadelphia,  became  Chaplain  of  the  Grand  Ijodge  of 
Pouisylvania,  which  position  he  occupied  until  1874.  The 
Cmigregationalists  in  New  England  also  joined  them,  and 
that  stampeded  the  Methodists,  who  lost  their  heads  also, 
and  the  General  Conference  in  1823  not  only  prohibited  their 
ministers  becoming  Masons,  bnt  did  all  in  its  power  to  aid 
the  anti-Maaonic  Party.  The  Baptist  Church  could  not  be 
fooled  and  exercised  better  judgment  than  the  Presbyterians, 
Congregationalists  and  Methodists. 

To  the  -virulent  abuse  the  Fraternity,  eonsciouB  of  its  inno- 
cence, made  no  reply,  but  in  1831  Brother  Charles  "W.  Moore. 
Grand  Secretary  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Massachusetts,  pre* 
pared  the  foUowii^,  which  states  the  position  of  the  Frater- 
nity so  accurately  we  cannot  refrain  from  quoting  it.  It  re- 
flects great  credit  upon  him  and  we  venture  to  sa^^  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Massachusetts  should  by  appropriate  action 
ioform  the  craft  of  its  everlasting  debt  to  Brother  Moore 
because  at  that  penod  it  required  moral  courage  to  do  and 
aay  what  he  did : 

"Whbbk&s,  it  has  been  freqaently  asserted  and  pablisbed  to  the 
world  that  in  the  several  degrees  of  Frebhasokkt,  as  they  are  en- 
forced in  the  TTtuted  States,  the  candidate,  in  his  initiation  and  snb- 
seqnent  advancement,  binds  himself  by  oath  to  snstain  his  Masonie 
brethren  in  acts  which  are  at  variance  with  the  fundamental  prin- 
ciples of  morality  and  incompatible  with  his  dnty  aa  a  good  and 
faithfol  citizen,  in  justice  therefore  to  tbemaelvee,  and  with  a  view 
to  establish  tbdth  and  expose  luposnTOH,  the  undersigned,  many 
of  ns  the  recipients  of  every  degree  of  Freemasonry  known  and 
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acknoirledg«d  in  thiB  eonntry,  do  most  solbidilt  deky  the  ezut- 
ence  of  tny  euch  obligations  in  the  Hasonio  Issmanos,  so  far  as 
oar  knowledge  respectively  extends.  And  we  as  SOLBltNLT  AVB  that 
no  person  is  admitted  to  the  Inetitation  without  flist  being  made 
acquainted  with  the  nature  of  the  obligations  which  he  will  be  re- 
quired to  ineur  and  assume. 

"  Fbxeuasohbt  secores  its  members  in  the  freedom  of  thought 
and  of  speeeh,  and  permits  each  and  everyone  to  act  according  to 
the  dictates  of  his  own  eonscimce  in  matters  of  religion,  and  of  his 
personal  pref«%nces  in  matters  of  politics;  it  neither  knows,  nor 
does  it  asBome  to  inflict  upon  its  erring  members,  however  wide 
may  be  their  aberration  from  duty,  and  penalties  or  punishments 
other  than  those  of  ADUONi^noH,  auBFSNSioiT  and  exfulsioit. 

"  The  obligations  of  the  Institution  require  of  its  members  a  strict 
obedience  to  the  laws  of  God  and  man.  So  far  from  being  bound 
by  any  engagements  inconsistent  with  the  happiness  and  prosperity 
of  the  nation,  every  citizen  who  becomes  a  Mason  is  doubly  bound 
to  be  true  t«  his  OoD,  to  bis  oouitfry,  and  to  his  nLLOwicAn. 

"In  the  language  of  the  Ancient  Constitutions  of  the  Order, 
which  are  printed  and  open  for  public  inspection,  and  which  are 
used  as  text  books  in  all  the  lodges,  he  is  required  to  keep  and  obey 
the  UORAL  law;  to  be  a  quiet  and  peaceful  citizen,  tme  to  his  gov- 
ernment and  just  to  his  country. 

"Masonkt  disdains  the  making  of  proselytes;  she  opens  the  por- 
tals of  her  asylum  to  those  who  seek  admission  with  the  recommen- 
dation of  a  character  unspotted  by  immorality  and  vice.  She  sim- 
ply requires  of  the  candidate  his  assent  to  one  great,  fundamental, 
religious  truth — thk  kxibtehob  ahd  pbovidekcx  of  Qca>;  and  a 
practical  acknowledgment  of  those  infallible  doctrines  for  the  gov- 
ernment of  life  which  ore  written  by  the  finger  of  Clod  on  the  heart 
of  man. 

"  EvTEBiiisisa  such  sentiments,  as  Ma80ns,  as  ciTtzsNe,  as 
Christuns,  and  aa  uobal  kys,  and  deeply  impressed  with  the  con- 
viction that  the  Masokic  iNSTifunoH  has  been,  and  may  continue 
to  be,  productive  of  great  good  to  their  feUowmen;  and  having  're- 
ceived the  laws  of  the  society,  and  its  accumulated  fnnds,  in  sacred 
trust  for  charitable  uses,'  the  undersigned  can  neither  renounce  nor 
abandon  it. 

"  We  most  cordially  unite  with  oar  Brethren  of  Salem  and  vicinity 
in  the  declaration  and  hope  that,  '  should  the  people  of  this  country 
become  so  infatuated  as  to  deprive  Uasons  of  their  civil  rights,  in 
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violftdm  of  their  written  eooHtitutioiiB,  and  the  wholesome  spirit  of 
jnat  laws  and  free  govezTunents,  a  vast  majority  of  the  Fraternity 
will  still  Tanain  firm,  confiding  in  Ood,  and  the  rectitude  of  their 
intentiooB  for  consolation,  under  the  trials  to  which  they  may  be 
exposed." 

Thnrlow  Weed,  of  New  York,  and  Thaddeus  Stevena,  of 
PennsylTania,  vere  the  master  mindB  who  guided  the  anti- 
Masonic  Party,  bat  it  has  reflected  no  credit  oa  them,  and 
posterity  knows  their  claims  and  chai^^  were  faUe  and  an- 
true,  and  r^ards  their  conduct  in  this  respect  as  unworthy 
of  them  and  a  blot  upon  their  memory — and  reputations. 

Another  matter  treated  of  in  this  Volume  is  the  Masonic 
career  of  our  Brother  Stephen  Girard.  The  evidence  and 
original  records  have  been  carefully  gathered  by  Bro.  Julius 
F.  Sachse  and  examined  and  considered  by  us  both,  and  it 
tends  to  show: 

1.  Stephen  Qirard  was  made  a  Mason  on  January  28,  1788, 
in  Union  Blue  Lodge,  No.  8,  Charleston,  South  Carolina. 

2.  He  never  affiliated  with  any  Lodge  in  Pennsylvania  and 
therefore  was  not  a  Pennsylvania  Mason  (p.  241). 

3.  Stephen  Girard  was  buried  December  31,  1831,  in  the 
ground  adjoining  the  German  Holy  Trinity  Soman  Catholic 
Church,  northwest  comer  Sixth  and  Spruce  streets. 

4.  When  the  main  building  of  Girard  College  was  about 
completed  the  coDunissioners  of  the  Girard  estate  and  the  city 
authorities  made  arrangement  for  his  disinterment.  This 
was  in  December,  1650.  The  Fraternity  had  nothing  to  do 
with  the  removal. 

5.  The  anti-Masonic  days  had  just  passed  and  some  of  the 
heirs  of  Qirard  objected  and  asked  the  court  for  an  injune-

tion  to  prevent  the  remoral  of  the  remaina,  and  the  matter 
was  heard  and  decided  September  30,  1851,  hj  Judges  King, 
Parsons  and  Kelly,  Judge  King  auggeeting  that  the  appli- 
cants had  better  permit  the  city  to  proceed  with  the  cere- 
monies and  place  the  body  in  the  sarcophagus  at  the  Qirard 
College,  and  this  was  done  September  30  with  appropriate 
ceremonies  by  the  Grand  Lodge  and  Subordinate  Lodge,  as 
shown  on  page  389.  And  since  this  time  our  Brother  Qirard 
has  peacefully  slept  in  the  main  building  of  the  college  which 
he  founded  and  where  we  hope  he  will  remain  until  the  last 
trump  shall  sound  on  Resurrection  Mom. 

Hia  memory  is  cherished  by  his  brethren  and  the  Masonic 
Fond,  which  bears  the  name  of  Stephen  Qirard  Charity 
Fund,  has  done  untold  good  to  1he  recipients.  The  fund  it- 
self now  amounts  to  $90,050  and  $3,750  was  distributed  by 
the  stewards  in  the  year  1918  to  those  entitled  to  receive  it.

Thb  Masonic  'Haul  in  Chestnut  Stbeet,  1814-1819 
HE  Second  Volxune  of  our  His- 
tory of  "Freemasonry  1727- 
1907,  as  shown  by  the  records 
of  Lodge  No.  2,  F.  &  A.  M.," 
closes  with  the  year  1813,  a 
period  in  which  civil  and  polit- 
ical conditions  both  state  and 
national  were  more  or  less  UD< 
settled,  which  naturally  had  its 
reflex  more  or  less  upon  our  fraternity. 

It  has  been  stated  that  the  year  1814  was  one  of  the 
most  exciting  periods  in  the  History  of  Philadelphia, 
if  not  of  the  United  States  of  America.  The  War  with 
Great  Britain  had  centered  upon  our  shores,  the  Dela- 
ware and  Chesapeake  were  blockaded  by  the  enemy,  and 
the  foe  landed  upon  our  shores ;  the  British  under  Ross 
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defeated  the  AmericaDs  at  Bladensbnrg,  entered  Wash- 
ington the  next  day  mthlessly  bnmed  the  Capitol  and 
destroyed  all  the  other  public  boildings.

Peincipleb  01  THX  Wabhiniiton  Benitolincb  Socikty,  raoM  an  Old 
Hand  Bill  ik  teoc  LisaAXT  Coupant  or  Philai>elfhia. 
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These  outrages  revived  revolutionary  zeal,  and  in- 
spired the  National  Government  with  a  new  spirit  and 
united  the  people  of  the  Middle  States  for  a  more  ag- 
gressive war,  while  the  eastern  states  resisted  the  em- 
bargo, and  took  little  interest  in  driving  the  foreign  foe 
from  onr  shores. 

Among  the  most  loyal  organizations  in  onr  community 
was  tiie  Washington  Benevolent  Society,  which  was 
closely  allied  to  our  Grand  Lodge;  Patriotic  Banquets 
were  given  by  the  Benevolent  Society,  Febmary  22nd 
and  July  4,  in  the  Masonic  Hall  on  Chestnut  Street, 
when  patriotic  addresses  were  made  and  toasts  drank. 

The  large  banquet  hall  in  the  Chestnut  Street  Hall 
at  that  time  was  the  favorite  place  for  all  social  and 
patriotic  functions. 

One  of  the  most  important  of  these  functions  at  this 
time  was,  when  tiie  native  Germans,  Hollanders  and 
Switzers  celebrated  Napoleon's  defeat  in  the  battie  at 
Leipzig,  by  a  grand  dinner  at  the  Masonic  Hall,  Feb- 
ruary 24,  1814. 

A  copy  of  this  program,  printed  by  Conrad  Zentier, 
the  german  printer.  Second  Street  near  Race,  is  still 
extant,  containing  the  toasts,  speeches,  music  and  can- 
tata, composed  for  the  occasion  by  L  F.  Bernhardt,  also 
the  patriotic  address  by  Christian  L.  Mannihardt.  The 
titie  of  this  pamphlet  reads : 

"Short  account  of  the  festival  celebration  and  Ban- 
quet by  Germans,  Hollanders  and  Swiss  in  the  Free- 
mason's Hall  in  Philadelphia,  February  24,  1814." 
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The  first  stated  meeting  of  Lodge  No.  2,  in  the  year 
1814,  was  held  January  10 ;  that  the  year  did  not  open 
aiispicionsly  for  the  fraternity  is  shown  by  the  Minnies 
of  the  Lodge.

How  this  priceless 
Masonic  Belie  came  into  possession  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Pennsylvania  thirteen  years  later  will  be  found 
under  its  proper  date.

At  this  time  Lodge  No  2  as  well  as  the  Fraternity 
in  general  suffered  a  severe  loss  in  the  deatii  of  the 
E.  W.  Grand  Secretary  Bro  George  A.  Baker. 

Brother  George  Adam  Baker,  who  for  many  years 
was  one  of  the  most  active  members  of  Lodge  No.  2 
and  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Pennsylvania,  serving  as 
E.  W.  Grand  Secretary  from  1797  to  the  time  of  his 
-decease,  was  bom  in  Germantown,  Jnly  27,  1736; 
died,  Philadelphia,  December  8,  1816.  He  was  a 
son  of  Hilarins  Becker,  a  tntor  in  the  old  German- 
town  Academy  (b.  1705  in  Bemheim  near  Frankfurt, 
d.  June  23,  1783).  In  his  early  life  he  was  in  the 
mercantile  business  near  the  Arch  St.  ferry,  and 
dealt  in  wine,  spices,  salt,  tea,  paper,  shoes,  glass- 
ware, crockery,  grain,  etc.  Later  in  life  he  became 
a  conveyancer  witb  Ms  o&oe  and  dwelling  at  the 
northeast  comer  of  Fourth  and  Cherry  Sts.  (still 
standing).     He  was  a  member  of  tiie  City  Conncils 
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1801-1803  and  served  as  mty  treasurer,  1802-3, 
1807-9,  1811-13. 

Brother  Baker  was  a  citizen  tmiTersally  known 
and  respected.  In  dress  and  appearance  he  remained 
true  to  the  style  of  traditions  of  a  gentleman  of  *'ye 
olden  tyme."  He  wore  knee  breeches,  eiUc  stockings, 
shoes  with  silver  bnddes  and  a  quene  witii  powdered 
hair. 

Brother  Baker  received  the  first  step  in  Free- 
masonry within  the  tyled  portals  of  Lodge  No.  2, 
June  29,  1779;  crafted  September  15,  raised  to  the 
sublime  degree  of  a  Master  Mason,  September  22  of 
same  year.  December  13,  1779,  he  was  elected  secre- 
tary of  his  Lodge. 

At  the  Annual  CommnnicaUon  held  December  2, 
1816,  mention  was  made  of  his  illness  and  the  ofBce 
was  filled  pro  tern,  by  his  son,  Geo.  A.  Baker,  jr.  A 
week  later  Brother  Baker  died.  On  the  next  day 
following  notice  appeared  in  the  papers: 

Grand  Lodge  of  Pennstltanu, 

Philadelphia,  December  9,  1816. 
The  officers  and  members  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Pennsyl- 
vania,  the  members  of  subordinate  Lodges,  and  aojouming 
Brethren  are  respectfully  invited  to  meet  at  the  Hall  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  on  Wednesday  next  precicely  at  11  o'clock,  in 
the  forenoon,  for  the  purpose  of  proceeding  from  thence  in 
procession  to  attend  the  funeral  of  our  deceased  Brother 
George  A.  Baker,— late  R.  W.  G.  Secretary. 
24 
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N.  B.  The  Brethren  will  as  far  as  is  convenient  appear  in 
black,  with  aprons  and  gloves. 

This  Masonic  funeral,  according  to  contemporary 
accounts,  was  one  of  the  moat  imposing  ever  seen  In 
Philadelphia  of  a  private  citizen  and  attracted  mnch 
attrition. 

At  the  next  meeting  of  the  Grand  Lodge  it  was  re- 
solved to  erect  a  marble  monument  in  his  honor. 

Brother  Baker  was  buried  in  Ihe  new  Lntiieran 
graveyard,  then  between  Race  and  Vine,  Eighth  and 
Franklin  Streets.  Some  thirty  years  ago  this  ground 
was  sold  and  the  remains  scattered.  No  trace  of 
this  memorial  is  now  to  be  found. 

Brother  Baker  left  three  sons,  J.  Hilary  (b.  1779, 
d.  1852),  John  Louis  (b.  1781,  d.  1847)  and  George 
Adam,  jr.  (h.  1783,  d.  1823),  who  succeeded  his 
father  as  Grand  Secretary  and  also  served  xmtil  his 
death.

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That,  between  two  &  thre  years  since,  when  the 
Northern  &  Southern  Dispensaries  were  established, 
the  managers  of  the  Philadelphia  Dispensary  ad- 
dressed a  letter  to  the  Qrand  Lodge,  stating  that  the 
great  increase  of  patients  of  latter  years,  had  made 
it  impracticable  to  continue  its  medical  assistance 
and  attention  to  patients  ont  of  the  city;  that  two 
new  Dispensaries  had  been  formed  one  in  Qie  North- 
em  Liberties  &  in  Southwark,  that  as  they  coold  not 
meet  the  expectations  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  they  ex- 
pressed a  wish  to  return  the  whole  of  the  money 
which  had  been  subscribed.

Dues  collected,  Tyler's  bill  ordered  to  be  paid,  & 
Lodge  closed  in  harmony  at  9  o'clock. 

As  stated  in  the  minutes,  Lodge  No.  2,  on  the  evening 
of  March  8,  1819,  closed  in  harmony  at  nine  o'clock. 
Little  did  the  brethren  tiiink  as  they  walked  out  on 
Chestnat  Street  and  separated  for  their  homes  that 
that  meeting  was  to  be  the  last  lodge  meeting  held  and 
regularly  closed  within  the  beautiful  Masonic  Hall  de- 
signed and  built  by  Bro.  Strickland,  at  that  time  the 
most  ornate  and  beautiful  Masonic  building  upon  the 
American  continent,  and  perhaps  second  to  none  in  the 
old  world,  or  that  within  twenty-four  hours  the  interior 
fittings  and  the  graceful  spire  surmounting  the  hall 
would  fall  a  victim  to  the  devouring  flames  and  be  re- 
duced to  ashes. 
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MASONIC   HALL,    DESTRUCTION    BY   FIRE,    MARCH    9,  1819. 

CHESTNUT  STREET,   BETWEEN  SEVENTH  AND  CMHTH, 

NORTH  MDE,   PHILADELPHIA. 
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CHAPTER  XSni. 

A  Public  Cat.awtty,  1819-1820 
^^■jTUESDAY,  March  9,  1819,  opened  dark  and 
i  "^  I       overcast;  a  typictd  March  day  wiUi  cold 
&  P  L     winds  and  snow.    The  night  was  dark  and 
^■^      disagreeaWe.    The  Masonic  Hall,  however, 

stood  in  bright  light  with  strains  of  mnsic 
from  the  dancing  party  in  the  salon  on  the  first  floor. 

The  Brethren  of  Washington  Lodge,  No.  59,  A.  Y.  M., 
had  assembled  in  the  Grand  Lodge  Boom  on  the  second 
floor,  it  being  the  night  for  their  stated  meeting.  The 
Lodge  was  duly  opened,  the  minutes  read,  a  petition 
was  reported  and  the  result  of  a  favorable  ballot  was 
announced  by  the  "Worshipful  Master,  when  the  Lodge 
was  thrown  into  consternation  by  the  cry  of  fire 
throughout  the  hall.  This  was  heightened  by  the  deep 
tones  of  the  State  House  bell,  calling  out  the  fire  ap- 
paratus and  citizens  with  their  leather  fire  buckets, 
together  with  the  clanging  of  the  bells  on  the  arriving 
hose  carts.  The  fire,  which,  it  is  supposed,  originated 
in  one  of  the  chimney  flues  leading  from  tbe  ball  room 
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on  the  first  floor,  qnickly  ate  its  way  to  the  roof,  Ulu- 
minatiiig  the  sky.  The  progress  of  the  fire  was  rapid. 
The  elegant  steeple  was  soon  abliize.  The  ringing  of 
the  fire  bells  tiiroughout  the  city  brought  all  the  varions 
fire  apparatus  to  the  scene  which  was  composed  of 
Tolnnteer  companies  together  with  an  immense  con- 
course of  the  citizens,  many  of  whom  bewailed  the 
destruction  of  one  of  the  chief  omamaits  of  the  city. 

The  fire  made  snch  rapid  progress  that  the  Brethren 
of  Washington  Lodge,  meeting  in  the  Qrand  Lodge 
room  on  the  second  floor,  had  not  time  to  close  the 
Lodge  without  risking  the  lives  of  the  brethren.  All, 
however,  escaped  in  safety,  without  however  saving 
any  of  the  property  of  the  Lodge.  The  first  "Book  of 
Transactions"  and  all  the  records  from  1793  to  1806, 
the  aprons  painted  by  Woodside  with  much  other  prop- 
erty of  the  Lodge,  was  destroyed. 

The  citizens  and  firemen  worked  well  into  the  night, 
and  it  was  long  after  midnight  before  the  fire  was 
under  control,  and  all  danger  from  extending  to  ad- 
joining properties  passed. 

When  the  sun  rose  upon  the  next  day,  there  was 
nothing  left  of  the  venerated  pile  but  the  gray  walls  and 
the  smoking  ruins  of  the  interior. 

Fortunately  the  masonry  of  the  walls  was  still  intact, 
and,  upon  subsequent  examination,  it  was  found  that 
they  were  unharmed  by  the  conflagration  and  still  serv- 
iceable. Steps  were  immediately  taken  towards  re- 
building the  hall,  which  was  accomplished  without, 
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however,  replacing  its  chief  ornament,  the  beautifnl 
spire,  which  had  capped  the  original  building. 

Following  are  some  of  the  newspap.er  accounts  of  the 
calamity,  and  the  subsequent  action  taken  towards  the 
rebnilding  of  the  Masonic  Hall: 

Philadelphia,  Wednesday  Morning,  March  10, 1819. 
A  PUBLIC  CALAMITY. 

Yesterday  evening,  that  superb  edifice,  the  MASONIC 
HALL,  situated  in  Chestnut-street,  between  Seventh  and 
Eighth  streets,  fell  a  prey  to  the  devouring  Flames.  This  ele- 
gant building,  reared  by  the  piety  of  faithful  Brethren,  was 
one  of  the  ornaments  that  graced  our  city.  To  the  whole  com- 
monity,  the  loss  is  great,  but  most  particularly  so  to  the  Ma- 
sonic Fraternity — their  loss  is  immenie;  but  this  is  not  all;  . 
their  means  of  usefulness,  from  this  extensive  calamity,  are,  in 
a  great  measure,  cut  off: — pursuing  an  extended  system  of 
love  and  benevolence,  unknown  to  the  world,  agreeably  to  that 
divine  precept  of  our  Lobd,  which  says,  "But  when  thon  doest 
alms,  let  not  thy  left  hand  know  what  thy  right  hand  doeth ; ' ' 
Oh  how  often,  often,  often,  have  they  dried  up  the  tears  of  the 
Widow  and  the  Orphan;  while  the  aged,  the  afflicted,  the  sick, 
and  the  dying,  to  whom  they  have  adminLstered  comfort  and 
consolation,  have  blessed  them.  To  behold  themselves  stopped 
short  in  their  labours  of  love,  pungently  adds  to  their  calamity. 
Their  loss  is  indeed  the  greater,  as  it  wiU  cause  the  tears  of 
the  Orphan,  the  Widow,  and  the  Desolate,  to  flow,  which  it, 
was  their  greatest  pleasure  to  assuage. 

It  is  indeed  a  public  eatamiiyl 

It  is  believed  that  the  fire  originated  from  one  of  the  chim- 
n^s  in  the  Ball-room  below,  which  bursted,  after  the  com- 
pany had  assembled. 
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Lodge,  No.  59,  had  assembled  np-stairs,  it  being  their  stated 
night,  and  had  barely  time  to  make  their  escape,  so  rapid  was 
the  progress  of  the  flames.  The  elegant  Steeple,  wliieh  orna- 
mented the  building,  when  half -consumed,  broke  in  two,  and 
fell  on  the  roof,  without  damaging  the  adjacent  boildings. 

We  feel  overwhelmed  by  the  present  calamity,  which  we  are 
sore  will  be  felt  by  all  good  men.

The  assemblage  of  Masons  yesterday,  at  the  Washington 
Hall,  was  very  numerous ;  much  more  bo  indeed  than  the  most 
sanguine  expectations  could  have  anticipated,  considering  the 
shortness  of  the  notice,  and  the  inclemency  of  the  day.  Brother 
the  Bev.  Dr.  Bogers,  Grand  Chaplain,  opened  the  meeting  by 
a  most  impressive  Prayer  to  the  Throne  of  Grace,  in  which  the 
crowd  of  Brethren  present  appeared  to  join  with  heart-felt 
devotion.  He  was  followed  by  Brother  Saml.  F.  Bradford, 
Fast  Grand  Master,  who,  in  a  strain  of  eloquence,  not  often 
equalled,  took  a  retrospect  of  the  past,  and,  pointing  to  the 
future,  urged  the  Brethren  not  to  weary  in  well-doing,  but  to 
persevere  to  the  end.  The  heart  of  every  Mason  present,  re- 
sponded to  the  voice — and  "onwabds,  onwabds,  onwards," 
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with  Faith,  and  Sope,  and  Charity,  to  guide  our  steps,  was 
the  solemn  determination  of  every  faithful  Brother. 

MASONIC  MEETING. 

At  a  general  meeting  of  the  Masons  residing  in  the  City  and 
Connty  of  Philadelphia,  held  in  ponniance  of  public  notice, 
at  the  Washington  Hall,  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  on  Thnrs- 
day,  the  11th  March,  1819,  at  11  o'clock  in  the  forenoon.  The 
Qrand  Master  being  prevented  by  indisposition  from  attend- 
ing, and  the  Deputy  Grand  Master  being  absent  from  the  City, 
the  Senior  Grand  Warden, 

THOMAS  ELLIOTT,  Esq.  (as  Grand  Master)  presided, 
and 

Geobgb  a.  Bases,  (the  Grand  Secretary)  acted  as  Sec- 
retary. 

The  meeting  was  opened  with  prayer,  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Wa- 
liam  Rogers,  Grand  Chaplain. 

The  Chairman  stated,  that  the  Hall  of  the  Grand  Lodge, 
having  been  consumed  by  fire,  on  the  evening  of  the  9tb  in- 
stant, a  meeting  of  the  Masonic  Brethren  residing  within  the 
city  and  comity  of  Philadelphia,  had  been  convened  this  day, 
for  the  porpose  of  devising  means  to  increase  the  funds  of  the 
Grand  Lodge,  to  enable  them  to  rebuild  their  edifice. 

Past  Grand  Master  Samnel  F.  Bradford,  delivered  an  ele- 
gant and  appropriate  address  to  the  Brethren  on  the  occasion 
which  had  collected  them  together,  and  offered  the  following 
resolationa,  which  were  unanimously  adopted,  to  wit : 

Resolved,  That  a  subscription  be  now  opened  for  the  pur- 
pose of  raising  the  funds  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  to  enable  them 
to  construct  a  suitable  edifice,  in  which  to  hold  the  meetings 
of  the  Grand  and  Subordinate  Lodges. 

Resolved,  That  the  R.  W.  Grand  Master  appoint  a  Com* 
46 
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mittee,  to  consist  of  three  members  from  each  Lodge,  meeting 
in  the  City  and  Conntj  of  Philadelphia,  for  the  purpose  of 
collecting  Bubscriptions  from  Masons,  for  the  rebuilding  of  the 
Masonic  Hall;  that  the  Committee  so  appointed,  be  desired 
immediately  to  meet  and  proceed  at  once  to  accomplish  the 
object  entrusted  to  them,  and  to  pay  over  the  monira  collected 
to  the  Grand  Treasurer:  and  that  the  said  Committee  be  au- 
thorized to  receive  such  contributions,  as  our  benevolent  Fel- 
low Citizens,  who  are  not  Masons,  may  think  proper  to  make.

A  letter  from  Messrs.  "Warren  and  Wood,  Managers  of  the 
Philadelphia  Theatre,  addressed  to  the  Orand  Master,  was 
received,  containing  an  offer  to  give  a  benefit,  the  proceeds  of 
which  should  be  appropriated  to  aid  the  funds  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  in  rebuilding  their  Hall.  Which  offer  was  accepted, 
and  it  was  ordered  that  the  thanks  of  the  Orand  Officers  be 
respectfally  retomed  to  Messrs.  Warren  and  Wood,  on  behalf 
of  the  Grand  Lodge,  for  their  kind  and  affectionate  attention.

Meeting  of  the  Tnutees  of  the  Matonie  Loam,  March  11, 1819. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Masonic  Loans,  this  day 
convened  in  eonseqnence  of  Ae  recent  calamitous  destruction 
of  the  Grand  Lodge — Present,  Charles  Biddle,  Edward  Burd, 
Stephen  Girard,  Thomas  M'Euen,  and  the  Grand  OfSeers. 

The  meeting,  with  a  view  to  relieve  any  anxiety  entertained 
by  the  holders  of  the  stock  of  the  Masonic  Loans,  resolved  to 
pablish  the  following  statement,  viz. 

The  amount  of  the  Loan  is  $66,000 

Towards  the  payment  of  which,  is  the  Sinking  Fund, 

amounting  to  $15,088 

The  snm  insured  on  the  Lodge,  $20,000 

And  tiie  lot  on  Chestnut-street,  with  the  remains  of 

the  building,  which  are  estimated  to  be  more  than 

eqnal  to  the  balance. 

It  is  believed  that  the  sum  insured  on  the  Lodge,  aided  by 
such  collections  as  may  be  obtained  from  the  Masonic  family, 
and  others,  will  be  sufficient  to  re-construct  the  building  in 
its  former  elegance,  and  that  the  present  resources  of  the 
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Grand  Lodge  are  such  as  will  iosore  a  continQanoe  of  their 

usual  punctual  discharge  of  the  interest.

So  great  was  the  interest  taken  by  the  genend  public  in  this 
great  calamity  which  overtook  the  Brethren,  that  a  large 
painting  was  at  once  made  of  the  scene  upon  the  fatefnl  night, 
for  the  purpose  of  having  an  engraving  made  of  the  con- 
flagration. 

The  blaziog  hall,  adjoining  buildings  and  background  was 
painted  by  Samuel  Jones,  a  local  artist,  while  the  figures  and 
mise-en-scene  were  painted  in  by  J.  L.  Krimmell,  a  noted 
figure  painter,  then  living  in  Philadelphia.  This  picture  not 
only  gives  some  idea  of  the  commotion  and  excitement  at  the 
time,  but  also  shows  the  different  type  of  costumes  worn  by 
both  the  citizen  and  Volunteer  Firemen  of  the  day.  The  dif- 
ferent fire  en^es  in  action  throwing  the  gallery  stream  upon 
the  burning  building  are  faithfully  portrayed;  eveai  the 
names  of  several  of  the  fire  Companies  on  the  hats,  such  as 
DiUigent,  Hand-in-hand,  Hibemia  and  Harmony,  can  be 
made  out.  One  of  the  most  interesting  figures  in  the  group  is 
the  Secretary,  Nicholas  O'Connor  of  Waahington  Ixtdge,  No. 
59,  carrying  ont  some  of  the  properties  of  the  Lodge ;  prom- 
inent among  which  is  the  Bible  in  his  arm  and  the  lai^  brass 
key  of  the  Hall  in  his  hand. 

As  soon  as  this  painting  was  finished,  it  was  turned  over  to 
J.  Hill,  who  engraved  the  scene  apon  a  copper  plate,  meas- 
uring 21^'  X  17^  inches ;  so  rapidly  did  he  work  that  the  plate

was  finished  in  a  little  over  two  months  time.  The  prints 
were  pnblished  by  Kennedy  and  West  at  No.  72  (old  number) 
Chestnut  Street 

The  plate  was  dedicated  by  the  pablishers  to  the  Yolimteer 
Fire  and  Hose  Companies. 

In  the  archives  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Pennsylvania  there 
are  several  original  impressions  from  this  plate. 

It  will  not  be  amiss  at  this  time  to  give  a  short  contemporary 
description  of  this  buildii^,  which  at  that  time  was  said  to  be 
the  "Most  beautiful  Masonick  Temple  erected  since  the  days 
of  Solomon."  viz: — 

The  design  was  adopted  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Pennsyl- 
vania, Nov.  21,  A.  D.  1808,  and  tiie  foundation  stone  laid  in 
masonick  form  in  the  northeast  comer  of  the  building  on  the 
17th  of  April,  1809,  at  8  O'clock  in  the  morning. 

The  building  measures  in  front  from  east  to  west  82  feet, 
and  in  breath  from  north  to  south  69.  It  stands  from  the 
portae  or  gateways  (which  are  immediately  upon  the  line  of 
the  street)  50  feet,  a  distance  calculated  to  exhibit  its  general 
effect  at  one  view. 

The  brick  work  in  front  is  supported  by  buttresses  of  parti- 
coloured marble,  enriched  with  niches  for  statues,  which  are 
capped  by  triangnlar  pinnacles,  and  connected  together  by  an 
embattled  parapet,  coped  with  marble. 

The  principal  entrance  into  the  hall  is  by  a  large  and  ele- 
gant flight  of  steps,  occupying  the  whole  space  between  the 
two  centre  buttresses ;  through  a  door-way  with  raised  panels 
of  curled  maple,  the  jambs  splayed  and  ornamented  with  clus- 
tered reeds,  over  which  is  a  circular  window  4  feet  in  diameter, 
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enriched  with  tracery  which  admits  light  to  the  vestibiile. 
The  frontispiece  on  either  side  o£  the  door  is  compoeed  of 
columns  and  wainscoting  supporting  triangolar  pinnacles  or- 
namented with  tracery. 

The  windows  on  each  side  of  the  centre  buttresses  are  di- 
vided by  mulUons  into  three  compartments,  which  divaricate 
from  the  springing,  and  terminate  in  the  crown  of  the  arch. 

The  part  of  the  front  between  two  centre  buttresBes,  being 
rough  east,  and  the  most  ornamented  part  of  the  building, 
gives  the  brick  work  on  either  aide  the  effect  of  winga  (al- 
though upon  the  same  plane)  which  breaks  the  line  of  same- 
ness, and  produces  a  beautiful  contrast. 

The  steeple  is  built  of  wood  in  stories,  and  rises  out  of  the 
roof  in  the  centre  of  the  building;  its  whole  height  from  the 
ground  being  180  feet.  The  first  story  is  20  feet  square,  with 
clustered  columns  on  the  comers,  surmounted  by  a  cornice 
and  embattled  parapet. 

The  second  story  is  14  feet  square  with  one  column  upon 
each  comer,  also  surmounted  by  a  cornice  and  embattled 
parapet,  omament«d  with  niches  and  windows  on  all  sides. 
Within  the  battlements  of  this  story,  springs  an  octagonal 
spire,  capped  by  a  ball,  cardinal  points,  square,  and  com- 
passes, &C. 

The  building  was  designed  by  Brother  William  Strickland, 
architect,  and  executed  by  Brother  John  Darrah,  master 
builder,  under  the  immediate  direction  of  the  following 
brethren,  composing  a  building  committee,  viz: — George  A. 
Baker,  P.  Le  Barbier  Duplessis,  Richard  lybout,  Thomas 
Pasamore. 
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After  the  destruction  of  the  hall  by  fire  on  the  night 
of  March  9, 1819,  the  Brethren  at  once  Bought  another 
meeting  place,  so  that  the  meetings  of  the  Qrand  Lodge 
and  the  variou'S  subordinate  lodges  could  be  held  upon 
their  regular  stated  nights.  The  Washington  Benev- 
olent SocietT*  at  once  offered  the  nse  of  their  hall  to 
the  Grand  Lodge.  The  ofEer  was  accepted  and,  as 
before  stated,  the  preliminary  meetings  were  there 
held  towards  arrangements  for  rebuilding  the  de- 
stroyed hall. 

On  the  morning  succeeding  the  destruction  of  the 
Masonic  Hall  the  members  of  the  Hall  Committee  re- 
paired to  the  spot,  and  in  the  performance  of  their  duty 
secured  and  put  into  a  place  of  safe  deposit,  all  the 
effects  they  could  obtain  of  any  value ;  then,  agreeably 
to  the  order  of  the  E.  W.  Grand  Master,  they  imme- 
diately went  in  search  of  a  suitable  place  in  which  the 
Grand  and  Subordinate  Lodges  might  hold  their  future 
meetings ;  and  of  the  many  situations  viewed  none  ap- 
peared 60  eligible,  convenient  or  reasonable  as  to  terms 
as  "the  Old  Masonic  Hall,"  the  Old  Lodge  room  of 
which  they  have  obtmned. 

In  their  report  the  Hall  Committee  state  that  the 
committee  likewise  obtained  a  lease,  and  for  the  same 
purposes,  the  Old  Banqueting  and  Boyal  Arch  Booms.. 
And  that,  agreeably  to  the  order  received  from  the  B. 
"W.  G.  M.,  the  committee  appointed  "Suitable  persons 
to  survey  and  report  on  the  New  Hall,  &c.,  whose  re- 
port thereon  is  herewith  presented." 
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The  Documents  Btating  the  terms  on  which^  the  Grand 
Lodge  hold  their  present  tenure,  as  also  the  Vonchers  for 
sundry  disbaraements  made  and  the  Lease  of  John  Snyder, 
seeming  quiet  possession  of  the  premises,  in  whole  or  in  part, 
for  one  or  more  years,  Tonr  Committee  are  not  at  present 
able  to  present,  having  been  almost  without  intermission  en- 
gaged in  the  performance  of  other  important  and  pressing 
duties  growing  out  of  the  late  serious  calamity.  They  will, 
however,  soon  be  enabled  to  report  at  length  on  the  foregoing 
subjects. 

And  as  in  purchasing  the  lease  of  this  room  from  Doctor 
BouBsean  it  was  Stipulated  that  he  should  be  reimbursed  the 
sum  of  Three  Hundred  Dollars  expended  by  him,  (including 
One  Hundred  and  twenty  five  dollars  being  Six  Months  rent 
he  had  paid  in  advance)  the  Committee  respectfully  request 
that  the  B.  W.  Grand  Lodge  will  direct  the  same  to  be  paid 
to  Doc.  Rousseau  on  the  full  and  complete  Assignment  to  the 
G.  Lodge  of  his  right  and  title  to  this  room,  for  the  time 
being.  They  beg  leave  also  to  suggest  that  all  of  that  part  of 
the  property  which  has  been  or  may  be  saved  from  the  niinsr 
which  may  prove  to  be  so  materially  injured  by  fire  as  to  be 
of  no  use  in  this,  or  in  the  construction  of  the  New  Hall,  be- 
sold  at  Public  Auction.

Thus  on  the  evening  of  Tuesday,  March  16,  the  Grand 
Lodge  assembled  in  a  Grand  Special  Commnnication: 
in  their  fonner  home  on  Filbert  Street. 
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The  next  Stated  Meeting  of  Lodge  No.  2  was  held 
Monday  evening,  April  12, 1819,  in  the  hall  on  the  sonth 
side  of  Filbert  Street,  west  of  Eighth  Street,  which  had 
heen  abandoned  by  the  Grand  Lodge  in  1811,  when  the 
Chestnut  Street  Hall  was  completed  and  dedicated. 

After  the  destmction  of  the  Hall  by  fire,  a  i>eriod 
of  depression  Bet  in,  when  the  nnmber  of  active  mem- 
bers of  Lodge  No.  2  dwindled  down  to  ten  or  twelve 
and  the  fmids  of  the  Lodge  were  not  sufficient  for  its 
maintenance.  It  was  in  this  emergency  when  a  nnm- 
ber of  brethren,  principally  from  Lodge  No.  67,  came 
to  the  rescue,  and  by  their  labor  and  example  restored 
the  oldest  Lodge  in  the  Jurisdiction  once  more  to  a 
state  of  vigor  and  prosperi^/

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take  place  on  the  1st  Novr.  next,  and  requested  all  those 
who  conld  make  it  convenient  to  join  the  Grand  Pro- 
cession wluch  was  to  be  formed  on  that  day.  He  also 
appointed  a  Committee  of  7,  viz  Brs.  Weaver,  Nice, 
Wood,  Primrose,  Briggs,  Enff  &  Keatting  to  wait  on 
the  absent  members  &  invite  them  to  attend  on  the  occar 
sion.  Br.  Wood  was  app*.  Marshal,  Br.  J.  E.  Burden, 
Treasr.  &  Brs.  Primrose  &  HaUer  Masters  of  Cere- 
monies to  walk  with  this  Lodge  in  the  Procession.  The 
Committee  on  the  Petition  of  Br.  Jno.  Douglass,  re- 
ported favourably  whereupon  he  was  balloted  for  and 
unanimously  elected. 

A  Communication  was  received  from  the  E.  W.  G. 
Lodge  containiDg  the  report  of  a  committee  appd.  by 
the  E.  W.  G.  Master  to  consider  the  follg.  resolutions, 
viz:— 

(1)  The  establishment  of  a  General  Grand  Lodge  in 
the  United  States. 

(2)  The  appointment  of  Lecture  masters  to  Lecture 
in  the  Subordinate  Lodges  under  their  jurisdiction  & 

(3)  That  all  questions,  as  well  as  the  election  of  Offi- 
cers of  the  Grand  Lodge,  shall  be  determined-  by  a  ma- 
jority of  votes,  each  Lodge  having  one  vote.  The 
report  having  been  read  was  ordered  to  be  deposited  in 
the  archives  of  the  Lodge.  A  circular  Petition  for 
charity  from  Br.  Petrovitoh  was  read,  whereupon  two 
dollars  &  Fifty  cente  were  granted.  The  Lodge  pro- 
ceeded to  collect  the  dues  &  closed  in  harmony  at  8 
O'clock.  A.  Lafittb,  Secretary. 
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CHAPTER  XXIV 
The  Masonic  Hauj  of  1820 
1819-1820 
O  rapidly  had  the  work  of  rebuilding  the  Hall 
progressed  Tmd«r  the  direction  of  the  build- 
ing committee,  that  it  was  ready  for  occu- 
pancy in  the  fall  of  1820,  and  was  rededi- 
cated  Wednesday,  November  1, 1820 ;  just 
twenty  months  after  the  fateful  March  night  of  the 
previous  year. 

The  Committee  met  for  the  first  time  on  the  IS"*  of  March, 
and  having  named  their  Chairman,  appointed  George  A. 
Baker  to  be  their  Secretary,  at  auch  compensation  as  should 
be  fixed  by  the  Committee  after  they  had  learned  by  experi- 
ence the  duties  be  would  have  to  perform,  and  which  at  the 
expiration  of  three  Months  was  fixed  at  One  hundred  and 
fifty  dollars  per  Annum. 

The  Committee  at  their  first  meeting  also  directed  that  the 
remaining  part  of  the  Hall  should  be  cleared  of  the  rubbiah 
and  the  Iron,  &c.,  taken  care  of  under  the  direction  of 
Brother  John  Nisbet,  who  had  been  previously  put  in  chai^ 
of  the  premises  by  the  B.  W.  Grand  Master. 

The  Committee  then  proceeded  to  invite  in  the  public 
papers,  and  plans  for  reconstructing  the  Hall,  with  an  ofFer  of 
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One  hundred  dollars  for  such  plan  as  should  be  approved. 
A  number  of  plana  were  accordingly  sabmitted,  none  of 
vMch  exactly  suited  t^e  views  of  the  Committee,  -who  finally 
affreed  to  one  formed  from  those  which  were  aubmitted,  and 
then  invited  the  Grand  OfSeers  and  past  Grand  Masters  to 
consider  the  same,  who  after  several  meetings  and  suggesting 
alterations,  finally  on  the  15"*  April  approved  of  the  following, 
viz: 

That  the  exterior  Walls  of  the  Masonic  Hall  sh^  not  be 
taken  down. 

That  in  the  plan  to  be  adopted  for  the  reconstruction  of 
the  Hall,  no  preparation  shall  be  made  for  laying  the  foun- 
dation of  a  spire. 

That  the  internal  work  of  the  Hall  shall  be  finished  in  a 
neat,  plain  manner. 

That  the  arrangement  of  the  rooms  in  the  lower  story  shall 
be  the  same  aa  before. 

That  the  arrangement  of  the  rooms  in  the  second  story 
shall  be  the  same  as  before,  except  that  the  Grand  Lodge 
room  shall  be  square  instead  of  eirenlar  aa  before,  and  that 
the  refreshing  room  shall  be  made  into  a  Lodge  room. 

That  the  brick  work  in  the  front  wall  shall  be  rough  cast. 

That  an  additional  building  suitable  for  the  purposes  of 
refreshments  shall  be  erected  in  the  rear  of  the  Hall  running 
North  with  the  Western  line  of  the  same. 

That  the  roof  of  the  Hall  and  of  the  additional  building 
shall  be  slated. 

Immediately  after  this  Meeting  the  Committee  proceeded 
to  consider  the  best  mode  of  going  on  with  the  work,  and  de- 
termined not  to  have  it  done  by  contract,  but  to  employ  a 
superintendent  who  should  devote  his  whole  time  to  the  busi- 
ness, to  keep  the  accounts  of  all  the  work  done,  to  hire  and 
pay  hands,  and  as  far  as  practicable  to  procure  the  work  to  be 
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done  by  the  piece.  The  Committee  fixed  hia  compensation  at 
four  Dollars  per  day,  and  snbsequently  appointed  Samuel 
"Webb,  snperintendeut,  who  has  discharged  the  duties  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  Committee. 

The  Committee  in  their  report  to  the  Grand  Lodge  state 
that  they  determined  at  an  early  period  to  employ  Brethren 
only  to  do  the  different  work  where  it  coold  be  done  without 
injury  to  the  interest  of  the  Grand  liodge,  which  has  always 
been  the  object  of  their  primary  attention. 

In  all  instances  where  ^lossible,  the  Committee  have  invited 
proposals  for  doing  the  different  parts,  and  have  selected 
those  which  under  all  circumstances  they  consider  best. 

Some  alterations  in  the  plan  of  the  building  in  the  rear  of 
the  Hall  having  been  suggested  to  the  Committee,  the  Grand 
OfBcers  and  Past  Grand  Masters  were  desired  to  consider 
them,  who  on  the  KP  May  approved  of  the  plan,  which  will 
be  more  fully  explained  by  the  accompanying  drafts. 

The  Committee  have  considered  it  their  duty  to  prepare 
plans  for  those  who  were  to  decide  on  them,  and  to  carry  into 
effect  what  was  directed  by  the  Grand  Officers  and  Fast  Grand 
Master^  tho'  differing  in  some  points  from  their  own  views  of 
the  subject. 

The  Committee  beg  leave  to  refer  to  their  Minute  Book  to 
show  their  proceedings,  tbe  persons  who  they  have  employed, 
and  the  eontraeta  they  have  made,  which  have  been  all  for 
Cash,  so  as  to  obtain  tbe  greatest  possible  advantage. 

The  superintendent  has  prepared  an  estimate  of  the  sum 
required  to  complete  the  building  which  is  herewith  sub- 
mitted. 

The  Committee  regret  to  say  that  the  payments  made  to 

them  on  account  of  the  subscriptions  to  rebuild  the  Hall  are 

very  trifling  and  they  think  some  plan  should  be  devised  to 

hasten  the  collection,  which  will  be  a  saving  to  the  Grand

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Lodge  in  the  losses  wliieh  delay  would  uataraUy  beget,  and 
also  require  less  frequent  drafts  on  the  Insurance  Company, 
where  the  Money  is  drawin^r  interest  All  which  is  respect- 
fully Bubinitted.

Efforts  were  mad'e  in  the  meantime  by  the  Grand 
Officers  towards  a  plan  for  renting  ont  parts  of  the  re- 
built hall.  At  the  adjourned  Quarterly  Commonication 
held  November  1, 1819,  the  following  report  was  read. 

The  Grand  Officers  to  whom  was  referred  the  appli- 
cation of  Victor  Guillou  to  rent  certain  parts  of  the 
Hall  made  report,  which  was  read  and  is  as  follows,  to 
wit: 

The  Grand  Officers  to  whom  was  referred  the  application 
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from  Victor  Goillou  for  renting  certain  rooms  in  the  New 

HaU, 

Kespeotfully  Report, 

That  they  have  taken  the  subject  into  consideration,  and 
are  of  opinion  that  it  is  adviseable  to  let  such  parts  of  the 
New  HaU  as  will  not  be  required  for  Masonic  purposes  as 
speedily  as  possible  after  the  rooms  shall  be  respectively  com- 
pleted. 

That  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Grand  Lodge  in  its  present  cir- 
cumstances to  procure  the  best  rent  for  them  that  can  be 
obtained,  and  that  in  their  opinion  a  greater  rent  can  be  ob- 
tained for  some  of  them  by  renting  them  for  balls  than  for 
any  other  purpose.  They  therefore  recommend  that  they  be 
let  for  that  purpose,  and  respectfully  submit  the  subjoined 
resolutions  for  approbation  and  adoption.

of  the  E,  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  Pennsylvania,  to  apply 
and  endeavour  to  procure  from  the  Geberal  Assembly 
of  Pennsylvania  an  exoneration  of  the  Lot  and  Masonic 
Hall  in  Chestnut  Street  now  rebuilding,  from  all  taxes 
or  assessments  for  the  term  of  20  years,  or  such  other 
period  as  tiiey  in  their  discretion  may  deem  right  and 
expedient,  in  consequence  of  the  heavy  loss  sustained  by 
the  late  awful  and  destructive  conflagration. 

The  B.  W.  Grand  Master  was  pleased  to  appoint  the 
Grand  Officers  together  with  the  following  Brethren  a 
Committee  for  the  above  purpose.  Viz :  Edward  Burd, 
Thomas  M'Euen,  Eiehard  Bache,  Jacob  Holgate,  Eich- 
ard  Tybout,  James  Harper,  jun'-  "William  Delany, 
Peter  A.  Browne,  Joseph  Worrell,  George  M.  Dallas, 
Thomas  Kittera,  Samuel  Badger  and  James  N.  Barker. 

At  the  Adjourned  Quarterly  Commtmication  held 
December  20, 1819. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Building  Committee  stated  tiiat 
he  was  instructed  by  that  Committee  to  mention  the 
case  of  a  Carpenter  of  the  name  Hugh  Pugh,  (not  a 
Mason) ,  who  had  been  materially  injured  by  a  fall  from 
a  Scaffold  in  October  last,  whilst  engaged  in  recon- 
structing the  Masonic  Hall,  that  he  was  so  much  injured 
thereby  as  to  be  unfit  for  labor,  and  probably  would  re- 
main so  for  some  months,  with  a  Wife  and  several  Chil- 
dren, and  recommending  some  relief,  and  at  the  same 
time  offered  the  following  Eesolution,  Viz : 

Besolved,  that  the  Building  Committee  be  authorized 
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to  grant  relief  to  Hugh  Pugh  at  their  discretion,  not  ex- 
ceeding the  sum  of  Fifty  DoUarB. 

As  the  work  of  rebuilding  the  New  Hall  progressed, 
the  question  of  lighting  the  building  was  taken  up  and 
at  an  Adjourned  Quarterly  Communication  held  Feb- 
ruary 7, 1820, 

On  Motion  made  and  Seconded, 

Kesolved,  that  the  E.  W.  Grand  Master  be  desired  to 
appoint  a  Committee  consisting  of  five  Members  for  the 
purpose  of  considering  the  expediency  of  lighting  the 
New  Hall  with  Gas  lights  and  to  report  to  Grand  Lodge 
at  the  Quarterly  Communication  in  March,  with  esti- 
mates of  the  expense  attending  its  introduction,  to- 
gether with  estimates  of  the  annual  expense  of  Candles, 
OU  and  Gas. 

The  R.  W.  Grand  Master  appointed  Brothers  James 
M'Alpin,  Armon  Davis,  Bobert  Toland,  Peter  Benner 
and  Benjamin  Say  a  Committee  for  the  purposes  con- 
tained in  the  foregoing  resolution. 

At  the  Grand  Quarterly  Communication  March  6, 
1820: 

The  Committee  appointed  to  enquire  into  the  ex- 
pediency of  lighting  the  New  Hall  with  Gas  made  re- 
port which  was  read  and  is  as  follows,  to  wit: 

To  the  R.  W.  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Penn- 
Eylvania: 

The  Committee  appointed  to  enquire  into  the  ezpedienoy 
of  lifting  the  New  Hall  with  Gas, 
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Report, 

That  the  importance  of  the  subject  has  induced  them  to 
investigate  it  with  care  and  attention  and  the  result  is  a  per- 
fect conviction  in  the  minds  of  your  Committee  that  Qas  is 
decidedly  preferable  to  any  other  mode  of  lighting  the  build- 
ing. 

The  accompanying  estimates  and  calenlations  are  founded 
upon  facts  derived  from  experiments  personally  made  by 
yonr  Committee  and  from  ofBcial  sources,  and  aware  that 
they  generally  fall  far  short  of  the  absolute  cost  of  Improve- 
ments, we  have  endeavoured  to  avoid  misleading  the  Grand 
Lodge  by  extravagant  calculation  and  believe  the  estimate 
for  the  Qas  apparatus  will  be  found  more  than  sufficient  for 
its  erection. 

Some  objection  may  exist  to  the  Qas  on  Account  of  the 
smell  which  is  said  to  be  produced  in  its  making.  This  is 
true  in  regard  to  Qas  produced  from  Coal,  but  gas  produced 
from  Tar,  altho'  the  oil  has  a  peculiar  smell,  is  not  very  un- 
pleasant, and  if  the  apparatus  is  placed  in  the  yard  no  per- 
son will  be  incommoded  by  it,  nor  can  it  be  noticed  inside  of 
the  Hall. 

The  Gas  produces  a  much  more  pleasant  light  to  the  Eye, 
than  the  light  from  Oil  or  Candles,  it  possesses  a  great  ad- 
vantage in  point  of  cleanliness,  is  much  more  safe,  it  produces 
no  smoke,  and  there  is  no  waste. 

The  Cost  of  Qaa  is  not  considerable  after  the  apparatus  is 
erected,  and  it  is  probable  it  can  be  disposed  of  to  different 
establishments  on  moderate  terms  and  with  great  advantage 
to  the  Grand  Lodge. 

The  saving  to  be  made  by  the  use  of  Qas  it  will  be  per- 
ceived by  the  annexed  calculation  is  $826.62  Annually;  thero 
are  also  several  small  incidental  expenses  accompanying  the 
use  of  Oil  and  Candles  which  have  not  been  noticed ;  the  most 
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important  are,  Uie  repairs  of  lamps,  the  unavoidable  break- 
age of  Lamp  Glasses,  and  the  expense  of  Lamp  Wicks.  All 
which  it  is  presumed  wotild  be  little  less  than  $100  per  Annum. 
We  have  no  hesitation  in  strongly  reconmiending  the  intro- 
dnction  of  Gas  into  the  New  Hall. 

RespeetfuHy  offering  for  your  adoption  the  following  reso- 
lution, we  request  our  discharge. 

Besolved,  that  a  Committee  be  appointed  to  erect  an  ap- 
paratus for  supplying  the  New  Hall  with  Carbnretted  Hydro- 
gen Gas  to  be  made  from  Tar.

At  the  General  Grand  Quarterly  Communication  held 
September  4, 1820: 

The  Committee  appointed  to  procure  on  loan  the  sum 
of  twenty  thousand  Dollarsi  for  the  purpose  of  com- 
pleting the  Masonic  Hall  made  report  of  the  proposals 
offered  by  them  which  were  read  and  are  as  follows, 
viz: 

The  Grand  liodge  of  Pennsylvania  are  willing  to  make  a 
loan  of  twenty  thousand  Dollars  for  the  purpose  of  finishing 
the  New  Hall  in  Chestntit  Street.

The  faith  of  the  Grand  Lodge  for  the  faithful  pay- 
ment of  the  principal  and  interest  half  yearly,  and  the  ap- 
propriation of  the  whole  of  its  income,  (after  payment  of 
the  interest  of  the  loans,  taxes,  and  other  incidental  ex> 
penaes,)  to  the  sinking  fund  until  the  total  extinction  of 
its  debts. 
Foor^.    The  loan  not  to  be  redeemed  without  the  consent 

of  the  holder,  before  the  year  1840. 
Fifth.     One  half  the  Amount  subscribed,  to  be  paid  at  the 
time  of  the  Subscription,  (or  the  whole  at  the  option  of 
the  subscribers,)   and  the  remainder  within  two  Months, 
on  failure  of  which,  the  first  payment  to  be  forfeited. 
Sixth.    Certificates  transferable,  to  be  issued  in  sums  of  One 
hundred  Dollars  each,  payable  with  interest  half  yearly,  at 
the  rate  of  six  per  Cent  per  Anniiin, 
By  authority  of  the  Grand  Lodge.

Wherenpon,  on  Uotion  made  and  Seconded, 
Besolved,  that  this  Grand  Lo<^e  approve  of  the  Pro- 
posals of  the  Committee  appointed  to  negotiate  the 
Loan  of  twenty  thonsand  Dollars  and  pledge  its  faith 
accordingly. 
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Resolved,  that  the  Trustees  of  the  Masonic  Hall  be 
reqnested,  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  to  execute  a 
Mortgage  npon  all  the  property  of  the  Qrand  Lodge, 
in  Chestnut  Street  and  Lodge  Alley  to  the  Trustees  of 
the  Masonic  Loans,  as  security  for  the  subscribers  to 
the  new  Loan  of  twenty  thousand  dollars,  authorized 
by  a  Vote  of  the  Grand  Lodge  on  the  fifth  day  of  June 
last. 

At  the  Adjourned  Qrand  Quarterly  Coznmunication 
held  October  16, 1820,  it  was  Resolved,  that  the  several 
Committees  who  have  been  concerned  in  the  erection 
and  furnishing  the  New  Hall,  as  well  as  preparing  the 
materials  of  the  procession,  be  required  to  furnish  a 
statement  of  their  expenditures  as  far  as  they  have  the 
means  at  the  next  Grand  Communication. 

'While  the  hall  was  being  rebuilt,  the  question  arose 
as  to  the  lighting  of  the  various  rooms  used  for  lodge 
and  renting  purposes.  It  appears  that  it  had  cost  the 
large  simi  of  $1,800  per  year  to  light  the  old  hall  with 
oil  lamps  and  candles,  so  it  was  urged  to  install  an 
apparatus  to  make  hydrogen  gas  from  tar,  which  it 
was  stated  would  reduce  the  cost  of  lighting  of  the  new 
hall  a  thousand  dollars  a  year. 

The  plan  was  adopted  and  a  "Gas  Committee"  was 
appointed.  The  ori^nal  Minutes  of  the  Committee  is 
still  in  the  Archives  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  As  this  was 
the  first  permanent  introduction  of  gas  in  the  city  of 
Philadelphia,  the  following  extract  from  the  original 
Minute  Book  will  prove  of  interest 
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'Extract  from  the  Minutes  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Pennsylvania  of  the  6th  March,  1820. 

* '  Resolved  that  a  Conunittee  be  appointed  to  erect  an 
apparatus  for  supplying  the  New  HaU  with  Carburetta 
Hydrogen  Gas  to  be  made  from  Tar. 

"On  motion  made  and  second^d^ 

"Besolved  that  the  building  Committee  with  the  ad- 
dition of  Brother  Benjamin  Say  be  a  committee  to 
carry  the  resolution  relative  to  the  Lighting  of  the  New 
Hall  with  Gas  into  effect.*' 

The  Building  Committee  is  composed  of  Brothers 
Joseph  S.  Lewis,  Bichard  Tybont,  James  Harpeyius, 
Joseph  Burden  and  Cornelius  Stevenson. 

The  above  Committee  met  at  the  Hall  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  in  Chestnut  Street,  Philadelphia,  on  Friday 
March  10th,  1820,  at  half  past  3  o'clock  in  the  after- 
noon.

Wednesday,  March  23,  iS50.— Committee  met  at  half 
past  3  0  'clock  in  the  afternoon. 

An  Extract  from  the  Minutes  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  the  20th  instant  was  received  and  read  whereby  it 
appeared  that  the  following  Besolntion  was  passed. 

"On  motion  Eesolved,  that  the  Committee  appointed 
to  erect  an  apparatus  for  supplying  the  New  Hall  with 
Gas,  be  authorized  to  contract  with  the  Tenants  who 
occupy  the  Hall,  for  the  use  of  the  Gas."

the  foundation  shall  not  exceed  Sixteen  feet  in  depth. 
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Oa  Motion  Besolved  that  the  Gasometers  be  made  of 
sheet  iron. 

On  Motion,  Besolved  that  Brothers  Lewis  and  Say 
be  anthorized  to  contract  with  GoilloQ  for  the  use  of 
the  Qas  Lights. 

On  Motion,  Besolved,  that  the  superintendent  be 
authorized  to  ascertain  at  what  rate  the  brick  work  of 
the  building  to  contain  the  Q-asometers  can  be  done. 

The  Committee  appointed  to  procure  pipes  &c  re< 
ported  that  they  had  purchased  a  box  of  cat  glass  for 
Chandeliers,  containing  forty-eight  thousand  pieces, 
for  the  sum  of  Five  Hundred  Dollars. 

Wednesday,  March  39,  iS^O.— Committee  met  at  half 
past  3  o'clock  in  the  afternoon. 

Proposals  for  doing  the  bricklayers  work  to  the 
buil^ngs  to  contain  the  Gasometers  were  received'  and 
read. 

John  Cromwell's  proposal  to  lay  the  bricks  by  the 
thousand  was  accepted  and  the  Secretary  directed  to 
draw  a  Contract  for  him  to  sign. 

W.  Harper  stated  that  William  Alexander  wonid  en- 
gage to  dig  the  cellar  for  twenty  five  cents  per  cubic 
yard,  whereupon  it  was  resolved  to  employ  him. 

Wednesday,  April  5,  iS^O.— Committee  met  at  half 
past  3  o'clock  in  the  afternoon. 

On  Motion,  the  plan  of  the  Cisterns  submitted  by 
Mr.  Cromwell  was  adopted  and  the  Secretary  was 
directed  to  add  to  the  Contract  of  M.  Cromwell  a  Cove- 
nant to  warrant  that  the  said  Cisterns  shall  be  water 
proof. 
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The  Committee  appointed  to  confer  with  Mr.  Gnillon 
stated  that  he  was  willing  to  enter  into  a  contract  to 
take  the  Qm  and  Pay  for  it  at  the  same  rate  he  would 
pay  for  lighting  his  rooms  with  oU  and  candles. 

On  Motion,  Brothers  Lewis  and  Say  were  appointed 
to  confer  with  Mr.  Simmons  and  were  authorized  if 
they  thonght  proper  to  agree  with  him  for  his  asaist- 
ance  in  fixing  up  the  Gas  apparatos. 

Proposals  for  painting  the  building  to  be  erected  to 
contain  the  Gas  Apparatus  were  received  and  read. 

Account  was  presented  from  Bavisies  and  MtJson 
amounting  to  Five  Hundred  Dollars  for  48,000  Glass 
Drops,  purchased  of  them,  for  which  the  Committee  of 
Aoconnts  were  directed  to  draw  an  order. 

On  Motion  Brothers  Lewis  and  Harper  were  ap- 
pointed a  Committee  to  devise  a  plan,  to  be  submitted 
to  the  Grand  Lodge,  for  raising  a  sum  of  Money  for 
the  purpose  of  constructing  the  Gas  Apparatus  and  for 
completing  the  Masonic  Hall. 

Wednesday,  April  12,  i850.— Committee  met  at  half 
past  3  o'clof^  in  the  afternoon. 

The  Grand  Officers  attended  the  meeting  of  the  Com- 
mittee. 

A  letter  from  a  number  of  citizens  residing  in  the 
neighbourhood  of  the  Hall  was  received  and  read,  ob- 
jecting to  the  erection  of  the  Gas  Apparatus  chiefly  on 
account  of  the  danger  to  the  neighbourhood  in  case  of 
explosion ;  and  of  the  offensive  odour  arising  from  the 
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After  having  the  Letter  under  consideration  for 
sometime  it  was  determined  that  the  work  shonld  be 
proceeded  with,  and  that  letter  should  be  referred  to 
the  Gas  Committee  to  answer.* 

The  Grand  Officers  then  withdrew. 

On  Motion  Brothers  Say  and  Lewis  were  appointed  a 
Committee  to  reply  to  the  above  Letter. 

Proposals  were  received  and  read. 

Bto.  Lewis  stated  that  upon  counting  the  Glass  Drops 
the  box  was  found  to  contain  but  47,000  pieces  and  that 
a  deduction  of  Ten  Dollars  &  41  cents,  was  made  from 
the  order  of  Messrs.  Eavisies  and  Malsan  for  1000 
pieces  which  were  wanting. 

Wednesday,  April  19,  iS20.— On  Motion,  Besolved 
that  Mr.  "Webb  he  requested  to  procure  a  permit  for 
introducing  the  Water  into  the  Cisterns  from  Lodge 
Alley  and  that  the  pipe  be  laid  immediately. 

The  Committee  appointed  to  procure  pipes  &c.,  Re- 
ported that  they  had  accepted  the  proposals  of  Fred- 
erick Vf..  Walter  to  make  the  Gasometers  and  that  he  had 
executed  a  contract  to  make  the  same. 

The  Committee  appointed'  to  reply  to  the  letter  from 
the  Neighbours  objecting  to  the  erection  of  the  Gas  Ap- 
paratus reported  an  answer  which  was  read  and  ap- 
proved of.

A  Special  Meeting  of  the  Committee  was  held  on 
Monday  the  24th  April,  1820. 

It  was  stated  from  the  chair  that  this  meeting  was 
called  in  consequence  of  the  small  bnilding  in  the  north- 
east comer  of  the  lot  having  feU  into  the  cellar  dog 
for  the  tanks  of  the  gasometers. 

In  consequence  of  this  some  alterations  were  made 
in  the  plan  for  the  building  of  the  gas  apparatus  and 
the  superintendent  directed  to  proceed  accordingly. 

Eesolved  that  in  order  to  prevent  a  recurrence  of  the 
accident  which  called  the  Committee  together  the  bnild- 
ing for  the  Gas  house  be  under  the  direction  of  the 
Superintendent  and  that  all  persons  employed  about 
the  same  take  their  instructions  accordingly. 

Wednesday,  May  3, 1820.— Kx.  Webb  reported  that 
agreeably  to  the  directions  of  the  Committee  he  had, 
procured  a  permit  for  introducing  the  Water  from 
Lodge  Alley  but  afterwards  discovered  that  the  public 
had  no  log  laid  in  the  alley.  Whereupon  he  was 
directed  to  return  the  permit  and  receive  the  money  he 
had  paid  for  it. 

Brothers  Harper  and  Say  were  appointed  a  Com- 
mittee to  confer  with  Frederick  Oraff  and  Thomas 
Clark  on  the  subject  of  the  Cisterns. 

Wednesday,  May  10,  1820.— On  Motion  Eesolved, 
tiiat  Brothers  Harper  and  Say  be  appointed  a  Commit- 
tee to  go  to  Baltimore  to  procure  information  respect- 
ing the  Gas. 
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Wednesdaif,  June  7,  1820.— A  oopy  of  a  resolution 
passed  by  the  Grand  Lodge  on  the  5th  instant,  was  re- 
ceived find  read  and  is  as  follows,  to  wit: 

Resolved  that  the  Grand  Master  appoint  a  Commit- 
tee of  Five  who  together  with  the  Committee  on  Qas 
Lights  shall  be  a  committee  for  the  purpose  of  procur- 
ing appropiiate  fumitare  for  the  respective  Booms  of 
the  New  Hall. 

The  E.  W.  Grand  Master  was  pleased  to  appoint  the 
following  Brethren  a  Conunittee  for  the  above  purpose, 
viz.:  James  M'Alpin,  Robert  Toland,  Anthony  Faunen, 
Henry  T.  Carter  and  Armon  Davis. 

On  Motion  Resolved  that  the  said  Committee  be  noti- 
fied to  meet  the  Gas  Committee  on  Wednesday  next  at 
5  o'clock  in  the  afternoon. 

Saturday,  June  24, 1550.— The  Sub-Conunittee  sub- 
mitted sundry  plans  for  Chandeliers  when  they  were 
requested  to  proceed  in  having  them  made  according  to 
said  plans  or  such  others  as  they  may  see  proper  to 
adopt 

Friday,  October  6, 1820.— An  Account  was  presented 
from  William  Young  amounting  to  twelve  Dollars  for 
wiring  glass  drops  which  Mr.  Webb  was  directed  to 
pay. 

Wednesday,  October  18,  1820.— A  Letter  was  re- 
ceived and  read  from  Thomas  Smith  Simmons  request- 
ing that  the  Hall  might  be  lit  with  the  gas  and  thrown 
open  one  night  previous  to  its  application  to  masonic 
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purposes  for  his  benefit  as  a  part  of  the  compensation 
for  his  services. 

Friday,  October  20,  i550.— Eesolved  that  the  person 
to  be  appointed  to  mannfactnre  the  Oas  shall  receive  as 
a  compensation  for  his  services,  Six  Dollars  per  week. 
Bro.  William  Adams  was  appointed. 

November  18, 1820.— T\i&  object  of  this  meeting  be- 
ing to  consider  of  the  most  efficient  means  of  stopping 
the  leak  in  the  Cistern,  varions  plans  were  snf^sted 
and  considered  and  after  mature  deliberation  the  Com- 
mittee concluded  to  adjourn  to  meet  at  Thomas  Mor- 
ris's Brewery  to  view  a  cistern  lately  built  there  on 
Monday  morning  next  at  9  o'clock. 

Wednesday,  November  23,  1820.— An  Account  was 
presented  from  T.  &  Z.  Borhurst  amounting  to  One 
Thousand  Six  Hundred  &  Eighty-one  dollars  and  37 
cts.  for  Chandeliers. 

Tuesday,  December  12, 1820.— Bro.  Say  stated  that 
he  had  requested  the  superintendent  to  call  a  special 
meeting  of  the  Committee  in  consequence  of  an  applica- 
tion he  had  recaved  from  Mr,  Gnillou  to  have  his 
apartments  lit  with  Oas  on  the  Evenings  of  the  16th 
19th  and  21st  instant.  The  Committee  after  delibera- 
tion Besolved  that  the  Grand  Officers  should  be  re- 
quested to  attend  the  meeting  of  the  Committee  to-mor- 
row afternoon  for  the  purpose  of  taking  into  considera- 
tion the  application  of  Mr.  Guillon. 

Wednesday,  December  13,  1820.— The  following 
Grand  Officers  attended  the  Meeting  of  the  Committee, 
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viz.:  Bayse  Newcomb,  Thomas  Elliott,  William  Mc- 
Caskle  and  George  A.  Baker. 

Brother  Newcomb,  G-rand  Master,  took  the  Chair. 

The  application  of  Mr.  Gnillon  was  taken  up  for  con- 
sideration and  on  motion  made  and  seconded ;  it  was 
resolved  that  the  enb-committee  appointed  in  march 
last  to  contract  with  M.  Goillon  for  the  nse  of  the  gas 
be  directed  to  inform  him  that  the  Committee  are  now 
ready  to  fnmish  him  with  gas  npon  the  terms  agreed 
on  last  March. 

Monday,  December  18, 1820.— K  Special  Meeting  of 
the  Committee  was  held  at  3  o'dock  P.  M.

The  Committee  were  called  together  in  consequence 
of  the  injury  sustained  by  the  Gas  House  and  Machinery 
by  fire  on  the  morning  of  the  17th  instant 

The  Committee  after  ascertaining  the  extent  of  the 
damage  and  the  best  and  speediest  means  of  repairing 
the  same  agreed  to  present  the  following  address  to  the 
Grand  Lodge  this  evening. 

The  Building  Committee  and  the  Gas  Committee  ap- 
pointed under  the  authority  of  the  E.  W.  Q.  Lodge  to 
reconstruct  the  Masonic  Hall  so  unhappily  destroyed 
by  fire  on  the  9th  March  1819  and  to  procure  Gas 
Lights  for  the  same  have  the  honor  to  report  that  they 
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proceeded  with  the  best  of  their  talents  to  execute  the 
work  entrusted  to  them  and  that  after  a  dili^nt  atten- 
tion to  their  duties,  had  so  far  completed  them  on  the 
4th  Inst  when  the  G-rand  Lodge  took  possession  of  the 
premises  as  to  see  a  termination  of  their  labonrs  and 
that  very  little  remained  to  be  done  except  to  adjust 
and  settle  the  accounts  for  the  work  contracted  for. 

The  Committee  beg  leave  further  to  report  that  by 
the  desire  of  the  E.  W.  G.  Master  they  had  accepted  the 
duties  of  the  Hall  Committee  until  St  John's  Day  next, 
all  of  which  trusts  aforCTuentioned  they  had  contem- 
plated to  surrender  on  Si  John's  Day  to  the  authority 
which  created  them  with  a  request  only  to  have  their 
powers  continued  so  as  to  complete  a  final  settlement 
of  their  accounts. 

A.  Circumstance  however,  has  occurred  most  pdnful 
in  its  nature  which  has  called  anew  for  their  attention 
from  the  destruction  of  the  Gas  House  by  fire  on  the 
morning  of  Sunday  the  17th  instant,  arising  from 
causes  inexplicable,  as  from  the  best  information  the 
Committee  can  obtain  the  Fires  in  the  furnaces  were 
extinguished  at  5  o'clock  on  Saturday  and  the  Superin- 
tendent saw  all  was  safe  at  about  9  o'clock  of  the  same 
evening,  after  which  the  building  was  closed. 

This  circumstance  has  required  some  attention  on 
the  part  of  the  Committee  and  they  have  accordingly 
thought  it  their  duty  to  direct  the  removal  of  the  rem- 
nants of  the  roof  and  the  preparation  of  a  temporary 
means  of  supplying  the  House  with  Gas  which  can  be 
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done  at  a  small  expence  and  that  a  slight  covering  be 
erected  oyer  the  Building  which  as  soon  as  the  season 
will  permit,  should  be  replaced  by  a  permflnent  roof 
and  the  reconstruction  of  the  masonry  necessarily 
connected  therewith  accompanied  with  such  alterations 
as  erperience  may  point  out  to  be  necessary  for  con- 
venience and  security. 

The  principal  damage  occasioned  by  the  fire  appears 
to  be  in  the  roof  and  the  machinery  connected  with  the 
Gasometers  and  also  a  small  part  of  the  upper  portion 
of  the  walls  injured  by  the  falling  in  of  the  roof.  The 
Gasometers,  Pipes,  Flues  Cistern  and  main  building  are 
very  little  injured.  The  Committee  believe  they  will- 
be  enabled  by  St.  John's  Day  to  make  the  necessary 
temporary  arrangements  before  alluded  to,  after  which 
there  can  be  no  doubt  the  Hall  Committee  to  be  ap- 
pointed on  that  day  will  be  fully  able  to  make  the  per- 
manent repairs,  at  the  same  time  the  Committee  are  not 
disposed  to  shrink  from  the  completion  of  the  work  if 
tiie  E.  "W.  G.  Lodge  should  require  them  to  do  so.

The   Committee   directed  that  the  superintendent 
should  cause  the  rubbish  to  be  removed  immediately 
from  the  Gas  House  and  a  girder  to  be  put  up  near  the 
South  end  thereof. 
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Mr.  Lewis  reported  that  he  had  seen  Mr.  Guillon  on 
the  subject  of  lighting  the  rooms  occupied  by  him  with 
gas  and  after  a  full  converBation  respecting  it,  Kr. 
Guillou  smd  he  would  give  One  cent  and  a  quarter  per 
cubic  foot  for  t^e  Gas.  Whereupon,  on  motion  made 
and  Seconded  Besolved,  that  this  Committee  do  not 
conceive  the  offer  of  Mr.  Guillou  to  be  in  conformity 
with  the  original  Contract,  made  with  him,  but  being 
nnwilling  to  take  upon  themselves  to  decide  on  it,  do 
agree  to  refer  the  decision  of  it  to  three  disinterested 
persons  well  skilled  iu  the  nature  of  Gas,  and  to  ap- 
pointed by  each  party  and  tiiey  to  appoint  a  third. 

Little  is  known  about  the  interior  and  furnishings  of 
the  first  Chestnut  Street  Hall.  Some  extracts  from  the 
minutes  of  the  committee  on  furniture  for  the  rebuilt 
hall  of  1820  have  lately  been  found  in  the  archives  from 
which  we  glean  that  the  chief  room  in  the  hall  was  the 
salon  or  ball  room,  connecting  wit^  which  wae  a  dining 
room. 

The  salon  was  probably  the  most  gorgeous  hall  in  the 
city  at  t^at  time.  The  eight  large  windows  were  cur- 
tained with  the  best  scarlet  moreen  at  a  cost  of  $56 
each.  The  settees  and  chairs  were  upholstered  with 
the  same  material.  The  room  was  illuminated  with 
chandeliers  from  which  were  pending  several  thou- 
sands of  crystal  drops ;  upon  the  side  walla  were  mir- 
rors in  gilt  frames  which  reflected  the  scintillations  of 
the  crystal  drops.  The  room  in  cold  weather  was 
heated  by  a  large  stove  of  special  design. 
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The  Grand  Lodge  room  was  alBo  lit  up  with  chande- 
liers and  crystal  pendants  with  a  special  light  over  the 
Grand  Master's  Chair,  the  settees  and  chairs  were 
upholstered  with  purple  moreen,  the  six  windows  were 
also  hung  with  the  same  material  at  a  cost  of  $53.25 
per  window.  These  curtains  were  finished  with  fringe 
and  ornaments.  There  were  also  several  mirrors,  and 
special  carved  mahogany  chairs  for  the  Fast  Grand 
Master,  Deputy  Grand  Master,  Grand  Secretary  and 
Grand  Treasurer. 

The  room  for  Suibordinate  Lodges  was  known  as  the 
Gothic  Boom. 

There  was  also  a  room  for  the  Boyal  Arch  Chapters 
and  Mark  Lodges,  but  no  details  of  their  furnishings 
have  come  down  to  us. 

There  were  also  a  large  dining  room  connected  with 
the  ball  room  or  grand  salon. 

The  various  rooms  were  heated  by  stoves  of  a  special 
design,  but  'whether  for  wood  or  anthracite  coal  does 
not  appear.' 

Wednesday,  November  1,  the  day  set  for  the  rededi- 
cation  of  the  rebuilt  Chestnut  Street  Hall,  was  a  gala 
day  for  the  Masonic  Fraternity.  The  ceremonies  began 
with  a  procession  and  religious  service  in  Zion  Evan- 
gelical Lutheran  Church,  southeast  comer  Fourth  and 
Cherry  Streets,  the  largest  church  edifice  in  the  city; 
following  is  the  account  of  the  dedication  and  cere-

DEDICATION  AND  CONSECEATION  OF  THE  NEW 
HALL. 

The  Masonic  H&ll  in  Chestnut  Street,  Philadelphia,  which 
was  destroyed  by  fire  on  the  9""  March,  1819,  having  been 
rebiult  in  a  superior  style  of  elegance  was  dedicated  on 
Wednesday,  the  First  of  November,  1820.  This  event  was 
celebrated  by  the  Craft,  with  great  pomp  and  splendoor,  and 
with  feelings  of  gratitnde  and  joy.  The  brethren  of  the 
Lodges  in  the  City,  joined  by  Numbers  from  different  parts  of 
the  State  and  from  our  Sister  States,  among  whom  were  the 
Grand  Officers  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  Jersey,  assembled 
at  the  Washington  Hall  in  Third  Street,  between  Ihe  hours 
of  Nine  and  Ten  in  the  forenoon  and  were  formed  into  pro- 
cessiou  in  the  following  order,  viz :

In  the  above  order  the  Procession  moved  from  the  Washing- 
ton Hall,  South  Third  Street,  and  proceeded  thence  along 
the  West  side  of  Third  Street  to  Spruce  Street ;  along  the 
North  side  of  Spruce  Street  to  Second  Street;  along  the 
West  side  of  Spruce  Street  to  Arch  Street ;  along  the  North 
side  of  Arch  Street  to  Fourth  Street;  along  the  East  side 
of  Fourth  Street  to  Zion  Church  and  entered  at  the  North 
door.  When  the  front  of  the  Procession  reached  the  Church, 
the  Brethren  halted,  opened  their  ranks  and  faced  inwards. 
The  Grand  Master  preceeded  by  a  Band  of  Music,  the  Grand 
Marshals,  Grand  Pursuivant  and  Two  Grand  Deacons, 
moved  forward  through  the  ranks  into  the  Church,  the 
Brethren  uncovered  as  the  Grand  Master  passed  them,  and 
closing  from  the  rear,  followed  in  reverse  order  into  the 
Church,  where  an  Appropriate  address  was  delivered  by  the 
B.  W.  Grand  Master,  accompanied  with  Thanksgiving, 
Prayers  and  Solemn  Music  in  the  following  order,  to  wit :

The  fraternity  in  the  Church  were  honored  with  the  pres- 
ence  of  the  Reverend  Clergy  of  the  various  denominations, 
the  Honourable  Jnt^  of  the  several  Courts,  the  Mayor,  Re- 
corder, and  Aldermen,  the  Select  and  Common  CounciU,  the 
Trustees  of  the  University  of  Pennsylvania  and  the  Directors 
of  the  Academy  of  Fine  Arts,  together  with  a  brilliant  assem- 
blage of  Ladies. 

After  the  ceremomes  were  concluded  in  the  Church,  the 
Procession  was  resumed  in  the  same  order,  and  proceeded 
along  the  East  side  of  Fourth  Street  to  Race  Street ;  along  the 
North  side  of  Race  Street  to  Sixth  Street;  along  the  East  side 
of  Sixth  Street  to  Arch  Street;  along  the  North  side  of  Arch 
Street  to  Ninth  Street :  along  the  East  side  of  Ninth  Street  to 
Chestnut  Street,  and  along  the  North  side  of  Chestnut  to  the 
New  Hall.  When  the  Procession  arrived  at  the  Hall,  the 
same  reversed  order  of  entering  was  observed,  with  the  ex- 
ception of  the  Building  Committee  proceeding  the  Grand 
Master  with  the  Key,  and  unlocking  the  door. 

The  Grand  Master  having  reached  Solomon's  Chair  the 
Officers  and  Members  took  their  seats.  The  Lodge  was  then 
placed  in  the  Center  of  the  Hall,  and  the  Three  Lights,  with 
the  Golden  Pitchers  and  Comu-Copia,  containing  Oil,  Wine 
and  Com,  were  placed  thereon.  The  Bible,  Square  and  Com- 
passes, on  a  Crimson  Velvet  Cushion,  were  placed  on  the 
Grand  Master's  Pedestal  and  the  Grand  Lodge  was  Tyled.

Forty  Seven  Lodges  being  represented  Grand  Lodge  was 
uncovered  and  Grand  Lodge  was  opened  in  Ample  Form. 

The  Grand  Secretary  stated  that  the  Architect  having  com- 
pleted the  rebuilding  of  the  Hall,  was  desirous  of  surrendering 
ap  the  implements  of  Architecture  which  had  been  committed 
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to  his  care,  when  he  commenced  the  undertaking.  Brother 
Samuel  "Webb,  the  Architect  then  arose,  addreased  the  Grand 
Master  in  an  elegant  speech,  returned  thanks  for  honor  cou* 
ferred  on  him  by  appointing  him  to  superintend  the  re- 
construction of  the  Hall,  and  expressed  a  hope  that  the 
manner  in  which  he  had  executed  the  work  would  meet  the 
approbation  of  the  Grand  Master  and  of  the  fraternity  and 
requested  permission  to  deliver  up  the  implements  of  Archi- 
tecture. The  Grand  Master  then  expressed  his  high  appro- 
bation of  the  Architect's  conduct,  directed  the  Grand  Wardens 
to  receive  the  implements,  which  was  done,  and  they  were 
laid  on  the  Lodge. 

The  Grand  Secretary  informed  the  Grand  Master  that  it 
was  the  wish  of  the  Fraternity  to  have  the  Hall  dedicated  to 
The  Grand  Architect  of  the  Universe  and  to  Masonry,  The 
Grand  Master  thereupon  commanded  his  Grand  Officers  and 
requested  the  favour  of  the  R.  W.  Grand  Officers,  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  New  Jersey  and  of  the  B.  W.  Past  Grand  Officers 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Pennsylvania  to  assist  in  that  Bolemn 
duly. 

A  Dedication  prayer  waa  then  offered  up  by  one  of  the 
Grand  Chaplains. 

The  Grand  Officers  then  made  a  procession  round  the  Ixtdge 
three  different  times,  at  the  end  of  which  tbe  Grand  Master 
strewing  Com  over  the  Lodge,  declared  in  solemn  form,  the 
Hall  dedicated  To  the  Grand  Architect  of  the  Universe,  and 
to  Masonry,  which  being  proclaimed  by  the  Grand  Secretary, 
the  Grand  Honours  were  given.  The  Grand  Officers  again 
made  a  procession  round  the  Lodge  three  different  times,  at 
the  end  of  which  the  Grand  Master  pouring  Wine  over  the 
Lodge,  declared  in  solemn  form,  the  Hall  dedicated  To  Virtue 
and  Science,  which  being  proclaimed  by  the  Grand  Secretary, 
the  Grand  Honours  were  given  as  before.  The  Grand  Officers 
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again  made  a  proceasioD  round  the  Lodge  three  different 
times,  at  the  end  of  which  the  Grand  Master  poarinj;  Oil  on 
the  Lodge  in  solemn  form,  declared  the  Hall  dedicated  To 
UniveTBal  Charity  and  Benevolence,  which  being  proclaimed 
by  the  Qrand  Secretary,  the  Grand  Honours  were  given  as 
before. 

A  Consecratiou  prayer  was  then  offered  up  by  One  of  the 
Grand  Chaplains  and  the  Grand  Master  returned  to  Solomon's 
Chair.

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CHAPTER  XXVI 

Thb  Ahti-Masonic  Peeiod,  1828-1831 

0^^I0  OWABB  the  close  of  the  decade  there  came 
dm  I  a  dark  cloud  over  the  Masonic  horizon  which 
ft  P  L  for  a  time  cast  a  shadow  over  our  fair  land. 
^t^  This  craze,  known  as  the  Anti-Masonic 
movement,  commenced  in  the  small  village 
of  Batavia,  in  the  western  part  of  the  state  of  New  York 
in  the  year  1826.  At  first  a  small  &ckering  flame,  it 
soon  increased  to  proportions  which  swept  over  almost 
the  whole  country,  the  incident  being  seized  on  by  po- 
litical ringsters  for  their  own  advancement  and  gain. 
Political  organizations  were  formed  and  the  local  news- 
papers were  used  to  incite  the  public  against  the  Ma- 
sonic Fraternity.  This  was  especially  the  case  in  the 
country  districts  among  the  ignorant  and  illiterate. 
Lectures  were  held  by  both  clergymen  and  politicians, 
who  told  their  hearers  the  most  gruesome  tales  about 
the  "Masons  "  and  how  they  made  a  compact  with 
the  devil,  signed  with  their  own  blood,  at  the  time  of 
their  initiation.    The  rights  of  the  church  were  with- 
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held  from  such  members  as  refused  openly  to  renounce 
their  alliance  to  the  Masonic  Fraternity.  So  great 
was  the  feeling  in  the  rural  sections  that  churches  were 
broken  up,  political  parties  disrupted,  and  the  most 
tender  ties  of  friendship  between  man  and  man  were 
counted  for  nought  by  those  who  went  mad  on  the  sub- 
ject of  the  mystic  order.  Even  the  families  of  men 
who  were  Masons  or  supposed  to  belong  to  the  order 
were  ostracized.  Cases  are  upon  record  where  clergy- 
men in  their  churches  gave  what  they  called  expositions 
of  initiation  in  various  degrees  of  Freemasonry,  after 
■which  men  who  had  never  been  within  the  tyled  portals, 
and  even  women,  would  get  np  in  the  open  meeting  and 
publicly  renounce  Freemasonry  and  the  devil.  Strange 
as  it  may  now  appear  this  clerical  opposition  to  free- 
masonry was  chiefly  confined  to  the  Baptist  and  Metiio- 
dist  Denomination. 

Like  unto  the  rolling  snowball  the  Anti-Masonic 
craze  kept  increasing  in  size.  Its  influence,  how>ever, 
was  not  felt  to  any  great  extent  in  the  large  cities  until 
the  year  1827. 

The  beginning  of  tiiis  whole  trouble  was  the  "  Mor- 
gan Excitement  "  (as  it  was  originally  styled).  This 
was  brought  about  as  follows.  David  C.  Miller,  pub- 
lisher of  a  weekly  newspaper  in  the  village  of  Batavia 
in  New  York,  together  with  one  John  Davis  and  Russell 
Dyer,  of  Rochester,  N,  Y.,  induced  by  a  desire  of  gain, 
entered  into  an  agreement  with  one  William  Morgan, 
an  illiterate,  intemperate  and  dissolute  character  living 
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in  Batavia,  to  publish  a  book  purporting  to  reveal  all  the 
mysteries  of  Freemasonry  of  which  Morgan  was  to  be 
th«  pretended  editor.  The  other  parties  were  to  fur- 
nish 0x6  funds  and  publish  the  work,  giving,  as  it  was 
said,  one  quarter  of  the  proceeds  of  sales  to  Morgan. 
While  the  sbeets  were  being  printed  at  Miller's  office 
some  unjustifiable  efforts  were  made  by  inconsiderate 
persons  to  suppress  the  work,  which  gave  the  affair  a 
tenfold  notoriety. 

An  attempt  was  also  made,  it  was  claimed,  to  bum 
the  printing  office,  and  a  fire  certainly  took  place,  but 
the  flames  were  extinguished  before  much  damage  was 
done.  Every  effort  was  made  to  induce  the  printer  and 
informer  to  abandon  their  enterprise,  but  they  per- 
severed. Miller  was  a  shrewd  enough  business  man 
to  know  that  all  this  excitement  was  likely  to  aid  in  the 
commercial  success  of  his  book. 

On  September  11,  1826,  Morgan  was  arrested  and 
lodged  in  Canandaigua  jail.  On  the  twelfth  he  was 
taken  in  a  conveyance  through  Victor,  Rochester  and 
Clarkson,  to  Lewiston,  a  distance  of  over  one  hundred 
miles  and  lodged  in  Port  Niagara.  What  took  place 
when  the  party  reached  Fort  Niagara  is  not  clear,  but 
it  is  presumed  that  Morgan  and  his  escort  crossed  the 
Niagara  Kiver  and  then  returned.  At  all  events,  Mor- 
gan was  in  Fort  Niagara  on  September  17,  1826.  On 
that  date  also  he  disappeared,  and  the  most  exhaustive 
inquiry,  the  most  vigilant  search  insFtituted  with  all  the 
power  and  machinery  of  the  state,  backed  up  by  the 
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offers  of  rich  pecuniary  rewards,  as  well  as  practical 
proffers  of  protection  to  any  informer,  failed  to  explore 
the  mystery  of  where  he  went  or,  if  his  stormy,  ill- 
spent  life  then  'ended,  to  nnfold  the  eircmnstances. 

The  only  known  and  indisputable  fact  in  the  Morgan 
case,  so  far  as  Morgan  was  concerned,  was  that  he  dis- 
appeared. Over  four  years  of  inquiry  and  persecution, 
popular,  political,  legislative,  clerical  and  judicial  failed 
to  demonstrate  beyond  all  questions  anything  except 
that  solitary  fact  All  the  passions  of  the  populace 
became  aroused,  all  the  flood-gates  of  that  abuse,  which, 
unfortunately,  is  so  prevailing  a  feature  of  American 
political  life,  were  thrown  down,  and  Masonry  became 
regarded  as  an  accursed  thing.  The  disappearance  of 
Morgan  and  several  co-relating  details  were  eagerly 
seized  by  a  number  of  political  shysters,  straggling  for 
a  cause  and  a  cry,  for  place  and  perquisites,  and  made 
to  serve  tbeir  own  paltry  purposes. 

It  caused  thousands  of  good  honest  men  to  be  carried 
away  by  the  outbreak  of  popular  delusion  based  upon 
false  information  until  they  violated  their  oaths  and 
joined  madly  in  the  hue  and  cry  against  the  fraternity 
to  which  they  had  belonged,  and  to  whom  their  allegi- 
ance was  due.  It  separated  families,  it  arrayed  father 
against  son,  brother  against  brother  and  wife  against 
husband,  as  well  as  estranging  lifelong  friends.  It  ez- 
commnnicated  from  church,  it  debarred  from  civil  or 
professional  preferment;  it  denied  even  the  poor  favor 
of  decent  burial  to  tiiose  who  failed  to  renounce  tiie 
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obligations  they  had  volnntarily  taken  upon  themselves 
to  be  good  men  and  true,  to  support  the  laws  and  the 
government,  to  deal  justly  with  all  men  as  set  forth  in 
the  Golden  Rule,  to  practice  charity,  inculcate  morality. 

The  whole  Anti-Masonic  cmsade  was  in  itself  one  of 
the  most  hideous  which  tiie  force  of  popular  delusion 
ever  endowed  with  strength.  It  spared  neither  age  nor 
character;  a  hero  of  the  revolution,  a  warrior  of  1812, 
a  preacher  of  the  gospel,  a  philanthropist,  or  a  public- 
spirited  citiz^  their  services  and  sacrifices  were  for- 
gotten and  they  were  besmirched  in  memory  or  in  per- 
son by  its  senseless  vaporings.  It  became  a  mighty  po- 
litical tornado,'  sweeping  everything  in  its  narrow  path 
before  it,  and  then  it  passed  away,  leaving  nothing  be- 
hind it  but  wreck  and  ruin,  of  friendship,  loyalty,  honor 
and  reputation. 

William  Morgan,  whose  name  has  become  somewhat 
familiar  to  students  of  American,  Masonic  and  political 
history,  according  to  Brown's  "  Narrative  of  the  Anti- 
Masonic  Excitement  in  the  Western  Part  of  the  State 
of  New  York  During  the  Years  1826-7-S, ' '  was  a  native 
of  Virginia,  and  bom  in  Culpepper  County,  in  that 
state,  in  the  year  1775-6.  Of  his  early  history  little  or 
nothing  is  known.  It  has  been  asserted  entirely  with- 
out proof  or  citation  of  authority,  though  probably 
more  for  effect  than  for  anything  else,  that  he  was  a 
captain  in  General  Jackson's  Army,  and  fought  the

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distiuguisbed  himself  at  the  battle  of  New  Orleans, 
also  that  he  belonged  to  a  band  of  pirates,  and  was 
sentenced  to  be  hanged,  but  pardoned  upon  condition 
of  his  entering  that  army.  These  statements,  however, 
were  merely  prepared  and  circulated  after  his  alleged 
abduction  and  neither  of  them  are  entitled  to  any  credit 
in  the  absence  of  any  record  or  proof  to  sustain  them. 
In  October,  1819,  at  the  age  forty-three  or  forty-four, 
be  married  Lucinda  Pendleton,  of  Richmond,  Virginia, 
then  in  her  sixteenth  year."  In  1821  they  removed  to 
Canada,  where  he  commenced  the  business  of  a  brewer, 
near  York,  in  the  Upper  Province.  The  destruction  of 
his  brewery  afterwards  by  fire  reduced  him  to  poverty, 
and  he  removed  to  Rochester,  New  York,  where  he 
worked  at  hie  trade  when  he  felt  like  it,  and  received 
occasionally  some  assistance  from  the  Masonic  frater- 
nity. From  thence  he  removed  to  Batavia,  in  the 
county  of  Genese^  and  worked  also  at  his  trade,  which 
was  that  of  a  mason,  till  his  unfortunate  disappearance 
in  1826.  During  the  time  of  his  residence  in  Batavia 
he  was  very  intemperate  in  the  use  of  liquor,  with  the 
result  that  he  neglected  his  family  to  such  an  extent 
that  they  were  frequently  in  actual  want.  "Without  the 
advantages  of  education  in  early  life,  he  had  subse- 
quently acquired  a  competent  knowledge  of  reading, 
writing  and  arithmetic,  and  was  a  fairly  accurate  ac-

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countant^  Had  he  controlled  himself  he  eonld  have 
maintamed  bis  family  in  comfort  and  enjoyed  the  re- 
spect and  confidence  of  his  friends  and  neighbors,  bat 
unfoitmiately  he  failed  to  do  it,  and  bis  reputation  in 
conseqaence  was  not  good  among  those  who  knew  bim. 

Just  what  effect  this  Anti-Masonic  cmsade  had  upon 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Pennsylvania  and  the  Masonic 
Jorisdiction  thereto  belonging,  and  the  temporary 
blight  it  cast  upon  the  Masonic  Fraternity,  will  appear 
in  the  next  chapter,  which  will  also  give  the  names  of 
the  brethren  of  Lodge  No.  2,  who  weathered  the  storm 
in  spate  of  public  opinion,  which  was  rampant  during 
this  period  of  bigotry,  political  agitation  and  perse- 
cution. 

It  is  enough  to  say  our  fraternity  behaved  itself  with 
great  dignity  while  the  subject  of  attack,  as  our  B.  W. 
G.  M.  Thomas  Kittera  said  in  answer  to  the  Resolution 
of  Grand  Lodge  in  Sept  1, 1829,  "The  prqudice  which 
designing  men  are  endeavoring  to  extend  against  us 
will  be  as  short  lived  as  it  is  bitter  and  unfounded. " 

A  Society  based  upon  the  principles  of  Masonry  has 
nothing  to  dread  from  the  attacks.  Let  us  but  oppose 
their  clamor  with  silence  and  their  malevolence  with 
abundant  and  the  result  will  be  such  as  rarely  fail  to 
attend  the  efforts  of  the  Virtuous. 

This  as  will  subsequently  appear  was  prophetic.

0^^I0  HE  beginniDg  of  the  year  1832  was  an  event- 
d  ^\  ^^^  period  in  the  history  of  onr  Qrand 

All.  Lodge,  notwithstanding  the  financial  diffi- 
^t^F  cnlties  under  which  the  Qrand  Lodge  la- 

bored, owing  chiefly  to  the  political  anti- 
Masonic  cmsade  in  the  State,  and  partly  to  the  remiss- 
ness of  SQcb  subordinate  lodges,  as  had  not  thus  far 
succumbed  under  the  political  excitement  against  Free- 
masonry, in  paying  np  their  arrearages. 

At  the  Extra  Grand  Communication  of  the"  Qrand 
Lodge  of  Pennsylvania  held  Monday  February  20, 1832, 
the  following  Commnnication  from  the  Executors  of 
our  late  Brother  Stephen  Girard  was  received  accom- 
panied by  an  o£GciaI  copy  of  his  wilt. 

"The  Undersigned  Executors  of  the  last  will  of 
Stephen  Girard  late  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  de-

As  it  is  customary  to  protract  Uie  time  fixed  for  funerals 
for  an  hour  beyond  that  designated.  In  the  present  in- 
stance the  procession  will  positively  move  at  11 :  o'clock.

Street  to  Sixth,  down  Sixth  Street  to  the  place  of  interment, 
at  the  comer  of  Spruce  and  Sixth  Streets.

The  Grand  Officers  and  Past 
Grand  Officers  of  this  Grand  Lodge  and  the  offieera  and  mem- 
bers of  the  Loi^s  within  this  jurisdiction  are  particularly  re- 
qnested  to  meet  at  the  saloon  of  The  Masonic  Hall  in  Chestnut 
street  on  Friday  morning,  Ae  30*  inst.  at  half  past  nine  o  'clock 
precisely  and  to  proceed  thence  to  the  funeraL 
By  order  of  the  R.  W.  Grand  Master.

In  pursuance  of  the  said  notice  Three  hundred  and 
ninety  six  Members  of  the  Fraternity  assembled  at  the 
Masoni(^  Hall  find  proceeded  from  thence  to  the  funeral 
and  after  the  body  was  interred  returned  to  the  Hall, 
and  after  an  appropriate  address  from  the  E.  W. 
Grand  Master  and  an  elegant  prayer  from  the  Rev- 
erend Bro.  Plummer,  Grand  Chaplain,  were  dismissed. 

In  attending  this  funeral  the  Masonic  Fraternity 
labored  under  serious  disadvantages,  first,  by  the  cloud 
cast  over  them  by  the  political  anti-Masonic  excitement 
which  was  then  at  its  highest    Secondly  by  the  fact 
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that  the  Services  were  to  be  held  in  the  Qerman  Boman 
Catholic  Church  of  the  Holy  Trinity  at  the  northwest 
comer  of  Sixth  and  Spmce  streets  and  the  interment 
in  a  vault  adjourning  the  church. 

When  the  procession  arrived  at  the  church  which  had 
been  draped  ui  monmiug  for  the  occasion  considerable 
excitement  arose  between  the  church  authoritiee  and 
the  mourners  when  the  Grand  Lodge  and  brethren  at- 
tempted to  enter  the  church.  To  avoid  any  undue 
criticism  the  brethren  were  without  Aprons  or  any 
regalia,  the  officers  mostly  wearing  their  Collars  and 
Jewels.  Just  what  took  place  within  the  Church  is  not 
known  to  a  certainty,  except  that  when  the  procession 
entered  the  yard,  the  Catholic  Clergy  left  the  church, 
therefore  the  funeral,  services  of  the  Catholic  Church 
were  not  performed.  The  Brethren  after  waiting  some 
time  took  the  body  out  of  the  church  and  placed  it  in  a 
vault  on  the  North  side  of  the  church,  according  to  tbe 
wishes  of  the  deceased. 

The  following  account  of  the  aflfoir  is  taken  from  the 
History  of  the  Holy  Trinity  Parish  by  Rev.  Francis  J. 
Hertkom,  Phila.,  1914,  p.  86,  viz:  — 

It  is  said  that  when  (Hrard  was  found  to  be  dying, 
his  Bister  asked  him  if  he  would  not  see  a  priest.  He 
assented,  but  before  the  pastor  arrived,  Girard  was 
dead.  Then  the  sister  prevailed  upon  Bishop  Kenrick 
to  attend  the  funeral  and,  as  the  dying  man's  assent  to 
a  priestly  visit  was  regarded  as  evidence  of  his  inten- 
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tioB  to  be  reconciled  to  the  Chnrch  in  which  be  bad  been 
baptised,  the  Bishop  consented  and  the  body  was  ad- 
mitted into  the  church.  The  entry  in  Bishop  Kenriek  *s" 
diary  of  this  date  speaks  for  itself:  "The  body  of 
Stephen  Girard  was  brought  with  much  funeral  pomp, 
attended  by  many  Free  Masons  marching  in  procession 
in  scarfs  and  ornaments,  as  a  tribute  of  respect  to  their 
deceased  companion,  to  the  church  of  the  Holy  Trinity. 
When,  therefore,  I  saw  these  enter  the  Church  to  have 
funeral  rites  gone  through,  no  priest  assisting,  I  or- 
dered the  body  taken  away  for  burial.  I  allowed  it  to 
have  christian  burial  for  the  potent  reason  that  the  de- 
ceased was  baptised  in  the  church  and  never  left  it,  and 
when  death  came  his  illness  was  such  that  he  did  not 
perceive  its  approach." 

Following  is  an  interesting  account  of  the  funeral 
published  in  the  United  States  Gazette  a  few  days 
after  the  funeral,  viz:— 

"The  Funeral  of  Mr.  Stephen  Girard  took  place  yes- 
terday morning,  at  the  hour  indicated  in  the  programme 
published  in  the  papers.  The  Hearse  was  preceded  by 
the  police  of  the  City,  and  the  whole  of  the  City  Watch 
walked  beside  the  mourning  carriages  with  broad  blue 
ribbons  on  tiieir  breast  marked  'Citt/  Watch.'  Next  to 
the  mourners  on  foot,  were  the  Mayor  and  Recorder  of 
the  City,  with  broad  mode  hat  weepers*  and  scarfs.

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' '  The  Aldermea  and  City  Conncils  sncceeded,  and  then 
a  Society  of  which  the  deceased  was  a  member,'  This 
was  succeeded  by  the  Officers  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Masons  of  Pennsylvania  and  the  Officers  and  Members 
of  the  Snbordiiiate  Lodges.  The  Officers  wore  their 
Collars  and  Jewels,  bat  not  their  Aprons.  These  were 
succeeded  by  various  Societies,  constituting,  perhaps 
the  largest  fnneral  procession  ever  seen  in  this  City, 
and  the  streets  from  the  commencement  to  the  termina- 
tion of  the  procession,  were  thronged  witii  immense 
numbers  of  all  ages  and  both  sexes.  The  windows  of 
the  houses  in  the  streets  leading  to  the  church  were 
closed,  out  of  respect,  during  the  passage  of  the  pro- 


"The  remains  were  conveyed  in  a  richly  decorated 
coffin,'  covered  with  bla<^  cloth,  with  silver  trappings 
on  an  open  hearse,  to  the  Holy  Trinity  Church,  north- 
west comer  of  Sixth  and  Spruce  Street.  No  church 
ritual  was  performed  in  the  church  nor  at  the  grave, 
where  the  body  was  silently  deposited  in  the  vault." 

After  the  Grand  Secretary  finished  reading  hia  re- 
port of  the  Funeral  of  Girard  at  the  Extra  Grand 
Communication  held  February  20,  1832.

Comby  at  a  cost  of  tlSO.OO.  The  total  expense  of  the  funeral  expenses 
amounted  to  t2^90.76.  The  chief  item  was  (1,371.90  for  crape  in  deco- 
rating tlie  ehoTch. 
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contained  in  the  will  so  presented  by  the  Execntors  of 
our  late  Brother  Stephen  Qirard  was  read  as  follows : 
"Vn.  I  give  and  bequeath  to  the  gentlemen  who 
shall  be  Trustees  of  the  Masonic  Loan  at  the  time  of 
my  decease  the  sum  of  Twenty-Thousand  Dollars,^ 
including  therein  ten  thousand  and  nine  hundred  dol- 
lars, due  to  me,  part  of  the  masonic  Loan,  and  any  in- 
terest that  may  be  due  thereon  at  the  time  of  my 
decease,  in  trust  for  the  use  and  benefits  of  "The 
Grand  Lodge  of  Pennsylvania  and  Masonic  Jurisdic- 
tion thereto  belonging"  and  to  be  paid  over  by  the  said 
Trustees  to  the  said  Grand  Lodge,  for  the  purposes 
of  being  invested  in  some  safe  stock  or  funds  or  other 
good  security  find  the  dividends  and  interest  arising 
therefrom  to  be  again  so  invested  and  added  to  the 
Capital,  without  applying  any  part  thereof  to  any 
other  purpose,  until  the  whole  capital  shall  amount  to

Whereas,  our  late  worthy  and  distinguished  Brother 
Stephen  Girard,  has  by  his  Last  Will  made  a  highly 
liberal  and  benevolent  bequest  to  The  Grand  Lodge  of 
Pennsylvania  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  a  perma- 
nent fond  for  the  diffusion  of  Masonick  Charity, 

And  Whereas,  it  is  incumbent  on  this  Grand  Lodge 
in  accepting  the  trust  thus  reposed  in  them  to  express 
the  deep  sense  of  gratitude  which  they  feel  towards  so 
noble  a  benefactor  of  their  "poor  and  respectable 
brethren"  and  at  the  same  time  to  call  the  attention 
of  the  Order  to  the  Wise  and  excellent  advice  contained

"And  in  order  that  tbe  real  and  benevolent  purposes 
of  masonick  institutions  may  be  attained,  I  recommend 
to  the  several  lodges  not  to  admit  to  membership  or  to 
receive  members  from  other  lodges  unless  the  appli- 
cants shall  be  absolutely  men  of  sound  and  good 
morals,"  is  in  strict  conformity  with  the  principles 
and  constitutions  of  our  ancient  order,  and  being  also 
tbe  opinion  of  a  wise  and  experienced  Brother,  is  most 
earnestly  recommended  to  the  different  lodges  for 
their  guidance  and  government. 

Besolved,  That  as  a  testimonial  of  our  great  respect 
for  the  memory  of  our  deceased  brother  the  jewels, 
hangings  and  other  furniture  of  The  Grand  Lodge  of 
Pennsylvania  be  placed  in  mourning  for  tbe  space  of 
six  months. 

On  motion  and  seconded, 

Besolved,  That  a  copy  of  the  foregoing  proceedings 
be  communicated  by  the  Grand  Secretary  to  the  Ex- 
ecutors of  our  deceased  brother. 

On  mofion  and  seconded, 

Besolved,  That  the  commtmication  of  titie  execntors 
of  Bio.  Girard  and  the  preamble  and  resolutions 
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adopted  this  evening  be  published  in  the  publick  news- 
papers of  this  City. 

On  motion  and  seconded, 

Besolved,  That  the  Grand  Secretary  be  requested  to 
append  to  the  annual  publication  of  the  proceedings 
for  the  past  year  so  much  of  the  proceedings  of  the 
present  year  as  relates  to  the  funeral  and  bequest  of 
Bro.  Girard. 

On  motion  and  seconded, 

Besolved,  That  so  much  of  the  will  of  Bro.  Girard 
as  contains  the  legacy  to  this  Grand  Lodge  be  copied 
and  appropriately  framed  and  hung  up  in  a  conspicu- 
ous part  of  the  Grand  Lodge  Boom  J*

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As  to  the  Masonic  affiliation  of  Brother 
Stephen  Cfirard  there  has  been  np  to  the 
present  investigation  more  or  less  uncer- 
tainty. It  will  be  noted  that  in  none  of 
the  records  or  notices  of  the  Grand  Lodge, 
or  the  Annual  returns  of  members  of  Lodge  No.  3,  does 
the  name  of  Brother  Stephen  Girard  appear  as  a  mem- 
ber of  that  Lodge.  The  claim  that  he  was  a  Member 
of  Lodge  No.  3  in  Philadelphia  was  erroneously  based 
npon  the  following  Entries  in  the  old  Minute  Book  of 
Boyal  Arch  Lodge  No.  3,  in  the  Archives  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  (Mss.,  Volume  116).

There  is  no  entry  as  to  when  or  hj  whom  this  * '  Capt 
Girard"  wia  proposed  nor  does  the  name  of  "Capt. 
Girard"  or  "Stephen  Girard"  appear  in  any  subse- 
quent Minutes  of  the  lodge,  nor  upon  any  of  the  yearly 
lists  of  Members  of  Lodge  No.  3  sent  to  the  Grand 
Lodge. 

The  matter  is  farther  complicated  by  the  fact  that 
Stephen  Girard  was  not  a  resident  of  Philadelphia  at 
that  time.  From  1776  to  1779  Stephen  Girard  lived 
with  his  wife  at  Mount  Holly  in  New  Jersey,  occupied 
in  his  humble  business  of  bottler  and  village  store- 
keeper. 

In  addition  to  the  above  onr  Stephen  Girard  was 
physically  disqualified  from  becoming  a  member  of  the 
Masonic  Fraternity  under  the  Jurisdiction  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Pennsylvania,  on  account  of  not  being 
sound  in  all  his  members,  Girard  lacking  his  right  eye. 

Then  again  there  was  a  "Captain"  Girard  in  the 
Bevolutionary  Army  at  that  time,  and  by  a  strange 
coincidence  the  first  name  of  this  "Captain"  Girard 
is  also  missing  on  the  o£Bcial  list  of  Bevolntionary 
Officers,  as  published  by  Heitman  in  1914;  same  as  that 
of  the  "Capt"  Girard  in  the  Minutes  and  Becords  of 
Lodge  No.  3  in  Philadelphia.  It  will  be  noted  in  the 
extracts  from  the  Minutes  of  Lodge  No.  3,  as  above 
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quoted,  that  the  other  three  Candidates  raised  on  the 
night  of  November  23,  1778,  were  Bevolutionary 
Officers. 

In  the  original  subscription  list  to  the  New  Hall  on 
Chestnut  Street,  dedicated  in  1811,  there  appears  un- 
der date  of 

Paid,  "August  1, 1809,  Stephen  Girard,  One  Hundred 
DoUars,  {$100) 

Below  this  entry  is  written  "No.  3";  iliis,  however, 
is  in  a  different  hand  and  ink,  and  waa  interpolated 
in  later  years.* 

In  April,  1809,  the  building  of  the  new  ball  on  Chest- 
nut Street  was  began;  in  its  progress  the  G^rand  Lodge 
enlarged  considerably  in  the  original  plan,  subsequently

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it  appeared  that  the  expenditure  would  be  much  more 
than  subscribed,  and  would  greatly  exceed  the  funds  of 
the  Qrand  Lodge.  The  Grand  Lodge,  therefore,  de- 
termined that  an  additional  loan  of  $40,000  should  be 
raised,  and  that  the  subscription  books  be  opened  at 
the  Merchants  Coffee  House  in  Second  Street;  after 
twelve  days  notice  having  been  given,  in  five  of  the 
daily  papers,  published  in  Philadelphia,  from  the  18th 
of  November  to  the  first  of  December,  1809." 

Under  this  resolution,  a  set  of  commissioners  was 
appointed  for  receiving  the  subscriptions  of  which 
Stephen  Girard  was  appointed  one  of  the  commis- 
sioners,^" to  act  in  conjunction  with  the  Grand  Lodge 
Officers.  At  the  meeting  of  the  commissioners  held 
November  30, 1809,  a  letter  was  received  from  Stephen 
Girard,  mentioning  that  he  is  extremely  sorry  that  an 
arbitration  in  which  he  is  engaged  puts  it  out  of  his 
power  to  attend  at  this  meeting  of  the  commissioners. 

On  Friday,  December  1, 1809,  at  ten  o'clock  the  sab- 
.  scription  was  opened  and  the  whole  sum  of  forty  thou- 
sand dollars,  being  the  amount  of  the  loan,  was  sub- 
scribed before  twelve  o'clock  as  follows,  viz.:

Amoanting  in  the  whole  to  twenty-£ye  thoasand  and 
fifty  dollars,  wMch  was  received  by  the  Grand  Treas- 
urer, Samuel  F.  Bradford,  in  behalf  of  the  Grand 
Lodge. 

After  which  a  Board  of  Trustees  were  elected  by  the 
Stockholders  in  place  of  the  Commissioners,  among 
whom  was  Stephen  Girard.  Stephen  Girard  was  re- 
elected on  this  Board  of  Trustees  for  every  consecutive 
year  until  his  death." 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  1813,  it  was  found  that 
the  Funds  of  Grand  Lodge,  provided  for  the  erection  of 
the  new  hall,  proved  insufficient  for  the  purpose,  and 
a  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars  was  wanting  to  dis- 
charge all  the  debts  owing,  and  to  be  incurred  for  the 
entire  completion  of  the  said  building  and  its  appur- 
tenances. 

It  was  resolved  to  borrow  the  further  simi  of  $5,000 
in  shares  of  $100  each,  and  the  Grand  Secretary  submit 
a  copy  of  the  foregoing  proceedings  to  the  different 
Lodges. 

Under  the  above  authority  a  book  for  subscriptions 
was  opened  at  the  office  of  the  Grand  Secretary  and 
the  following  appears  therein,  to  wit :"

AT  a  Stated  Meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees of  the  Masonic  Loans  held  Decem- 
ber 26,  1820,  the  Grand  Secretary  re- 
ported that  the  funds  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
having  proved  insufficient  to  rebuild  the 
Masonic  Hall,  which  had  been  destroyed  by  Fire, 
March  9, 1819,  the  Grand  Lodge  by  resolutions  passed 
on  the  5th  day  of  June  and  16th  day  of  October  last, 
authorised  the  borrowing  on  Loan  of  the  Sum  of  Twen- 
ty-Thousand Dollars,  for  tiie  purpose  of  completing 
the  same,  for  which  Certificates  of  One  Hnndred  Dol- 
lars each,  were  to  be  issued  to  the  Stockholders,  repay- 
able  after  the  year  1840  with  interest  at  six  per  cent, 
per  annum  payable  half  year.^" 

There  is  a  tradition  current  in  the  family  of  late 
Bro.  Wm.  H.  Adams,^*  Grand  Secretary,  "That  after

Stephen  Oirard  was  appealed  to  for  a  subscription, 
and  he  offered  to  subscribe  $20,000.00  of  the  loan  pro- 
viding that  the  Hall  be  rebuilt  without  a  tower,  as 
that  was  a  useless  expenditure. 

No  documentary  evidence  of  this  fact,  however,  has 
thus  far  been  found ;  as  a  niatter  of  fact  the  Hall,  how- 
ever, was  rebuilt  without  the  ornamental  spire. 

In  October,  1787,  Stephen  Oirard  sailed  for  Charles- 
ton, South  Carolina,  where  he  remauied  until  July, 
1788."  It  waa  during  his  sojourn  there  that  he  was 
made  a  Mason  on  January  28,  1788,  in  Union  Blue 
Lodge,  No.  8 ;  this  is  shown  by  his  Masonic  Certificate 
among  the  papers  of  Stephen  Oirard  in  possession  of 
the  Directors  of  City  Trusts,  Philadelphia,  by  act  of 
June  30, 1869,  of  which  the  foUowing  is  a  Copy,'"  viz.:

TEPHEN  GIEABD  was  a  more  or  less  ec- 
centric character  and  on  account  of  his 
prominence  and  wealth  during  his  later 
years  does  not  appear  to  have  affiliated,  so 
far  as  known,  with  any  of  the  social  or  fra- 
ternal organizations  in  Philadelphia;  he  was  not  a 
member  of  the  French  Benevolent  Society,  nor  does 
his  name  appear  in  the  records  of  the  "La  Loge  Fran- 

iT  UniOB  Lodge,  No.  8,  CSuflMtou.  Tliis  Lodge  waa  under  the  Jnrii- 
dietiOQ  of  the  Qnnd  Lodge  of  South  Csroliiia,  at  the  time  of  the  ITiiion 
in  1917.  In  1930  it  was  ineorponited  with  Wuhington  Lodge,  No.  7, 
and  formed  the  present  Waaliington  Lodge  No.  6.  No.  8  has  not  sinu 
been  filled  op. 
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eaiseL'Amenite/'No.  73,  the  two  leading  French  char- 
itable organizations  in  the  city  during  the  latter  part 
of  the  eighteenth  and  first  quarter  of  the  nineteenth 
century. 

The  only  record  of  Stephen  Girard  ever  having  vis- 
ited a  Philadelphia  or  Pennsylvania  Lodge  is  shown  by 
the  endorsement  on  the  back  of  his  Masonic  Certificate 
which  shows  that  he  visited  the  French  Lodge  L'Amen- 
ity,  No.  73,  in  Philadelphia,  shortly  after  his  return 
from  his  voyage,  viz. :

Many  were  the  unfounded  reports  connecting  Girard 
with  the  Masonic  Fraternity,  current  at  the  time  of  his 
death,  and  after  his  will  was  published,  particularly 
the  claim  that  he  was  a  member  of  Lodge  No.  3  in  Phil< 
adelphia.  Thus  his  biographer,  Stephen  Simpson,  in 
his  book  published  in  1832,  states  that  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Pennsylvania  "walked  in  solemn  procession,  and 
full  form  to  the  chapel,  aa  mourners  for  their  Oremd 
Treasurer,  and  liberal  patron."

Which  being  under  consideration.  It  was  moved  and 
seconded  to  postpone  the  further  consideration  of  the 
amendment  together  with  the  original  resolution  until 
the  third  Monday  in  February  instant  which  was 
agreed  to. 

At  an  Adjourned  Extra  Grand  Communication  held 
February  20, 1832,  following  action  was  taken  in  refer- 
ence to  the  proposed  Centennial  Celebration  on  Wash- 
ington's Birthday,  February  22nd. 

The  Eesolution  offered  by  Bro.  Nathans  relative  to 
the  illumination  of  the  Hall  on  the  22nd  instant,  to- 
gether with  the  amendment  of  Bro.  Perkins,  the  con- 
sideration of  which  was  postponed  until  this  evening 
was  called  up  and  on  motion  and  seconded  the  same 
were  postponed  indefinitely. 

This  celebration  and  procession,  in  which  unfor- 
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innately  Hie  Masonic  Fraternity  did  not  participate  as 
an  organization  on  accoimt  of  the  rampant  feeling  then 
existing  in  the  eommumty  against  Freemasonry,  con- 
sisted of  one  of  the  greatest  and  most  imposing  pro- 
cessions both  civil  and  military  thns  far  seen  in  this 
coimtry. 

One  of  the  features  of  this  celebration  were  the  Hat- 
ters who  bore  the  banner  of  St.  Clement,  and  had  oars 
displaying  skinB  of  the  various  animals  nsed  in  the 
business,  with  a  full  working  hatters  shop,  bows,  and 
fating  apparatus,  kettles,  with  hatters  at  work  making 
bats ;  during  the  procession  they  made  a  bat  out  and  out 
In  tbe  street,  which  was  intended'  to  be  pres^ited  to 
Gen.  Lafayette. 

The  hat  made  for  Gen.  Lafayette  was  presented  to 
him  and  bis  autograph  letter  of  thanks  for  same  is  now 
in  tbe  Archives  of  the  Grand  Lodge:  viz:—

Unfortunately  none  of  the  Masonic  portion  of  this 
address  has  come  down  to  ns;  an  abstract  of  such 
past  relating  to  the  death  of  Lafayette  is  published 
in  the  Beprint  of  the  Minutes  of  the  Grand  Lodge.^* 

The  above  Celebration  was  held  under  a  misappre- 
hension,  the  brethren  in  the  absence  of  snch  original 
documents  as  "Liber  B"  of  St.  John's  Lodge  of  Phila- 
delphia and  otiier  contemporary  data,  assumed  that 
the  literature  issued  and  claims  made  by  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Massachusetts  were  correct;  our  records 
dating  back  to  1730,  at  that  time  being  unknown  both 
to  our  brethren  and  those  of  Massachusetts,  as  all  of 
our  old  Colonial  and  Revolutionary  records  saved 
from  the  fire  in  1819  had  been  gathered  together  and 
packed  away  in  six  strong  boxes,  securely  locked  and 
sealed  by  Brother  Bernard  Dahlgren,  who  was  Grand 
Secretary  in  1824.  These  boxes  remained  for  years 
xmknown  and  forgotten  in  a  seldom  used  vanlt,  until 
after  the  death  of  B.  W.  Grand  Secretary,  Brother 
Michael  Nisbet,  in  1896,  when  it  occurred  to  Brother 
John  A.  Perry,  Deputy  Grand  Secretary,  to  open  them 
and  investigate  their  contents,  and  are  now  in  the 
archives  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Pennsylvania. 

"Vol.  IV,  pp.  lBS-7. 
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He  found  that  they  contained  papers  dating  back  to 
the  early  years  of  the  AVlll  century,  which  for  years 
had  been  overlooked  and  forgotten,  but  are  now  care- 
fully collated  and  indexed,  in  tiie  Library  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Pennsylvania,  available  for  the  Student  of 
Masonic  History.**

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CHAPTER  XXVm. 

Washington  Hall,  Thibd  Stbbbt  above  Spbugb, 
1835-1849. 

TJEIKG  the  third  decade  of  last  oentnry  tiieir 
dawned  the  darkest  period  for  the  Masonic 
Fraternity    in    Pennsylvania.      The    tidal 
■wave   of   anti-masonry   had   dashed   itself 
against  the  rock  of  Freemasonry,  and  tem- 
porarily spread  its  venomous  spray  over  onr  fraternity, 
and  by  its  action  winnowing  out  the  weakhearted  mem- 
bers who  were  influenced  by  denominational,  family  or 
political  reasons  to  renounce  their  feality  to  the  frater- 
nity.   It  required  a  strong  man  to  stand  up  for  the 
faith  that  was  in  him  at  this  period.    However,  be- 
fore the  decade  was  ended,  the  tidal  wave  of  anti- 
masonic  fanaticism  had  spent  its  fury  and  resurged 
into   oblivion;  leaving  the  Masonic  Fraternity  un- 
scathed in  the  minds  of  all  right  thinking  people,  up- 
held as  it  was  by  the  brethren  who  had  stood  by  the 
fraternity  in  the  days  of  trial  and  tribulation,  among 
whom  were  some  of  the  most  honored  and  prominent 
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citizens  of  our  State,  who  were  officers  and  members 
of  oar  Grand  Lodge. 

It  will  be  remembered  that  the  Anti-Masonic  propa- 
ganda  from  the  very  beginning  had  in  the  hands  of 
scheming  men  became  a  great  political  machine  who 
attempted  to  nse  what  may  be  called  a  popular  excite- 
ment for  their  own  aggrandizement. 

In  1829  the  Anti-masonic  party  nominated  Joseph 
Kitner  for  Governor  of  Pennsylvania.  He  waa  de- 
feated by  Bro.  George  Wolf.  Three  years  later  Ritner 
was  again  defeated  for  the  governorship  by  Bro.  Wolf. 
However,  in  1835  he  was  for  the  third  time  proposed  by 
his  party  and  elected  Governor  of  the  State. 

In  1838  Governor  Ritner  waa  for  tiie  fourth  time 
proposed  for  Governor  by  his  party,  now  called  the 
United  Whig  party,  and  made  up  of  Federalists,  Anti- 
Masons  and  conservative  Democrats.  He  was  de- 
feated, and  with  the  election  of  his  successor  the  anti- 
masonic  party  disappeared  as  a  political  factor  in 
Pennsylvania  because  it  lacked  principles  and  its  alle- 
gations were  false  and  untrue. 

The  baneful  effects  of  the  Anti-Masonic  crusade 
however,  became  more  and  more  manifest  in  the  finan- 
cial condition  of  the  Grand  and  Subordinate  Lodges. 

At  an  Adjourned  Grand  Quarterly  Communication 
held  March  16,  1835,  the  Committee  on  Finance  made 
a  lengthy  report  upon  the  financial  condition  of  the 
Grand  Lodge.' 

>  Cf.  Beprint  of  Minutes,  VoL  VT,  pp.  214-217. 
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The  committee  reported  that,  according  to  their  cal- 
culation, there  would  be  a  deficiency  at  the  end  of  the 
year  1835  of  nine  hundred  and  seventy-five  dollars. 

Further,  tliat  th«  Committee  have  observed  with  Pain  and  Morti- 
fication that  their  r^tUar  Annunciation  of  the  Blarming  facts,  that 
for  several  years  the  Expenses  of  the  Grand  Lodge  have  consider- 
ably exceeded  their  Income  has  not  led  to  a  Correction  of  the  evil. 
During  lost  year,  1834,  the  Receipts  of  the  Qrand  Lodge  from  the 
Hall  greatly  exceeded  those  of  former  years.  Yet  with  all  this  extra- 
ordinary Income,  there  is  a  deficiency  of  more  than  Fifteen  Han- 
dred  Dollars.  That  is,  the  actual  expenses  of  the  Institution,  count- 
ing dnes  on  Interest  and  the  Grand  Secretary  and  Grand  Tyler 
actnally  exceeded  all  the  Income  by  that  Amount,  with  that  appalling 
Circumstance  in  Yiew  and  the  Strang  probability  that  the  present 
and  future  years  will  not  afford  an  eqoal  Income  for  the  Hall.  Yonr 
Committee  are  also  constrained  to  advert  to  the  financial  difilcnities 
of  a  large  number  of  Subordinate  Lodges  which,  whatever  may  be 
the  Zeal  of  their  Members,  for  the  honor  and  Support  of  the  Craft, 
cannot  be  supposed  to  rise  Under  the  Burthens  of  Debt  that  now 
weigh  them  down.  Still  less  to  sustain  continued  or  Increased  Taxa- 
tion, Members  who  would  willingly  devote  a  due  portion  of  time 
and  a  moderate  degree  of  their  earnings  to  the  Good  of  the  Cause, 
now  withdraw  from  a  reaponsibility  that  threatens  to  Interfere  with 
their  higher  obligations  to  their  own  Families. 

While  many  Members  of  the  Grand  Lodge  are  Content  to  mark 
its  existence  and  to  desire  its  prosperity,  yonr  Committee  have  felt 
it  a  Solemn  Duty  carefully  to  Enquire  into  and  freely  to  expose  the 
financial  DifQculties  of  the  Institution  and  in  addition  to  their  State- 
ment of  present  embarrassments  to  add  the  expression  of  their 
Solemn  Conviction  that  in  a  few  years,  the  Interest  npon  the  existing 
Debt  and  the  difference  between  the  Actual  expenditures  and  Re- 
ceipts of  the  Grand  Lodge  will  so  Increase  the  Debt  that  the  Prop- 
erty of  the  Institution  will  be  in  Eminent  Jeopardy. 

The  Interest  of  tbe  Debt  most  be  Paid,  and  the  General  Expenses 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  can  Scarcely  be  diminished,  while  to  any  observer 
of  the  Signs  of  the  Times,  it  must  be  obvious,  that  the  revenue  will 
be  Considerably  lessened.  The  tendency  of  this  coarse  is  towards 
Bankruptcy  and  Dissolution,  Strengthened  by  the  Certainty  not 
previously  adverted  to,  Yiz:  that  in  about  5  Years  the  Law  exempt- 
S79 
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ing  our  Real  Estate  from  Taxation  will  expire  and  we  can  scarcel; 
entertain  a  Hope  of  its  renewal. 

Yonr  CoDunittee  are  aware  that  Brethren  have  Suggested  as  an 
expediency  of  Profit,  the  Erection  of  Buildings  in  Front  of  the  Halt. 
Something  indeed  might  be  added  to  the  revenue  by  such  a  Measure, 
but  the  Debt  would  also  be  greatly  Increased,  while  it  is  evident  to 
the  Committee  that  the  deficiency  in  the  Berenne  would  not  be  sup- 
plied as  soon  as  Taxation  upon  all  the  Buildings  Commenced,  and 
yonr  Committee  respectfully  but  eomeEtly  caution  the  Grand  Lodge 
against  any  further  Building  Speculations.  Your  Committee  have 
not  confined  their  Enquiries  to  the  extent  of  existing  difQcnlties,  or 
the  impracticability  of  Certain  Plans  of  Removing  the  embarrass- 
ments, but  have  felt  it  a  part  of  their  Duty  to  Suggest  to  the  Grand 
Lodge  a  means  of  escape  from  the  evils  which  threaten  it,  and  they 
respectfully  offer  for  Consideration  a  Plan  which  if  not  the  only 
efficient  one,  is  in  their  opinion  the  beet  that  in  present  Gircum- 
stances  can  be  devised;  it  is  as  follows: 

Sell  the  Estate,  Pay  the  Debts  and  from  the  Balance  Purchase 
a  Hall  amply  large  for  all  the  purposes  of  Masonry  and  the  re- 
mainder will  be  a  Fund  for  Charity  the  True  object  of  our  order. 

The  Particulars  of  the  Plan  Suggested  are  as  follows,  Viz:  The 
Lot  and  Hall  is  Worth  from  $105  to  115.000  dollars,

This  leaving  a  Fund  of  Twenty  thousand  Dollars  to  be  applied  to 
Charitable  Purposes,  or  in  the  ordinary  Expenses  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  and  this  without  reference  to  the  usual  incomes  of  Rent  if 
any,  and  the  Dnes  of  Subordinate  Lodges. 

The  Sam  of  Twenty  Thousand  Dollars  left  to  the  Grand  Lodge  by 
our  late  Worthy  Brother  Girard  will  soon  Amount  to  Thirty  Thou- 
sand by  the  Regular  addition  of  lotereet  to  the  principal,  when  that 
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too  will  become  &  Charity  Fmid,  nor  is  your  Gommlttoe  sadsfled  that 
the  General  Charity  Fond  may  not  be  appliejd  to  Bwell  that  Sum 
Immediately  to  the  required  Amoimt. 

Your  Committee  have  referred  to  the  Cost  of  another  Hall  aa 
being  about  $23,000.  They  have  not  spoken  without  due  Enquiry. 
A  Building  eligibly  situated  of  Sufflcient  Capacity  for  all  the  Masonic 
Bodies  in  the  City,  they  have  reason  to  believe,  may  be  had  for  that 
Smn  and  $6635  more  will  be  required  to  prepare  the  Interior  for 
the  partienlar  Convenience  of  Uasonry. 

Your  Committee  in  the  above  Estimates  of  the  Value  of  the 
Property  of  the  Grand  Lodge  did  not  take  into  aecoont  the  Policy 
of  Insurance  on  the  Present  Building  $1500,  which  can  be  converted 

into  Cash  by  allowing  5  p'-  Cent., 1425.00 

Present  Charity  Fund  about,  '. 2000.00 

making  three  thousand,  four  Hundred  and  Twenty  five  Dollars  and 
they  have  also  overlooked  the  Amonnt  which  may  be  due  from 
Subordinate  Lodges. 

The  Committee  have  Carefully  set  before  the  Orand  Lodge  the 
present  state  of  its  Financial  Affairs  and  the  prospects  under  eiisdng 
regulations.  They  have  also  proposed  an  efficient  remedy  for  exist- 
ing difficulties  and  a  prevention  of  Future  iPTTi'lar  troubles.  The 
tdtuation  of  the  Qrand  Lodge  Is  alarming  to  every  Friend  of  the 
Order  and  Ruin  to  the  Craft  seems  to  be  inevitable  if  no  Remedy  is 
adopted.  The  Plan  which  your  Committee  proposes,  relinqnisbes 
none  of  the  hi^  Standing  of  the  order;  it  frees  us  from  Debt, 
furnishes  us  with  a  Beautiful  Building,  releases  the  Subordinate 
Lodges  from  ezistiiig  eothralment  and  future  heavy  taxation,  en- 
courages the  Craft  in  regular  attendance,  insures  Prosperity  by 
opening  the  Door  to  Membership,  renews  the  affection  and  fealty  of 
Country  Lodges  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  Gives  to  each  Lodge  a  Means 
of  Charity  and  Places  at  the  disposal  of  the  Grand  Lodge  a  Magnifi- 
cent Sum  from  the  Interest  of  which,  the  Wants  of  a  distressed 
Worthy  Brother,  his  Widow  or  his  Orphans  may  be  Amply  Supplied 
and  thus  the  great  object  of  our  order  be  fully  attained.

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The  following  report  from  the  Grand  Committee  of 
Twenty-One  was  then  read  with  the  accompanying 
documents :' 
To  the  Right  Worshipful  The  Grand  Lodge  of  Pennsylvania : 

The  Committee  of  Twenty  One  Appointed  at  the  last  Qrand 
Quarterly  Communication  to  take  into  Consideration  and  Report  the 
most  feasible  means  of  relieving  tbe  pecuniary  Concerns  of  the 
Grand  Lodge,  respectfully  make  Report  as  follows: 

Having  assembled  early  after  their  appointment  the  Committee 
Caused  to  be  prepared  a  Comprehensive  and  distinct  Statement  of 
the  Property,  the  Debts,  the  Resources,  and  the  Expenditures  of  the 
Qrand  Lodge  tt^ther  with  a  View  of  the  Condition  of  the  Oirard 
Legacy,  this  Document  is  herewith  Comnmnicated, 

It  wonld  appear  that  the  Property  of  the  Qrand  Lodge  of  every 
description,  real  and  Personal,  may  be  reasonably  esti- 
mated at  $131^62^0

leaving  an  access  of  estimated  Property  of $65,103,67 

This,  as  available  Property,  is  of  course  exclndve  of  the 
Trust  Property  of  the  Qrand  Lodge  applicable  only 
to  fi.Ted  and  special  purposes,  to  wit.  The  Charity  Pund, 
and  the  Qirard  Legacy,  and  the  Trust  Property  being

Swells  the  aggregate  excess  of  Property  over  Indebted-

This  excess  of  substantial  Capital  contrasts  most  Uofavorably 
with  the  Annual  resources  and  Expenditures  of  the  Qrand  Lodge, 
BJid  exhibits  &  lai^  Investment  in  Real  Estate  worse  than 
wholly  nn  productive.

Shewing  (notwithstanding  tbe  excess  of  Property  over 

Debt)  an  annual  deficiency  of, $1,312.52

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This  waste  of  Capital  and  this  regular  annual  deficiency  seem  to 
yonr  Committee  alike  Unwise  and  Perilous.  If  allowed  to  operate 
a  few  years  longer,  the  Mischief  may  become  Irremediable,  and  any 
diminution  in  the  present  value  of  the  Real  Estate  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  arising  from  Public  or  Accidental  Causes,  would  hasten  a 
most  embarrassing  and  disgraceful,  if  not  fatal  Catastrophe,  to  the 
Financial  Concerns  and  Character  of  the  Order.  While  we  have 
it  yet  in  our  Power  it  would  seem  to  be  our  Duty  to  bring  our 
excess  of  Property  into  active  Usefulness,  to  prevent  the  posability 
of  our  Annually  Sinking  deeper  and  deeper  in  Debt,  and  to  place  the 
Paramount  objects  of  Masonic  Charity,  Justice  and  Integrity  beyond 
all  Hazard,  difficulty  or  Doubt. 

Under  these  impressions,  your  Committee  have  reviewed  certain 
Projects  for  Financial  relief  which  have  heretofore  been  Suggested. 

!•*■  It  is  thought  by  some  that  the  Revenues  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
might  be  considerably  augmented  if  Stores  or  other  Buildings  fit  to 
be  Rented  out  were  erected  on  the  Lot  in  front  of  the  Hall. 

To  carry  this  Plan  into  execution,  it  would  be  necessary  to 
Borrow  a  Considerable  Sam  of  Money,  and  any  additional  Debt 
would  seem  Imprudent.  The  expedient  might  fail,  the  Income  from 
the  newly  Constmcted  Buildings  might  fall  short  of  what  would 
seem  just  now  to  be  reasonably  expected.  The  erection  of  these 
Bnildings  in  Front  would  probably  Injuriouely  affect  the  occupation 
and  receipts  of  the  Hall  itself.  The  Sum  expended  on  them  would 
add  little  or  nothing  to  the  Value  of  the  entire  Property  in  case  a 
Sale  should  be  ultimately  determined  upon. 

If  it  be  Calmly  remembered  that  the  act  of  assembly  exempting 
this  Hall  from  Taxation  will  expire  in  less  than  Five  Years  and 
that  an  annual  demand  not  les^  than  $1000  will  then  be  added  to  our 
present 'expenses,  that  to  the  existing  amount  of  Annual  deficiency 
will  be  superadded  the  Interest  on  the  Sum  to  be  Borrowed  for  the 
Construction  of  the  proposed  Buildings  and  that  their  productive- 
ness would  be  Subject  to  the  usual  uncertainties  of  Rents  and  other 
Coutingents;  it  is  believed  that  the  Fraternity  will  generally  Coincide 
with  the  Committee  in  rejectiug  the  Project  as  Inexpedient  and 
Hazardous. 

2*-  The  Sale  of  the  Real  Estate  occupied  by  the  Grand  Lodge  and 
the  Purchase  of  another  Lot  and  Edifice  much  less  expensive,  is  the 
only  other  Plan  which  has  been  presented  to  the  consideration  of  the 
Committee  and  this  they  are  inclined  to  believe  may  be  most  ad- 
vantageously and  usefully  Carried  into  Execution. 
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It  is  certainly  true  that  a  Transfer  of  the  Labon  of  the  Order 
from  this  Hall  to  any  other  will  be  made  with  Begret.  Erected 
and  Consecrated  at  a  Period  of  great  Masonic  Prosperity  and  ex- 
pectation, we  have  clnng  to  it  with  Natural  Pride,  and  have  lavished 
upon  it  more  of  oor  affections  and  our  means  than  experience  and 
Prudence  can  Justify.  If  we  Qnit  it,  let  na  take  Consolation  trom 
the  reflection  that  in  doing  so  we  return  to  the  practice  of  funda- 
mental Principles,  that  as  we  throw  off  the  Vestments  of  Splendor 
we  resume  the  Beauty  and  Parity  of  Benevolence  and  are  accom- 
panied by  the  omobling  consciousness  of  absolute  Independence. 
The  Sale  of  this  Property  will  enable  as  to  extinguish  every  shackle 
of  Debt,  to  purchase  an  equally  convenient,  more  appropriate 
though  perhaps  less  Imposing  Temple,  and  at  ones  to  command  and 
to  accumulate  a  large  and  effective  Fond  for  the  exalted  purpose  of 
Charity.  These  are  Kesulta  within  the  Immediate  reach  of  the 
Grand  Lodge,  and  towards  which  the  Judgment  and  Feelings  of 
your  Committee  are  Irresistably  Impelled. 

Abstaining  from  a  Detail  as  to  the  Yarious  modes  by  which  the 
plan  may  be  effected,  a  Detail  whose  publicity  might  in  some  Degree 
affect  the  Interests  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  the  Committee  Tender  the 
adoption  of  the  following. 

Resolved,  That  a  Committee  of  Five  be  appointed  to  ascertain 
what  Price  can  be  obtained  for  the  Real  Estate  of  the  Grand  Lodge, 
and  to  Receive  proposals  for  the  Sale  of  a  Suitable  Building  for  its 
accommodation  t«  Report  to  the  Grand  Lodge  at  its  next  Meeting.

The  above  Besolution  was  on  Motion  made  and  Sec- 
onded Adopted,  and  B.  "W.  Grand  Master  was  pleased 
to  appoint  on  Said  Committee  Bros.  Josh.  E.  Chandler, 
Josh.  S.  Eiley,  Cornelius  Stevenson,  Wm.  Stephens 
and  Mark  Bichards. 

April  6.— A  specific  Proposal  was  received  from  the 
Franklin  Institute  to  the  following  effect :  To  give  for 
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the  Masonic  Hall  and  the  Land,  the  Smn  of  Seventy 
Five  Thousand  Dollars  in  Cash  and  the  Hall  of  the 
Institute  in  Seventh  Street,  occupying  60  feet  in  front 
and  about  100  feet  in  depth.  This  offer  was  made  upon 
the  understanding  that  another  Proposal  could  be  prof- 
fered in  a  few  days  which  would  not  include,  of  neces- 
sity, the  offer  of  their  own  Hall. 

The  Committee  offer  the  following  Besolution:  Be- 
solved.  That  a  Committee  be  appointed  with  Power  to 
Sell  the  Masonic  Hall  and  Lot  at  a  Price  not  less  than 
One  Hundred  and  Twenty  Thousand  Dollars,  and  that 
they  be  authorized  to  advertize  the  Premises  for  Sale, 
provided  that  in  their  Opinion  it  should  be  Deemed 
necessary  and  expedient. 

May  ^.— The  Committee  made  the  following  report: 

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  Duty  of 
ascertaining  what  sum  could  be  obtained  for  the  Beal 
Estate  of  the  Grand  Lodge  and  at  what  Price  another 
Suitable  Hall  could  be  Purchased,  beg  leave  to  Report. 

That  they  have  Beceived  from  the  Directors  of  the 
Philadelphia  Museum  an  offer  of  One  Hundred  and 
Fifteen  Thousand  Dollars  on  the  Condition  that  the 
Grand  Lodge  would  continue  to  occupy  or  hire  the 
parts  of  the  Hall  now  used  for  Masonic  Purposes  with 
the  exception  of  the  Chapter  Boom,  at  a  yearly  Bent  of 
Twelve  Hundred  and  Fifty  Dollars. 

The  Committee  have  also  received  from  the  Trustees 
or  Executive  Committee  of  the  Franklin  Institute  an 
offer  of  One  Hundred  and  Ten  Thousand  Dollars  with- 
out any  Conditions,  subject  however  to  the  approval  of 
the  Institute. 
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Brother  Robert  Kid  Continues  his  offer  of  the  Wash- 
ington Hall  for  Twenty  four  Thousand  Dollars. 

May  18. — The  Conmiittee  appointed  by  the  Grand 
Lodge  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  what  stun  could 
be  obtained  for  the  real  estate  of  the  G-rand  Lodge  and 
on  what  terms  another  Hall  could  be  obtained,  reported 
that  they  have  received  several  offers  and  conferred 
with  other  G-entlemen  as  to  the  m^ns  to  be  pursued 
for  Obtaining  the  full  Value  of  the  property  for  Sale, 
and  they  have  been  advised  to  offer  the  whole  for  Sale 
at  Public  Auction  and  they  respectfully  ask  advice 
from  the  Grand  Lodge  on  this  subject 

On  Motion,  made  and  seconded,  the  above  Commit- 
tee was  Continued,  and  that  it  was  further  Invested 
with  power  to  purchase  the  "Washington  Hall,  for  a 
Sum  not  exceeding  Twenty  Five  Thousand  Dollars 
Subject  to  the  Sale  of  the  Masonic  Hall. 

June  1, 1835. — The  Committee  reported  "That  they 
have  purchased  the  Washington  Hall  in  conformity 
with  the  Besolutlon  of  the  Grand  Lodge  at  the  price  of 
Twenty-five  Thousand  Dollars. 

Following  is  a  description  of  Washington  Hall  on 
the  west  side  of  Third  Street  above  Spruce  Street,  as  it 
originally  was  when  purchased,  prior  to  its  alteration 
for  Masonic  uses  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Pennsylvania. 

"  The  plan  of  the  Washington:  Hall  was  a  pBrallelagrain,  73  feet  in 
front,  by  138  feet  9  inches  deep.  The  elevation  presented  one  prin- 
cipal story,  raised  upon  a  high,  nistick  basement.  The  facade  on 
Third  Street  was  distinguished  by  a  grand  niche  of  22  feet  diameter 
sweeping  into  the  building,  on  the  principal  floor,  fronted  by  a 
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BBieea  of  eoltmma  of  the  Greek  lonick  character,  Buimoiuited  by 
their  entablature,  otqt  frhich  sprung  from  a  blocking  course,  a  aemi- 
cirenlar  arch,  equal  in  diameter  to  the  niche.  In  this  great  niche,  a 
statue  of  Washington  was  placed;  and  behind  were  smaller  niches 
to  receive  those  of  Penn  and  Hamilton.  Over  these  are  tablets  of 
decoration,  and  a  pannelled  canopy  crowns  the  whole.  On  the 
blockii^  over  the  entablature,  in  front  of  this  canopy,  an  Eagle  is 
represented  decendin^  with  a  wreath  of  victory,  below  this  niche,  on 
the  basement  story,  a  recess,  fronted  by  rustick  pillars  opens  an 
entrance  into  the  building.  On  each  side  of  this  recess  was  a  Email 
niche  for  Busts,  over  which,  in  the  principal  story,  and  above  the 
entablature,  were  tablets  of  trophies.  These  central  decorations  oc- 
enpyed  a  space  of  38  feet  on  the  plan,  projecting  fonr  feet  before 
the  interionr  parts  of  the  building,  and  rising  to  the  height  of  the 
main  cornice,  and  were  pierced  in  each  et^ry  with  a  single  window 
of  large  dimendons.  The  centre  building  being  elevated  by  the 
great  arch  of  the  niche,  steped  back  in  blocking  over  the  arch.  The 
return  of  the  building  to  the  Washington  Hall  Hotel,  carried  the 
same  character  of  finish  as  the  front,  and  the  whole  was  enclosed  from 
the  street  by  an  iron  psllisade. 

To  enter  the  building  you  ascended  a  low  flight  of  marble  steps, 
throng  the  recess  in  front,  and  passed  int«  a  circular  vestifaule, 
twenty  six  feet  in  diameter,  crowned  by  a  dome.  On  the  right  was  ' 
the  principal  staircase;  on  the  left  a  door  lead  ioto  an  office  or  com- 
mittee room,  twenty  feet  by  eighteen ;  in  front,  an  arch  way  opened 
into  a  passage  extending  the  whole  depth  of  the  building,  and  on  each 
side  of  this  arch  corresponding  apertures  lead,  the  one  on  the  left  to 
a  suite  of  rooms,  adjoining  to,  and  opening  into  the  Hotel;  that  on 
the  right  to  the  banqueting  room,  which  was  117  feet  in  length,  by  30 
feet  in  width,  circled  at  each  end,  the  walls  being  pierced  on  one 
side  by  windows,  and  on  the  other  by  great  folding  doors,  which, 
opening  across  the  passage  meet  corresponding  doors  opening  from 
the  opposite  rooms,  thns  forming  a  suite  of  apartments  capable  of 
containing  3,000  persons.  Two  communications  were  also  made  with 
the  adjoining  Hotel.  The  walls  of  the  great  banqueting  room  were 
decorated  with  pilasten  and  niches,  and  the  ceiling  groined  in  the 
eentre,  and  niched  at  each  end.  A  musick  gallery  was  erected  just 
over  the  entrance  from  the  vestibule. 

Ascending  the  principal  stairs,  yon  landed  in  a  second  vestibule. 
The  stairs  continued  up  to  the  galleries.  On  the  left  of  this  vestibule 
a  lai^  window,  descending  to  the  floor,  opened  into  the  great  niche. 
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At  the  end  of  the  veatibiile  a  door  lead  into  a  committee  room,  18 
feet  by  20;  and  turning  to  the  right,  yon  entered,  through  a  large 
folding  door,  into  the  grand  saloon.  This  room,  which  was  partiea- 
larly  appropriated  to  the  meetingB  of  the  Society,  was  one  bundnd 
and  twenty  feet  long,  and  nearly  seventy  feet  wide,  encircled  by  a 
doable  eolonade  sapporting  and  screening  gaUeriee.  Above  tbe  ent&b- 
Ifliture  of  tbe  npper  columns,  sprung  a  vaulted  ceiling  of  45  feet  in 
diameter.  This  vault  was  niched  at  the  end  next  to  the  entrance,  and 
tbe  circle  was  continued  down  to  the  floor,  opened  at  tbe  angles  by 
recesses,  and  fronted  by  columns.  The  whole  belgbt  of  the  saloon  was 
45  feet.  Tbe  columns  componng  the  eolonade  were  Greek  loniek 
below.  Over  its  entablature  ran  a  dwarf  balustrading,  enclosing  the 
galleries.  Above  this  was  a  eolonade  of  Attick  columns.  The  rostrum 
and  president's  disir  were  placed  a  little  in  front  of  tbe  mnsiek 
galleiy  at  tbe  west  end,  and  on  each  side  were  disposed  the  seats 
of  the  other  oSQcers  of  the  Society. 

The  Saloon  was  capable  of  eontsining  4,000  persons  with  perfect 
convenience,  and  if  crowded,  from  5,000  to  6,000  including  Uie 
galleries.  The  floor  betwera  the  colnmns  was  bo  constructed  as,  by 
means  of  screws  and  other  machinery,  to  he  rendered  elastic  for  tbe 
aecommodation  of  dancing  assemblies;  and  when  used  for  this  pur- 
pose tbe  drapery  curtains  which  are  proposed  as  decorations  between 
tbe  columns,  being  dropped,  the  space  behind  them  thna  rendered 
private,  could  be  appropriated  as  a  green  room,  promanade,  ic,  for 
such  as  do  not  dance. 

Tbe  roof  of  this  building  was  designed  and  executed  by  Mr.  Justus, 
tbe  Master  Builder,  was  constructed  in  such  a  manner  as  to  have 
all  its  weight  thrown  perpendicularly  upon  the  outer  walls,  so'  that 
no  part  of  it  bears  upon  the  columns  within;  consequently  tbe  floor 
of  the  Grand  Saloon  carried  simply  its  own  wei^t  and  part  of  that 
of  the  surrounding  galleries,  each  of  the  columns  of  which  rested 
upon  the  key  wedge  of  one  of  tbe  {prders. 

July  6.— Plans  were  submitted  for  alterations  in  the 
Washington  Hall  to  adapt  the  building  for  the  require- 
ments of  the  Grand  Lodge  and  Subordinate  Bodies. 
It  was  suggested  that  the  south  room  on  the  lower  floor 
be  used  as  a  Banquetting  Eoom,  while  the  smaller 
Apartments  would  furnish  excellent  Committee  Booms, 
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Furniture  Booms,  Ac.  One  of  them  could  with  slight 
Alterations  be  put  to  some  Valuable  Masonic  Purpose; 
while  the  Grand  Salon  was  to  be  divided  into  two  Halls, 
the  larger  of  which  was  for  the  use  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

The  alterations  to  the  New  Hall  were  commenced 
without  delay,  and  so  rapid  was  the  progress  during 
the  summer  and  auttmm  that  the  building  was  ready 
for  dedication  on  St.  John  the  Evangelist's  Day,  Dec. 
27, 1835. 

Elaborate  plans  were  made  for  the  consecration  of 
the  New  Building,  one  of  the  suggestions  made  was 
that  the  Grand  and  Subordinate  Lodges  proceed  to 
take  possession  of  their  new  hall  by  a  public  procession. 
After  several  meetings  of  the  representatives  of  the 
different  city  lodges  and  the  Grand  Officers,  it  was  de- 
cided against  any  public  procession  evidently  owing  to 
the  Anti-masonic  agitation  and  feeling  still  in  the  com- 
munity at  that  time. 

The  final  arrangements  for  the  dedication  were  made 
December  14,  1835,  by  the  following  Committee  ap- 
pointed by  the  Grand  Master:

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Betamed  Thanks  for  the  Honor  Conferrecl  on  him,  and  the 
Brethren  Composing  the  Committee  and  after  a  very  Beaoti- 
fol  and  Impressive  Speech  on  the  Purity  and  Benevolence  of 
the  order,  expressed  a  Hope  that  the  manner  in  which  the 
Woi^  had  been  executed  would  Meet  the  Approbation  of  the 
R  W.  Grand  Master  and  of  the  Fraternity,  and  requested 
Permission  to  deliver  up  the  Implements  of  Architecture. 

The  B.  W.  Grand  Master  then  expressed  his  higrh  Approba- 
tion of  the  Conduct  of  the  Architect  and  of  the  Committee  of 
Superintendence,  directed  the  Grand  Wardens  to  receive  the 
Implements  which  was  done,  and  Uiey  were  laid  on  the  Lodge,

With  privilege  to  the  Franklin  Institute  to  anticipate 
the  payment  of  the  whole  or  any  part  of  it  before  those 
days,  in  installments  of  not  less  than  five  thousand 
dollars,  on  giving  thirty  days'  notice;  and  guarantee  to 
be  given  by  the  Grand  Lodge  against  any  outstanding 
incumbrances  which  cannot  be  satisfied  at  once. 

Possession  of  the  entire  building  and  premises  an- 
nexed to  be  delivered  to  the  Franklin  Institute  by  the 
Grand  Lodge  on  the  first  day  of  March,  Ist  of  April  or 
Ist  of  May,  1836,  as  the  Grand  Lodge  may  prefer.* 

Early  in  the  year  1837  a  commercial  panic  swept 
over  the  land. 

The  great  benefits  which  were  expected  to  follow  the 
chartering  of  the  United  States  Bank  as  a  state  institu-

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tion  were  not  realized.  The  banks  which  had  expanded 
their  issues  were  drawing  them  in,  greatly  to  the  annoy- 
ance and  distress  of  many  of  their  debtors. 

Over-importation  of  foreign  goods  caused  heavy  ex- 
portation of  coin  to  Europe.  Under  all  the  circmn- 
stances  business  failures  were  made  frequent.  Trade 
was  dull.  Thousands  of  persona  were  out  of  employ- 
ment, and  the  collection  of  debts  was  a  difficult  matter. 
The  banks  stood  up  against  these  obstacles  until  the 
eleventh  of  May,  when  the  banks  of  Philadelphia  sus- 
pended, and  they  were  followed  in  that  action  by  the 
banks  all  over  the  country. 

Within  two  days  notes  of  twenty-five  and  fifty  cents 
and  upwards  printed  in  blue  ink,  were  issued  by  the 
city  and  immediately  went  into  circulation,  passing 
from  hand  to  band  as  coin  might  do.  The  example  of 
the  city  was  followed  with  little  delay  by  other  corpora- 
tions and  institutions,  who  took  occasion  of  the  public 
necessity  to  put  into  circulation  notes  of  five,  six  and 
a  quarter,  ten  and  twelve  and  a  half -cents  and  upwards. 
Specie  retired  entirely  from  circulation,  being  a  matter 
of  purchase  and  sale  by  brokers.  Even  the  old  red  cent 
became  scarce.  Distressing  consequences  followed  the 
bank  suspensions.  In  Philadelphia  there  were  insolv- 
encies and  general  suffering,  rents  went  down,  wages 
were  reduced,  prices  fell,  and  the  injury  was  universal. 

The  management  of  the  Franklin  Institute  w^  also 
caught  in  the  financial  panic  and  found  it  difScult  to 
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raise  the  necessary  current  funds  to  pay  the  accrued 
interest  on  the  mortgages.  In  this  extremity  they  fol- 
lowed the  course  of  the  city  and  other  institutions  by 
issuing  notes  of  a  dollar  and  fractions  thereof,  or  so- 
called  shinplasters,  for  the  specific  purpose  of  purchas- 
ing the  Masonic  Hall  on  Chestnut  Street.  Copies  of 
the  12J  cent  (or  Levy  note)'  and  quarter  of  a  dollar  are 
here  presented  in  fac-simile  as  will  be  seen  they  were 
made  "payable  at  the  Hall  of  the  Institute  one  year 
after  date  with  interest  at  the  rate  of  6  per  cent  per 
ATiTinm  and  being  part  of  a  loan  for  the  purchase  of  the 
Masonic  Hall,  Philadelphia."

The  Booms  up  stairs  if  the  Grand  Lodge  was  out  could  no 
doubt  be  rented  to  advantage  for  a  variety  of  exhibitions,  and 
would  bring  in  a  considerable  revenue  when  rented. 

All  efforts  of  the  Franklin  Institute  to  meet  the  nec- 
essary payments  and  interest  failed  nnder  the  stress 
of  the  times,  and  ultimately  ended  by  the  Grand  Lodge 
regaining  possession  of  the  Chestnut  Street  property 
in  1842. 

The  financial  panic  of  the  year  1837,  also  had  a  sin- 
ister effect  npon  onr  Grand  Lodge ;  as  many  of  the  Sub- 
ordinate Lodges  owing  to  the  financial  crisis  and  the 
anti-Masonic  agitation  throughout  the  state  were  un- 
able to  meet  their  obligations  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  and 
in  many  cases  stirrendered  their  Warrants ;  even  Lodge 
No.  2,  the  oldest  Lodge  in  the  state  for  a  time  consid- 
ered the  surrendering  of  the  Warrant.

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^^■j^HE  third  decade  of  the  century  1830-1840 
d  *m  I  was,  as  has  heen  shown,  the  darkest  period 
&  '  L  ui  the  history  of  Freemasonry  in  America, 
^■^^  and  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Pennsylvania 
in  particnlar.  The  loss  of  their  fine  hall 
on  Chestnut  Street,  the  delinquency  of  so  many  of  the 
Subordinate  Lodges,  together  with  the  financial  panic 
which  swept  over  the  land,  ended  in  a  culmination  of 
disaster  to  many  of  the  Masonic  bodies  throughout  the 
State. 

At  the  outbreak  of  the  Morgan  excitement  in  1826 
there  were  one  hundred  and  thirty-one  active  lodges  on 
the  roster  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Pennsylvania. 

During  the  year  1827  there  were  four  lodges  war- 
ranted, one  of  which,  however,  No.  214,  Summit  Level 
Lodge,  Head  of  Conneaut  Lake,  Erie  County,  Decon- 
ber  2,  1827,  was  never  constituted. 

In  the  year  1828  there  was  hut  one  Lodge  warranted, 
viz:  No.  215,  Laurel  Lodge,  Uniontown,  Fayette 
County,  June  2, 1828,  but  was  soon  after  vacated. 

In  the  two  following  years,  1829-1830,  there  were  no 
new  Lodges  formed  in  the  State.  In  the  next  year 
1831,  a  single  new  Lodge  was  set  up,  viz:  No.  216, 
Pulaski  Lodge,  Pottsville,  Schuylkill  County,  June  6, 
1831,  which  is  stiU  as  active  lodge  on  the  roster.  With 
this  single  exception  no  new  lodge  was  warranted  dur- 
ing the  entire  decade  1830-1840. 
The  following  extract  from  the  report  read  at  the 
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Centennial  Celebration  of  Lodge  No.  2  in  1859  gives 
■as  an  insight  into  the  conditions  during  that  period  of 
depression. 

"But  the  darkest  time  in  the  History  of  Lodge  No.  2  was 
during  the  anti-masonic  excitement.  During  the  years  1836, 
1837  and  1838,  the  Lodge  had  frequently  to  adjourn  for  want 
of  sufficient  members  to  open,  and  to  the  exertions  of  a  few 
worthy  brethren  (among  whom  stands  prominent  our  present 
well-beloved  S.  G.  W.,  Brother  John  Thomson,  and  to  whom 
the  Lodge  passed  a  vote  of  thanks  in  December,  1839)  to  these 
few  is  the  Lodge  indebted  for  its  continued  existence.  The 
Grand  Secretary,  in  November,  1838,  says  "No  meetings  have 
been  held  from  July  10,  1837,  to  December  11,  of  the  same 
year:  nor  from  December  11,  1837,  to  March  12,  1838;  nor  in 
July  of  the  same  year,  owing  to  the  non-attendance  of  the 
members."  The  Grand  Secretary  hatt,  however,  great  pleas- 
ure in  stating  the  fact  that  a  number  of  young  and  intelligent 
Masons  are  about  to  join  this  old  and  highly  respectable  mem- 
ber of  the  Grand  Lodge  forthwith." 

At  a  stated  meeting  of  Lodge  No.  2,  held  March  12, 
1838,  there  were  four  members  of  the  lodge  present, 
besides  Brother  John  Thomson,  of  No.  51,  who  pre- 
sided; and  it  was  resolved,  That  the  secretary  be  di- 
rected to  furnish  a  list  of  the  members*  accounts,  and 
that  each  brother  be  notified  to  attend  a  special  meet- 
ing of  this  Lodge,  for  the  purpose  of  acting  on  the  fol- 
lowing resolution: 

"That  it  is  expedient  for  this  Lodge  to  Buirender  its  War- 
rant, and  that  the  proper  ofBcers  of  this  Lodge  make  an  inven- 
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tory  of  ihe  property  thereof,  and  Burrender  the  same  with  the 
ftmds  of  the  Lodge  and  its  Warrant  to  the  B.  W.  Grand 
liodge." 

This  resolution  came  tip  for  discussion  monthly  nntil 
the  stated  meeting  in  September,  when  the  arrange- 
ments allnded  to  in  the  Grand  Secretary's  report 
caused  it  to  be  indefinitely  postponed. 

Brother  William  Cummings''  presided  as  W.  M.  dnr- 

TWiUiMD  Cammliigs  vu,  at  the  time  of  his  death,  December  17, 
1889,  the  SealoT  Put  Master.  Born  in  Soothwark,  Philadelphia,  Feb- 
maiT  6,  1806.  His  petition  was  preseiited  March  13,  1S26,  when  he  was 
twenty  jearB  of  age.  His  reeommenders  were  P.  M.  Bro.  Joseph  Bntden, 
then  a  member  thirty-two  jears,  and  Bro.  Norrie  Stanley,  then  a  member 
for  twenty-three  years.  P.  M.  Bro.  E.  T.  Weaver,  Bros.  NiohoUs  Saring 
and  Chaa,  Oat  were  the  Committee.  He  waa  entered  April  10,  1S26, 
paseed  Uay  8  and  raised  Aognst  14,  1SS6;  Janior  Warden,  Deeember, 
lSa6;  Senior  Warden,  1827.  In  the  fall  of  I8Sg  bnEinesB  required  Um 
to  be  in  New  Orleans,  La.,  he  joined  In  the  ceremony  of  laying  the  comer 
Btone  of  the  Maeonie  Temple  in  tjiat  city.  In  1B34,  Junior  Warden,  1836, 
Senior  Warden.  During  1837-3S-39,  which  was  during  the  Morgan  ex- 
eitement,  he  served  as  Worahipfnl  Master  at  a  time  when  it  required  nerre 
to  acknowledge  oneself  a  Mason.  At  the  125th  Anniversary  of  the  Lodge 
he  responded  to  the  tout  "Oar  Veterans."  At  the  November  meeting, 
1886,  he  presented  the  petition  of  hiA  grandson,  now  P.  M.  Norrie  Stanley 
Barratt.  He  was  last  present  in  the  Lodge,  September  16, 188ft.  He  died 
the  following  December,  in  his  eighty-third  year.  From  1840  to,186G  be 
was  a  merchant  of  prominence,  owning  and  operating  his  own  dipper 
ships  over  the  world,  which  helped  give  the  port  of  Philadelphia  her  de- 
served prominence.  He  built  and  owned  the  following  vessels,  iSchoonert, 
Kathleen  and  Jcdin  McCrea.  Brig»,  Baron,  Stranger,  Pennsylvania,  Norris 
Stanley,  Delaware,  Joseph  Cowperthwait,  Emily  Cummings,  Qara,  Hunt- 
ress and  Calvert ;  Barqaei,  Mary  Irvine,  Cora  Linda,  Fairmoont,  Aaron  t, 
Harvey,  Ann  Elizabeth,  and  Margaret  Hugg;  Shipg,  Frigate  Bird,  and 
William  Cummings.  He  hod  extensive  trade  with  the  West  Indies,  Bahia, 
Bio  Janeiro  and  Montevideo,  South  America,  as  well  as  Ooree,  Gambia  and 
Sierra  Leone,  Africa;  Hong  Kong,  China,  and  San  Francisco,  OBlifomla. 
During  the  civil  war  be  was  an  active  member  of  the  Union  League  and 
helped  to  equip  the  118  Penna.  Yolonteers,  or  Com  Exchange  Regiment 
for  the  field.  He  was  a  director  of  the  Girard  National  Bank,  G<Hnmer- 
eial  Exchange  Ass'n,  Insurance  Co.  of  North  America,  Huntingdon  ft

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ing  all  this  time  of  trial  and  to  Ms  exertions,  aided  by 
Brothers  Thomson,  Barger  and  a  few  other  good 
Masons,  are  we  indebted  for  the  present  existence  of 
Lodge  No.  2.

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S  the  beginning  of  the  foarth  decade 
1840)  of  the  last  century  the  firmament 
if  the  Masonic  horizon  commenced  to 
ighten,  the  dark  clouds  of  antimasonry 
which  for  the  past  ten  years  had  dark- 
ened the  Masonic  sky,  had  began  to  scatter  and  event- 
nally  vanished  into  oblivion  to  become  nothing  more 
than  a  memory  or  a  blot  apon  onr  local  political 
history. 

In  the  year  1840  there  stood  but  forty-five  Subordi- 
nate Lodges  upon  onr  register.  No  less  than  eighty- 
six  lodges  appear  to  have  succumbed  to  the  insane  ex- 
citement and  political  agitation,  known  as  Anti- 
masonry. 

The  first  Lodge  to  be  warranted  by  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Pennsylvania  after  the  anti-masonic  venom  had  sub- 
sided was  No.  218,  Honesdale  Lodge,  Honesdale, 
Wayne  County,  September  4,  1843. 

It  was,  however,  not  until  the  year  1846,  that  it  may 
be  said  that  the  anti-agitation  had  subsided.  This  is 
shown  by  the  phcenix-like  revival  of  the  Masonic  fra- 
ternity throughout  the  State  not  alone  were  petitions 
for  new  Lodges  presented,  but  many  of  the  Lodges 
who  had  surrendered  their  warrants  during  the  excite- 
ment gradually  sent  petitions  to  the  Grand  Lodge  for 
reinstatement.

The  abandonment  of  the  Chestnut  Street  Hall  and 
the  occupation  of  Washington  Hall  on  Third  Street 
proved  to  be  but  a  temporary  episode  in  the  history  of 
the  Grand  Lodge.  The  craft,  more  fortunate  than 
the  Franklin  Listitute,  had  weathered  the  storm,  both 
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anti-Masonic  and  financial,  and  by  the  inability  of  the 
Franklin  Institute  to  comply  with  their  obligations, 
the  title  of  the  Chestnut  Street  Hall  in  1S41  again 
rested  ui  the  Grand  Lodge. 

The  Fraternity,  however,  did  not  again  occupy  the 
old  building  for  Masonic  purposes.  One  reason  for 
this  was  that,  during  the  past  six  years,  the  rooms  in 
the  building  had  been  rented  ont  indiscriminately  by 
the  new  owners,  so  that  by  the  time  of  its  reconvey- 
ance, it  had  become  a  place  of  a  somewhat  doubtful 
reputation. 

After  regaining  possession  the  G-rand  Lodge  at  once 
took  means  to  rent  the  building  to  responsible  and  re- 
spectable parties,  as  shown  by  following  report  made 
by  the  Committee  on  Finance,  at  the  Qrand  Quarterly 
Commmiication,  December  5,  1849,  viz:

The  undersigned  respectfully  reports  that  since  the  last 
meeting  of  the  Qrand  Lodge  he  has,  with  the  advice  of  the 
Grand  Officers,  rented  the  Boom  in  the  Chestnut  Street  Hall, 
known  as  the  Chapter  room  to  the  Commissioners  of  the 
County  of  Philadelphia  for  the  purpose  of  holding  a  court 
of  Justice,  at  a  rent  of  500$  per  anniun  and  ithat  he  has  rented 
the  refreshment  room  for  a  public  school  room  at  a  yearly 
rent  of  200$  there  has  also  been  rented  one  of  the  back  rooms 
on  the  Second  floor  as  a  private  School  Room  at  100$  per 
annum.  The  Gas  Company  Still  occupy  the  Workshop  in 
Lodge  St.  at  a  yearly  rent  of  175$  making  ithe  permanent  rent 
of  the  premises  in  all  975$  perannum.

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As  the  resolations  of  the  Grand  Lodge  restrict  tbe  Grand 
Treasurer  from  renting  for  a  longer  period  than  three  months 
without  their  approbation,  he  now  respeotfully  asks  tbe  ap> 
proval  o£  the  Grand  Lodge  to  the  foregoing  arrangement.

The  Official  Beintebment  of  G^ib&bd's  Remains,  and 

THE  BmLDINQ  OP  THE  NeW  ChEBTNTTT  StBBET 

Hall,  1850-1855 
1  the  beginniag  of  the  second  half  of 
tie  Dineteenth  century  a  new  era  of  pros- 
erity  opened  up  for  the  Masonic  Fra- 
emity  in  Pennsylvania. 
The  first  event  of  importance  in  this 
decade  was  the  reinterment  of  the  remains  of  Brother 
Stephen  Girard.    Different  accounts  of  this  event  have 
come  down  to  as  from  both  Catholic  and  secular 
sources;  the  actual  facts,  however,  as  gleaned  from 
documents  in  our  archives  are  as  follows ; 

As  stated  in  a  previous  chapter,  Brother  Stephen 
Girard  was  buried  December  31,  1831,  in  the  ground 
adjourning  the  German  Holy  Trinity  Eoman  Catholic 
Church,  at  the  northwest  comer  of  Spruce  and  Sixth 
Streets. 

A  plain  flat  slab  supported  by  bricks  was  placed  over 
the  vault  which  contained  the  remains.  This  was  about 
the  middle  of  the  ground  adjoining  the  church  toward 
the  north,  and  immediately  adjoining  the  fence  and 
walk  which  runs  beside  the  north  church  wall.    After 
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the  remains  were  finally  taken  away,  this  slab  was  also 
removed,  leaving  nothing  whatever,  to  mark  the  spot 
where  the  remains  of  the  great  merchant,  banker  and 
philanthropist  had  reposed  for  nineteen  years. 

When  the  main  building  of  the  College  was  nearing 
completion,  the  commissioners  of  the  Girard  estate  and 
the  city  anthorities  commenced  to  make  arrangements 
for  the  diBinterment  of  the  remains  of  the  great  philan- 
thropist where  they  had  rested  for  the  past  nineteen 
years  in  the  vault  adjoining  Holy  Trinity  Church  at 
Sixth  and  Spruce  Streets  and  removing  them,  to  what 
was  to  be  their  final  resting  place  within  the  grounds 
of  the  college,  as  might  he  determined  upon  by  the 
Board  of  Commissioners  of  the  Girard  estate. 

There  are  many  conflicting  stories  told  about  the 
removal  of  G-irard's  remains,  to  be  found  both  in 
Catholic  and  Masonic  as  well  as  secular  sources.  Ap- 
parently most  of  these  accounts  differ,  and  in  some 
cases  directly  contradict  one  another.  To  thoroughly 
solve  this  question,  and  arrive  at  the  truth,  and  the 
actual  facts  of  what  took  place  in  the  premises  on  those 
occasions  has  been  oar  task.  For  this  purpose  the 
original  documents  of  the  Church,  Commissioners  of 
the  Girard  Trust,  the  Masonic  Fraternity,  court 
records,  and  the  periodicals  of  the  day  have  been 
searched,  with  the  following  results,  which  showed 
that  neither  the  Masonic  Fraternity  nor  the  Qrand 
Lodge  of  Pennsylvania  had  any  part  whatever  in  the 
removal  of  the  remains  from  the  vault  in  Trinity 
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Church-yard  in  January  1851.  At  the  final  disposi- 
tion, however,  of  the  remains,  September  30,  1851,  the 
Grand  Lodge  and  Masonic  Fraternity  had  charge  of 
the  oeremonies. 

At  the  time  of  the  removal  in  1851  the  old  anti- 
Catholic  feeling  known  as  the  Native  American  Move- 
ment still  Inrked  in  the  community,  and  as  it  was 
rmnored  that  the  removal  of  the  remains  was  objected 
to  by  the  authorities  of  the  German  Catholic  Church, 
feeling  against  them  ran  high.  Then  ag^n  there  had 
been  tronhle  in  the  holy  Trinity  congregation  between 
the  tmstees  and  the  ecclesiastical  authorities.  The 
church  had  been  closed  for  some  time,  but  a  new  set  of 
trustees  had  been  elected  and  the  church  was  reopened, 
for  religions  services,  November  24,  1850.'  It  was  to 
these  trustees  that  the  commissioners  of  the  O-irard 
Trust  applied  for  permission  to  remove  the  remains, 
after  having  first  secured  a  permit  from  the  Board  of 
Health,  dated  December  30, 1850.'  The  evident  cause 
for  this  action  of  the  city  authorities  nine  months  prior 
to  the  time  set  for  the  dedication  of  the  college  was  the 
fear  that  some  of  the  Girard  heirs  might  object  to  the 
removal,  and  would  attempt  to  prevent  the  disinter- 
ment by  legal  means,  if  possible,  a  condition  which 
afterwards,  as  will  appear,  proved  correct. 

The  committee,  consisting  of  Messrs.  George  B. 
Fisher  and  A.  G.  Waterman,  in  behalf  of  the  commis-

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sioners,  in  attending  to  their  duties,  engaged.^  Simon 
Gartland,  brother  of  Bishop  G^artland  of  Savaimah, 
the  leading  undertaker  for  CathoKcs  of  that  day,  to  at- 
tend to  the  removal  of  the  remains.* 

It  is  stated  that  Amberg  the  old  German  Totengra- 
ber  of  the  Church,"  at  first  refused  to  permit  the  open- 
ing of  the  vault,  but  being  told  that  if  the  body  was  not 
given  up  it  would  be  taken  by  force,  he  went  to  Bishop 
Kenrick  for  instruction,  who  told  him  that  he  must  give 
it  up,  saying  the  body  ought  never  to  have  been  buried 
there — *'Ee  was  not  a  Catholic  and  besides  he  ^ras  a 
Freemason."  It  is  farther  stated  that  Amberg  then 
entered  the  plea  with  the  bishop  that  it  was  Girard's 
will  that  he  should  be  buried  there,  and  if  he  was  not 
so  buried  the  will  would  be  broken  and  the  orphans 
would  suffer,  being  anxious  for  any  excuse  to  prevent 
the  body  from  being  given  up.  He  really  thought,  how- 
ever, that  such  a  clause  was  in  the  will,  and  that  to 
move  the  body  would  be  to  break  the  will.  We  can  xm- 
derstand  and  give  him  credit  for  this  conduct.  When 
finally  the  body  was  exhumed,  the  outer  or  wooden 
coffin  was  found  to  be  partly  decayed.  The  inner  or 
leaden  one  was  intact.  This  when  taken  out  was  placed 
in  a  rough  pine  box,  and  taken  away  in  the  undertaker's 
wagon,  while  the  empty  wooden  coffin  was  again  low- 
ered into  the  vault.

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The  exact  day  when  this  took  place  ia  not  definitely 
known,  that  it  was,  however,  dnring  the  first  week  of 
January,  1851  (evidently  Jannary  6  or  7),  is  shown 
by  the  records  of  the  Board  of  Commissioners.* 

The  remains  in  the  original  leaden  coffin  were  at 
once  taken  to  Qartland'a  establishment,  Thirteenth 
Street,  above  Chestnut,  comer  of  (now)  Clover  Street. 

When  the  Undertaker  reached  his  shop  the  coffin  was  placed 
in  the  {fatter  of  his  yard,  after  having  holes  in  it  to  allow  sach 
matter  ito  escape  as  would  mn  therefrom.^ 

Either  npon  the  evening  of  the  day  of  the  exhnma- 
tion  or  the  day  following  it  had  been  arranged  to  open 
the  lead  coffin  in  presence  of  a  number  of  persona  who 
were  members  of  the  City  Councils  and  the  Girard 
Trust.  The  story  goes  that,  immediately  upon  raising 
part  of  the  metal  covering,  a  quantity  of  gas  burst  out 
and  was  exploded  by  the  flame  of  a  candle,  singeing  the 
beard  of  Mr.  Waterman,  a  member  of  the  committee 
and  one  of  the  City  Councils.* 

The  remains,  according  to  the  undertaker  Q-artland, 
were  in  a  very  poor  condition,  and  there  was  nothing 
left  to  distinguish  them  whatever— a  skull  and  a  hand- 
ful of  bones,  was  all  that  remained  in  the  casket. 

The  lead  coffin  was  at  once  seeled  np  again,  and 
placed  in  a  new  cloth-covered  coffin,  and,  as  shown  by

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the  comznissioners'  records,  were  taken  to  the  college 
on  the  ninth  of  January. 

January  8, 1851,  President  Lancaster  called  a  meet- 
ing of  the  board  of  commissioners  of  the  Girard  Estate 
together  for  the  purpose  of  receiving  a  report  from 
the  committee  appointed  to  examine  the  condition  of 
the  tomb  of  the  late  Stephen  Girard,  and  to  make  such 
arrangements  as  will  place  his  remains  under  and  sub- 
ject to  the  control  of  this  board, 

Mr.  Fisher,  from  said  committee,  submitted  the  fol- 
lowing report : 

To  THE  COHIflSSIONSBS  OP  THB  GiBABD  ESTATES. 

OentUmeii: — 

Tour  Committee  appointed  to  confer  with  the  Trustees  of 
the  Holy  Trinity  Choreh  and  others  having  authority  in  the 
premises,  iu  relation  to  the  removal  of  the  remains  of  Stephen 
Oirard,  beg  leave  to  report. 

That  they  have  attended  to  the  duties  assigned  to  them  and 
having  obtained  the  necessary  authority,  have  removed  the 
remarna  from  the  Holy  Trinity  Church  Yard  to  the  premises 
of  Mr.  S.  Gartland,  undertaker,  21  S.  Thirteenth  Street,  where 
they  await  the  acUon  of  the  Board.

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Stephen  Oirard  to  the  Girard  College,  where,  after  some  ap- 
propriate ceremonies,  conducted  "by  the  President  of  tbe  Col- 
lege, were  had  in  presence  of  the  Orphans,  Teachers,  &c.,  they 
deposited  the  remains  in  the  north  west  room  in  the  third  story 
of  the  College,  first  placing  the  coffin  in  a  cedar  ease,  and 
screwing  and  sealing  the  same ;  the  room  was  locked  by  me 
and  the  bey  placed  in  possesion  of  the  President  of  tbe 
College.

As  tile  time  drew  near  for  the  propoaed  ceremonial 
re-interment,  the  fears  of  the  Commissioners  of  the 
Girard  Tmst  and  City  Councils  were  realized,  that  at- 
tempts would  be  made  by  some  of  the  heirs  to  prevent 
by  legal  metms,  the  placing  of  tiie  remains  in  the  mar- 
ble sarcophagus  in  the  vestibole  of  Girard  College. 

These  heira  contended  that  Girard  had,  by  the  terms 
of  his  will,  desired  burial  in  consecrated  ground,  that 
the  removal  was  illegal,  and  they  attempted  to  take  out 
an  injunction  to  prevent  the  interment  at  the  College 
with  Masonic  ritual.  The  agitation  was  further  en- 
hanced by  the  reports  that  the  Masons  throughout  the 
State  had  determined  to  march  in  the  funeral  proces- 
sion with  extraordinary  pomp  and  numbers,  it  being 
their  first  public  demonstration  after  the  anti-Masonic 
excitement  caused  by  the  murder  of  Morgan. 

It  appears  that  the  opposing  heirs  prior  to  the  filing 
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of  the  petition  in  Court  for  an  injanction,  had  the  tomb 
of  G^irard  in  Trinity  Church  yard  again  opened,  and  the 
empty  wooden  coffin  brought  to  the  surface.  Simon 
Gartland  and  James  McGKnnis,  his  assistant,  had  charge 
of  this  matter.  Quoting  the  Catholic  accounts  (Amer- 
ican CathoUc  Historical  Researches,  Vol.  28,  pp.  17-20)  ■ 
two  boys,  James  O'Reilly  and  Andrew  Jackson  Eeilly, 
later  Crier  of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas,  who  were 
present  at  the  time,  "state  that  as  the  coffin  was  raised 
and  reached  the  surface  of  the  ground,  and  explosion 
(T)  occurred,  with  a  detonating  sound  lite  the  heavy 
atriMng  of  a  bass  drum."  Everybody  fell  back  ex- 
cept McGiimis,  who  supported  his  employer.  The  lid 
was  raised,  one  side  was  wrecked.  On  looking  into 
tiie  Coffin  there  was  no  vestige  of  the  body,  not  even 
a  button,  or  shreds  of  cloth,''  though  something  might 
have  spilled  back  into  the  vault.  The  empty  coffin 
was  hastily  placed  into  a  box  prepared  for  it  and  t^en 
to  Gartland's  establishment."'* 

Following  is  an  account  of  the  efforts  made  by  the 
opposing  heirs  to  obtain  an  injunction  against  the  re- 
interment of  Girard's  remains  with  Masonic  honors, 
together  with  the  order  of  the  Court,  refusing  to  grant 
a  special  injunction.

In  Be  Stepbeo  Oirard. 

September  26,  1851. 

Judges  Edward  King,  Parsons  and  Kelly. 

1.  Equity  will  restrain  the  removal  of  a  bod;  from  a  com- 
mon  burial  ground,  against  the  consent  of  the  relatives  of  the 
deceased. 

2.  But  the  Court  cannot  interfere  where  the  body  has  been 
actually  removed  under  claim  of  right  before  final  hearing, 
to  compel  the  restoration  of  the  tody  to  its  former  place  of 
interment. 

3.  The  Councils  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  having  re- 
moved the  remains  of  the  late  Stephen  Girard  from  the  bury- 
ing ground  of  a  church  in  which  he  had  directed  them  by  his 
will  {o  be  placed,  and  left  them  temporarily  with  an  under- 
taker in  order  to  a  subsequent  removal  to  a  Sarcophagus  at 
Girard  College,  accompanied  by  Masonic  and  other  ceremo- 
nies, the  consent  of  the  Board  of  Health  and  of  the  trustees  of 
the  church  having  been  previously  obtained  to  the  removal, 
a  preliminary  injunction  a^ed  for  by  Mr.  Girard's  relatives 
was  refused. 

4.  If  the  executors  of  a  deceased  decline  interfering  in  such 
a  case,  the  relatives  may  be  parties  alone. 

This  was  a  motion  for  an  injunction  to  restrain  the  City 
authorities  from  depositing  the  remains  of  the  late  Stephen 
Girard,  at  the  Girard  College. 

Mr.  Girard  directed  in  his  will,  that  his  remains  should  be 
buried  in  the  grounds  of  the  Holy  Trinity  Catholic  Church, 
near  the  remains  of  his  relatives,  being  in  the  Catholic  faith 
while  in  life. 
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It  is  alleged  that  the  city  authorities  forcibly  disintered  the 
remains  from  their  resting-place  in  the  Trinity  Church 
grounds  and  placed  them  in  the  custody  of  an  undert^er, 
who  took  them  to  bis  place  of  bnsineas,  where  he  has  kept 
them  ever  since.  It  is  further  alleged,  that  the  undert^er 
bored  holes  in  the  coffin  to  allow  snch  matter  to  escape  as 
would  run  therefrom^  and  that  he  placed  the  cofBn  containing 
the  remains  in  t£ie  gutter  of  hia  yard.  It  is  the  intention  of 
the  city  authorities  to  place  the  remains  of  Mr.  Girard  in  a 
Sarcophagus  constructed  for  that  purpose.  It  appears  that 
the  city  obtained  permits  from  the  Board  of  Health  and  trus- 
tees of  the  church  to  disinter  the  remains. 

Messrs.  Dallas  and  Cuyler,  who  appeared  for  the  executors 
of  Stephen  Girard,  stated  that  the  heirs  had  never  been  con- 
sulted,'* and  contended  that  the  remains  should  be  replaced  in 
the  grave  from  whence  they  were  taken,  as  they  had  been 
removed  from  their  resting-place  illegally,  and  in  violation  of 
the  deceased's  request. 

Mr.  Olmstead  appeared  for  the  city,  and  denied  the  allega- 
tions of  the  executors. 

Mr,  Dallaa  asked  that  the  rnnains  may  be  permited  to  re- 
main where  they  are,  or  be  ordered  back  to  their  former 
resting-place,  imtil  the  court  could  decide  the  question  be- 
fore it. 

Judge  King  suggested,  that  the  applicants  for  an  injunc- 
tion had  better  permit  the  city  to  proceed  with  her  cere- 
monies, and  place  the  body  in  the  Sarcophagus  at  the  Girard 
n  adopted  bf  the 

Setolved,  That  the  President,  in  connection  with  the  <5tj  Solidtor,  be 
requested  to  eommnaicate  with  the  relatives  of  the  late  Stephen  Girard,  in 
relation  to  tlie  re-internment  of  hia  remains,  and  their  wishes  in  regard  to 
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CoUe^,  imtil  the  question  can  be  decided,  as  it  is  a  novel  one, 
and  will  require  examination. 

This  was  objected  to. 

Mr.  Olmatead  contended  that  the  legal  title  to  the  remains 
was  in  the  city,  who  had  the  possession,  and  not  to  the  rela- 
tives or  executors. 

Judge  King  suggested  that  the  remains  be  put  into  the  Sar- 
cophagus and  placed  behind  his  statue,  for  safe  keeping, 
without  any  ceremony,  until  the  decision  could  be  had. 

Messrs.  DaUas  and  Cuyler  were  willing  that  this  should  be 
done,  but  some  difficulty  ocoured  as  to  diapeuMng  with  the  cere- 
mony. Mr  Waterman,  of  the  Common  Council,  was  present, 
and  said,  that,  so  far  as  he  was  concerned  he  would  agree  to 
it,  but  he  could  not  control  the  Masonic  Order  in  their  con- 
templated ceremony,  he  thought  it  better  so  to  deposit  the 
body  than  to  permit  it  to  remain  in  a  garret,  where  it  is  al- 
lied it  now  is. 

Judge  King  said,  that  as  it  was  alleged  the  the  depositing 
of  the  remains  of  the  deceased  at  the  College  would  be  offen- 
sive to  the  feelings  of  his  relatives,  he  thought  it  would  be 
better  to  suffer  the  question  to  remain  until  to-morrow  morn- 
ing, to  see  whether  some  agreement  coul  not  be  made  between 
the  parties  as  to  where  the  body  shall  be  kept  until  a  decision 
can  be  had. 

The  sQggestion  was  agreed  to. 

At  the  opening  of  the  Court,  on  Saturday,  September  26. 
1851,  Mr  Olmstead  stated  that  no  agreement  had  been  entered 
into  by  the  parties  in  relation  to  the  disposition  of  the  remains 
of  Stephen  Oirard 

Mr.  Cuyler  replied  that  they  were  agreed  that  the  body 
should  be  placed  in  the  Sarcophagus  without  any  ceremony, 
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nntil  the  Court  could  decide,  and  asked  that  the  body  be 
enjoined. 

Mr.  Olmttead  said  they  conld  have  no  control  over  the  cere- 
monies of  the  Masons,  as  they  had  invited  their  fellows  from 
all  parts  of  the  cotintry  to  participate  in  it,  and  that  portion 
of  the  matter  was  onder  their  immediate  eontrol.  He  said 
he  had  nothing  to  add  to  what  he  said  yesterday.  He  quoted 
Blackstone  to  show  that  the  relatives  had  no  title  in  the  bones 
or  ashes  of  their  ancestors.  There  were  no  religious  cere- 
monies contemplated,  and  the  petitioners  conld  not  object 
with  any  show  of  reason  on  that  ground. 

J.  M.  Bead  Esq.,  appeared  for  another  of  Girard's  rela- 
tives, John  P.  Girard,  who  was  one  of  the  heirs  at  law  of 
Stephen  Girard.  This  heir  had  often  informed  him  that  he 
was  in  favor  of  the  removal  of  the  remains  as  contemplated 
by  the  City.  This  settled  the  matter  as  to  one  of  the  rela- 
tives. According  to  Blac^tone,  the  remains  are  not  the 
property  of  any  body,  and  therefore  could  not  be  the  subject 
of  larceny,  and  consequently  not  the  subject  of  a  special  in- 
junction in  the  form  asked  for. 

The  relatives,  at  the  original  interment,  did  invite,  among 
others,  the  Masonic  Order.  The  objection  to  the  burial  now, 
with  Uie  Masonic  ceremony,  can  have  no  merit  in  it. 

The  plaintiffs  have  no  title  to  the  body.  If  any  body  has  a 
title,  it  would  be  the  executors,  who  had  charge  of  the  body 
until  it  was  buried. 

Have  the  parties,  applying  for  the  injonction  been  in 
timet  They  have  been  lying  by  for  months,  and  now  within 
a  few  days  of  its  re-intermcnt,  after  persons  from  all  parts  of 
the  United  States  are  on  their  way  to  join  in  the  ceremonies 
by  invitation,  they  ask  for  an  injunction.    No  religious  cere- 
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mony  will  be  observed  at  the  mtermeDt,  and  oonseqaently  the 
relig^ooB  feelings  of  the  petitionerB  will  not  be  wounded. 

Mr.  Dallas  replied  to  Mr.  Bead.  He  said  no  one  had  s 
higher  respect  for  Stephen  Girard  and  the  Order  of  Masons 
to  which  he  belonged,  than  himself.  He  was  about  to  pay 
proper  respect  to  his  remains  by  insisting  that  a  due  regard 
ahoold  be  paid  to  a  public  benefactor.  Has  the  City  the  right 
to  violate  the  graves  of  deceased  persons  T  And  is  this  Order 
of  Masons  prepared  to  allow  the  remains  of  their  deceased 
Members  to  be  taken  from  the  ^ave  and  treated  as  the  bill  sets 
forth  Uiis  body  has  been  treated  I  His  last  dying  request  was 
that  he  should  be  buried  as  he  was  origanally  buried,  in  the 
place  indicated  by  him.  His  body  or  his  bones  were  of  no 
value  to  any  body ;  but  he  would  call  upon  his  fellow  Masons 
and  the  City  authorities  to  religiously  carry  out  his  dying 
request, 

His  Executors,  after  his  death,  suggested  that  he  should  be 
placed  in  Ronaldson's  burying  ground,  temporarily,  until  a 
Monument  could  be  erected  at  the  College  contemplated  in 
his  will ;  but  his  relatives  interposed,  and  said  no,  let  his  last 
dying  wishes  be  respected,  and  placed  him  in  the  tomb  of  the 
friends  he  designated  in  his  will.  The  Roman  Catholic  bishop 
and  the  Clergy  attended  his  funeral  with  the  Masons,  but  ihe 
former  withdrew  when  the  Masonic  ceremonies  were  about  to 
conmienee.  The  ground,  however,  was  consecrated  ground. 
We,  who  are  Protestants,  may  not  perhaps  regard  this  as 
much.  But  let  us  see  who  is  going  to  throw  the  first  stone. 
Toleration  must  be  acknowledged  in  its  widest  sense,  and  the 
feeling  of  his  relatives  who  are  of  the  Catholic  faith,  must 
be  respected. 

This  tomb  was  violently  broken  open,  and  the  sepulchre 
profaned  without  the  knowledge  of  his  relatives.    Let  any  one 
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of  us  say  whether  we  would  permit  the  graves  of  our  ancestors 
thus  to  be  violated.  What  has  heen  done  with  hU  bodyt 
Taken  to  the  garret  of  the  undertaker,  and  exposed  to  shock- 
ing indignities.  The  coffin  has  been  penetrated,  and  the  sub- 
stance of  his  body  allowed  to  run  out  into  the  common  gutter. 
Do  not  talk  of  respect  for  the  grave,  when  the  dead  body  is 
subject  to  such  indignities.  When  his  relatives  heard  of  tiiis 
treatment  they  did  write  on  and  protest  agtunst  it,  and  ask 
that  the  body  be  again  conugned  to  its  original  resting-place. 
Nothing  is  commtinicated  to  the  heirs  nntil  the  day  is  fixed 
for  the  re-interment,  and  then  the  city  invites  the  heirs  to  be 
present  at  the  ceremony.  There  may  have  been  the  delay  of 
a  few  weeks.  But  when  was  the  invitation  sent  themt  On 
the  day  the  bill  was  filed ;  and  yet  it  is  asked  this  delay  is  to 
cure  all  difficulties. 

The  bill  does  not  contain  the  slightest  word  against  the 
honorable  body  of  Masons.  It  only  asks  that  the  Cily  shall 
not  place  the  body  where  th^  admit  the  city  can  exercise  no 
control  over  it.  A  dozen  or  a  hundred  persons  may  go  into 
the  Collie,  open  the  Sarcophagus,  and  do  with  the  body  just 
what  has  been  done  by  the  undertaker.  The  City  cannot 
control  them,  as  the  CoUege  is  under  the  control  of  officers  of 
its  own  body.  Now  as  to  the  nght  of  the  body.  Does  the 
admission  of  Mr.  Fabricus  Girard,  that  he  is  in  favor  of  the 
body  being  placed  in  the  College,  deprive  the  other  heirs  of 
their  rights!  He  is  in  OfBcer  of  the  College,  and  may  be 
supposed  to  act  from  interested  motives.  He  has  been  but 
recently  elected,  and  it  is  but  natural  to  suppose,  that  he  does 
not  wish  to  give  offence  to  those  who  can  dismiss  him:  and 
therefore  sanctions  the  removal.  By  his  will,  he  orders  his 
old  clothes  to  be  given  to  the  College,  to  be  kept  Uiere  as  a 
Memorial  of  him,  as  was  the  case  with  Washington,  in  another 
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instaace ;  bnt  he  does  not  even  intimate  that  hia  body  is  to  go 
there.  Stealing  a  i)ody  from  the  grave  for  the  purpose  of  re- 
interring  it,  has  been  said  not  to  be  actionable  at  law.  This 
might  pnzzle  a  lawyer,  but  there  were  sacred  feelings  in  the 
homan  heart  that  were  not  to  be  trifled  with. 

Jadge  King  remarked,  that  he  settled  this  question  yester- 
day, by  stating,  that  a  Court  of  Chancery  would  act,  and  that 
it  was  not  worth  while  to  labor  on  that  point. 

Sir.  Dallas  resumed ;  that  the  decision  of  Judge  Story  was 
full  to  the  points  that  he  had  pressed  upon  the  attention  of 
the  Court.  Judge  Story  holds  "that  the  remedy  must  be 
sought,  if  at  all;  in  the  protecting  power  of  a  Court  of 
Chancery,  operating  by  its  injunction  to  preserve  the  repose 
of  the  ashes  of  the  dead  and  the  religions  sensibilitieB  of  the 
living."  The  executors  do  not  appear  to  claim,  as  there  are  no 
executors ;  they,  while  acting,  delivered  the  body  over  to  the 
heirs.  It  is  said  they  have  no  property  in  the  remains  now. 
But  they  took  the  leaden  coffin,  to  which  the  heirs  have  a 
right,  and  the  grave  clothes.  The  doctrine  of  the  city  is,  "the 
first  who  grabs  shall  keep."  Under  this  doctrine  graves  may 
be  violated  with  impunity,  and  the  religious  feelings  of  a 
whole  community  shocked.  The  bill  asks  that  the  body  may 
be  ordered  back  to  the  Vault  from  which  it  was  taken.  But  he 
and  his  colleague  had  agreed  that  it  should  he  placed  in  the 
Sarcophagus  without  ceremony,  until  the  question  could  be 
determined  finally  and  definitely. 

The  relatives  of  Stephen  Girard  cannot  agree  to  any  defi- 
nite arrat^ement  in  the  disposition  of  the  body,  where  cere- 
monies to  which  they  object  are  to  be  observed. 

Judge  King  said  that  the  question  involved  in  the  case,  was 
of  more  than  ordinary  interest.  No  analogous  could  he  found 
in  the  English  or  American  annals.    la  there  not  that  in  our 
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laws  which  guarantees  the  Secnrity  of  the  Sepulchre  t  If  any 
person  in  mere  wantonness,  Bhoold  break  into  the  grave,  and 
tahe  awa?  the  body,  the  criminal  law  would  furnish  a  remedy. 
And  it  wonid  eren  act  in  a  prerentiTe  manner.  In  caaes  like 
the  present,  however,  the  law  has  famished  no  remedy. 

It  is  proper,  therefore,  that  a  Court  of  Chancery  should 
provide  a  remedy.  Where  a  person  was  buried  in  a  common 
bnrjring  ground,  where  the  title  did  not  paas,  the  law  did  not 
famish  a  remedy  in  reference  to  a  removal ;  but  a  chancellor 
woold  intervene,  to  prevent  the  desecration  of  the  grave, 
otherwise  bloodshed  and  violence  would  be  the  conseqnenee. 
If  I  had  been  applied  to,  before  the  removal  of  the  body,  I 
would  have  interfered.  But  tliia  is  not  the  case  here.  The 
city  daima  as  the  rlaiduary  legatee,  and  her  motive  was  to 
indicate  respect  and  honor  for  the  memory  of  the  man. 

If  the  executors  choae  to  disclaim  it,  they  might  have  done 
so,  if  they  were  executors,  but  if,  they  disclaimed,  the  rela- 
tives might  be  parties  alone.  In  all  these  aspects  a  court  of 
equity  could  interfere.  But  tiie  body  has  been  removed,  and 
the  relatives  had  a  knowledge  of  it.  Even  here  the  Court 
can  interfere ; 

but  ordering  the  body  back  to  its  former  place,  would  be 
deciding  the  case.  We  are  not  asked  to  do  this  now.  It 
would  be  deciding  the  case  before  a  hearing.  This  a  court 
never  does  in  granting  a  special  injunction. 

The  body  must  be  placed  temporarily  in  some  respectable 
resting  place.  Where  so  proper  a  place  as  in  the  Sarcophagna 
at  Girard  College,  instead  of  the  garret  where  it  now  ist  The 
final  decision  of  this  case,  from  its  nature,  cannot  be  g^ven 
under  six  or  nine  months,  and  then  an  appeal  lies  to  the 
Supreme  Court.  How  much  better  then  to  have  it  deposited 
in  the  place  contemplated  than  to  have  it  a  weight  upon  the 
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community.    This  appears  to  have  been  agreed  upon  by  both 
parties. 

The  diffienlty,  however,  appears  to  be  about  the  ceremony. 
Some  persons  mnst  deposit  the  body,  as  it  ia  to  be  deposited, 
and  what  difference  does  it  make  whether  few  or  many  attend 
the  interment  T  or  whether  the  Masons  or  any  other  body  at> 
tendt  No  reli^ous  ceremonies  are  in  contemplation.  He 
would  therefore  refuse  the  special  injunction  to  the  extent 
prayed  for,  and  suffer  the  city  to  proceed  to  inter  the  body 
temporarily,  until  its  final  resting  place  should  be  determined 
by  the  Coort." 

The  Board  of  the  G-irard  Estate  after  the  removal 
of  the  remains  to  the  college  had  a  sarcophagus  of 
Italian  marble  prepared  by  the  firm  of  M.  &  P.  Baird, 
of  Philadelphia,  at  a  cost  of  $1,472.50,  wherein  what 
was  left  of  the  great  philanthropist  was  to  be  placed 
with  Masonic  ritnal.  The  day  set  for  this  final  cere- 
mony was  Ttiesday,  September  30,  1851. 

In  addition  to  the  Masonic  Fraternity,  invitations 
were  extended  by  the  board  to

This  being  the  first  public  procession  of  the  Masonic 
Fraternity  since  the  Anti-Masonic  blight  had  swept 
over  the  State,  great  preparations  were  made  by  the 
Grand  Lodge  to  make  th«  pageant  imposing  and  im- 


The  following  advertisement  was  inserted  in  the 
daily  papers  of  September  22, 1851 : 

"Masonic  Fasade.  The  order  will  have  a  grand  parade  on 
Tuesday,  the  30th  inst,  upon  the  occanon  of  the  re-interment 
of  the  remains  of  the  late  Stephen  Girard  in  the  College 
gronnds.  The  address  wiU  be  delivered  by  the  Honorable 
Joseph  B  Chandler." 

Orders  were  issned  to  the  Bloe  Lodges  to  insure 
uniformity  of  dress,  as  set  forth  by  the  Grand  Lodge 
at  the  Special  Commuuioation,  August  4,  the  latter 
furnishing  the  blue  silk  scarfs  and  white  aprons 
trimmed  with  blue.  A  number  of  these  scarfs  and 
aprons  are  in  the  Museum  collection. 

On  the  morning  of  September  30  the  various  sub- 
ordinate Lodges  met  at  different  points  at  nine  o'clock, 
forenoon,  and  proceeded  to  the  hall  on  South  Third 
Street,  where  the  Grand  Lodge  was  assembled.    Here

a  member.  This  arrangement  placed  Lodge  No.  3  in 
the  rear  of  No.  2. 

It  was  not  until  eleven  o'clock  that  the  G^rand  Mar- 
shal, Bro.  James  B.  Baggs,  gave  orders  to  move  the 
procession.

The  stewards  of  the  O^irard  Charity  Fnnd  came  next, 
and  were  followed  by  the  Philadklphia  Gbat's 
Bahd. 

The  Q^rand  Lodge  occupied  the  left,  as  the  post  of 
honor. 

The  procession  marched  down  Third  Street  on  the 
west  side  to  South  Street,  countermarching  on  the  east 
side  up  Third  to  Walnnt,  np  Walnnt  to  Fourth,  np 
Fourth  to  Chestnut,  up  Chestant. 

When  the  rear  of  the  line  reached  the  front  of  the 
State  House,  they  were  joined  by  members  of  the  City 
Councils  and  officers  of  the  Corporation. 
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The  proceasion  then  moved  np  Chestnut  to  Twelfth, 
np  Twelfth  to  Eidge  Eoad,  thence  direct  to  the  college 
gronnds,  where  it  arrived  a  short  time  before  one 
o'clock.  The  head  of  the  procession  passed  in  and 
around  the  immense  walks  of  the  college  grounds, 
going  nearly  the  whole  circuit  before  the  rear  arrived 
within  the  enclosure.  The  ranks  were  then  opened  and 
the  Gmnd  Lodge,  the  corporate  authorities,  and  the 
remains  of  Qirard  passed  through  the  lines,  making  a 
full  circuit  of  the  walks,  and  passing  to  the  front  and 
east  side  of  the  main  building  of  the  college. 

The  remains  of  the  deceased  were  contained  in  a 
handsome  co£Gn,  covered  with  black  cloth  and  a  Masonic 
apron,  and  was  borne  by  eight  Past  Masters  of  the 
Order.  The  four  Past  Grand  Masters  acting  as  pall 
bearers,  on  arriving  at  the  platform  on  the  eastern  side 
of  the  main  building,  were  placed  in  front  of  the  speak- 
er's  stand  and  the  officers  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  civil 
authorities,  stewards  and  a  number  of  others  took  tbeir 
places  on  the  staging  behind  and  around  the  bier.  The 
main  body  of  the  Order  were  then  brought  into  close 
column,  or  mass,  between  the  staging  and  the  college, 
where  they  stood  to  hear  the  oration.  The  several 
movements  of  the  line  inside  of  the  enclosure,  in  pass- 
ing from  the  gate  to  the  stage,  over  the  winding  paths, 
were  exceedingly  picturesque  and  displayed  the  whole 
body  to  great  advantage. 

When  the  procession  had  formed  in  front  of  the 
speaker's  stand,  and  the  orphans,  to  the  number  of 
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three  bnndred,  were  arranged  on  the  steps  of  the  col- 
lege, a  Masonic  dirge,  composed  expressly  for  the  oc- 
casion, by  Dr.  W.  P.  Cannington,  the  accomplished 
leader  of  the  orchestra  of  the  Walnnt  Street  Theatre, 
was  performed  by  Beck's  Philadelphia  Brass  Band, 
assisted  by  several  of  the  members  of  Dr.  Cunnington's 
orchestra  and  some  of  the  Freeman's  Washington  and 
the  Pennsylvania  comet  bands. 

The  music  was  a  beautifnl  piece  of  composition, 
solemn,  impressive  and  grand,  and  was  performed  in 
an  excellent  manner  on  thirty-one  instmments. 

At  the  conclnsion  of  the  dirge  the  Hon.  Joseph  B. 
Chandler  delivered  an  elaborate  enlogy  in  a  clear  and 
distinct  voice.  ^' 

After  the  orator  had  closed  his  remarks,  William 
Whitney,  E.  W.  Grand  Master  of  Pennsylvania,  made 
a  short  address,  in  which  he  introduced  the  nsnal  re- 
marks, and  referred  to  the  ceremonies  peculiar  to  the 
funeral  of  a  Mason.  The  dirge  was  then  repeated  by 
the  band  and  the  line  was  reformed  and  the  cofBn  car- 
ried to  the  vestibule  of  the  college,  where  it  was  de- 
posited in  the  beautiful  marble  sarcophagus  con- 
structed in  the  rear  of  the  statue  of  Qirard, 

The  procession  passed  through  the  college,  each 
member  placing  the  sprig  of  evergreen  carried  by  >iim 
in  the  coffin  as  they  walked  by  it ;  and  the  whole  then  re- 
turned from  the  solemn  ceremonies  at  the  college  to  the 
Masonic  Hall,  where  the  parade  was  dismissed.

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In  the  evening  of  the  day,  a  complimentary  Masonic 
collation  was  given  by  the  Grand  Lodge  to  their  visit- 
ing brethren  at  the  Mnsical  Fond  Hall  on  Locnat  Street 
above  Eighth.  One  of  the  menus  has  come  down  to 
ns.  The  collation  was  prepared  at  Jones'  Exchange 
Hotel,  77  and  79  Dock  Street,  who  were  the  leading 
caterers  in  the  city  at  that  time. 

The  following  account  of  the  aSair  was  inserted  in 
tiie  minntes  of  Lodge  No.  2,  October  20,  185X,  as  it 
states  as  a  memorial  for  the  future  Pursuant  to  an  Li- 
vitation  given  to  the  E,  W.  Q.  Lodge  of  the  State  of 
Pennsylvania  by  the  Corporation  of  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia, which  invitation  was  extended  by  the  B.  W. 
Ot.  M.  to  all  the  subordinate  Lodges  within  tiie  jurisdic- 
tion of  the  E.  W.  G.  liodge  to  participate  in  the  Cere- 
monicB  attending  the  re-interment  of  the  remains  of 
our  deceased  Br.  Stephen  Girard.

K  P  L  vania,  was  the  laying  of  the  comer  stone  of 
^l^r  the  new  Masonic  Hall  in  Chestnnt  Street, 
below  Eighth,  on  the  site  of  the  old  Hall 
of  1809  and  1820,  which  had  been  demolished  to  ^ve 
room  for  the  new  and  enlarged  sttnictnre,  still  cher- 
ished in  tiie  memory  of  the  Masonic  Ant^enis  and 
Fe/era»w. 

The  day  set  for  the  imposing  Ceremony  was  Mon- 
day, November  21,  1853.  The  day  dawned  raw,  cold 
and  wet^  and  as  noon  approached  a  cold  rain  fell  in 
torrents.  This,  however,  did  not  deter  the  brethren 
from  carrying  ont  the  fall  program  as  originally 
mapped  out 

A  daguerreotype  of  the  scene  was  taken  from  a  win- 
dow on  the  opposite  of  the  Street,  a  copy  of  which  is 
shown  upon  the  opposite  page. 

NotwithBtanding  this  notoward  event  an  immenBe  crowd 
gathered  to  witness  the  imposing  ceremonies,  and  Cliestnat 
Street  and  Lodge  Alley  were  both  thronged  by  curioiu  spec- 
tators. The  windows  of  the  stores  opposite,  on  Cbestnnt 
Street,  were  Med  witii  ladies.  A  large  body  of  police  was  in 
attendance,  and  prevented  disorder. 

The  joist  bad  been  laid  for  the  basement  floor  of  the  new 
ball,  and  they  were  securely  boarded  over  for  the  accommoda- 
tion of  the  Craft  and  other  spectators  of  the  exercises.  A 
spacious  and  comfortable  area  was  thus  formed;  it  was 
crowded  by  persons  anxious  to  witness  the  scene. 
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On  the  eaat  side  a  platform  was  erected  for  the  accommoda- 
tion of  the  Grand  OfScers,  the  Grand  Master  having  an  ele- 
vated spot  in  the  middle,  npon  which  was  placed  the  ancient 
Oriental  Chair  once  filled  by  Lafayette. 

On  either  side  of  the  Grand  Master's  seat,  arm  chairs  were 
placed  for  the  use  of  the  Grand  Officers. 

There  were  also  ample  accommodations  for  tbe  invited 
(niests,  among  whom  we  noticed  the  Mayor,  Recorder,  City 
Councils,  the  Marshal  of  Police,  &c.  The  press  was  also 
well  provided  for. 

On  the  west  side  of  the  area  a  large  platform  was  erected 
for  a  most  excellent  and  extensive  choir  and  capital  orchestra, 
which  were  under  the  efficient  direction  of  Bro.  Wm.  P.  Cnn- 
nington.    The  arrangements  throughout  were  most  complete.

The  Grand  and  Past  Grand  Officers,  Building  Committee, 
Architect,  &c.,  were  at  a  convenient  place  in  the  neighbor- 
hood. At  half  past  eleven  o'clock  they  repaired  to  the  spot 
in  procesaion,  clothed  in  full  regalia ;  the  orchestra  playing  a 
grand  march.

The  Coenee  Stone. 

The  comer  stone  is  formed  of  a  block  of  brown  stone,  five 
feet  long,  by  three  in  width,  and  two  in  depth. — The  cavity 
is  three  feet  long,  by  one  foot  wide  and  one  deep.  On  the 
upper  face  of  the  stone  is  tbe  following

"This  Corner  Stone  of  the  sew  Masonic  Hall  of  the  Or&nd 
Lodge  of  Pennsylvania,  was  laid  on  the  2lBt  day  of  Novem- 
ber, A.D.  1853,  A.  L.  5853,  with  appropriate  ceremonies,  by 
Anthony  Boumonville,  Esq.,  B.  W.  G.  Master  of  the  Grand

After  having  proclaimed  the  contents  as  above,  the  Grand 
Treasurer,  followed  by  two  Grand  Deacons,  proceeded  to  the 
place  where  the  corner  stone  lay,  in  the  north  east  comer  of 
the  lot,  and  deposited  the  different  articles  in  a  metallic  box, 
which  was  hermetically  closed  and  soldered,  and  fitted  in  the 
hollow  designed  for  the  purpose. 

While  this  ceremony  was  being  performed,  solemn  mnsio 
was  played  by  the  fall  orchestra. 

Lattng  the  Stons. 

The  B.  W.  Grand  Master  then  left  his  seat,  and,  accom- 
panied by  the  R.  W.  Past  Grand  Master,  who  carried  the  Gilt 
Gavel;  the  R.  W.  Deputy  Grand  Master,  the  Square;  the  B. 
W.  Sen.  G.  Warden,  the  Level;  the  E.  W.  J.  G.  Warden,  the 
Plumb,  descended  from  the  platform,  and  proceeded  to  the 
Comer  Stone. 

The  B.  W.  G.  Master,  assisted  by  two  operative  masons, 
laid  the  comer  stone  in  its  bed.

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The  arcliitect  presented  a  trowel  to  the  Grand  Master,  who 
spread  cement  apon  the  stone,  applied  successively  the  Square, 
Leyel,  and  Plumb,  and  delivered  the  following  impressive

"May  the  Almighty  God  bless  this  comer  stone,  which  we 
have  now  laid,  and  which  I,  as  the  Grand  Master  of  the  Free 
and  Accepted  Masons  of  Pennsylvania,  hereby  declare  to  be 
dnly  laid  Square,  Level  and  Plumb,  and  may  He  by  His 
providence  enable  ns  to  finish  this,  and  every  other  work 
which  may  be  undertaken  for  the  Glory  of  Masonry,  for  the 
Honor  of  the  Brethren,  and  for  the  benefit  of  mankind. ' ' 
He  then  struck  the  stone  three  times  with  the  Golden 
'  Gavel  a  little  after  twelve  M.,  amidst  the  acclamations  of  the 
Brethren.    The  orchestra  and  choir  meanwhile  performing 
the 

HaujElujah  Chorus. 

The  Grand  Master  and  Grand  Officers  then  re-ascended  the 
platform  and  took  their  seats. 

The  Grand  Secretary,  by  direction  of  the  Grand  Master, 
read  from  the  platform  the  inscription  which  had  been  cnt 
npon  the  stone. 

The  architect  was  then  introduced  to  the  Grand  Master, 
who  delivered  him  the  Plumb,  Level  and  Square,  intrusting 
him  with  the  superintendence  and  direction  of  the  woi^  in  the 
following  words; 

"Brother  Samuel  Sloan — I  now  deliver  to  yon,  the  Archi- 
tect of  this  Masonic  Temple,  the  implements  of  architecture 
and  symbols  of  our  craft.  May  the  Great  Architect  on  High 
speed  you  and  the  craftsmen  under  yon ;  and  may  He  prosper 
the  work,  that  it  may  prove  the  beauty,  strength  and  wisdom 
of  our  art,  and  tend  to  His  everlasting  Glory."

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Aq  Oration  was  then  delivered  by  Bro.  John  E.  Ifitehell, 
M.  D.,  B.  W.  Junior  Grand  Warden. 

After  tbe  Oration  was  concluded,  the  following  Anthem 
was  sang  by  the  choir.

The  New  Masonic  Hall  on  Chestnut  Stbebt. 
Philadelphli,  1855. 

^^■jTOWABD  the  close  of  the  year  1855,  the  hopes 
M  'm\  of  the  brethren  were  realized.  The  beanti- 
A  P  L  fnl  New  Masonic  Hall  erected  upon  the  site 
^i^^  of  the  Old  Hall  on  Chestnut  Street  was  com- 
pleted, and  ready  to  be  dedicated  with  Ma- 
sonic honors.  All  the  trials  and  tribulations  incident 
to  the  anti-Masonic  craze  had  been  overcome  and  sur- 
mounted ;  prosperity  had  returned.  It  was  just  twenty 
years  since  our  Grand  Lodge  had  vacated  the  rebuilt 
hall  on  Chestnut  Street  under  the  stress  of  the  times, 
and  moved  into  smaller  and  less  prominent  quarters 
on  South  Third  Street,  as  so  aptly  stated  by  Brother 
James  King  of  Pittsburgh  in  his  dedicatory  oration : 
"Arduously  and  steadily  have  those  brethren  toiled 
for  the  accomplishment  of  their  strong  desire.  Having 
surmounted  every  opposing  obstacle,  and  approached 
nearer  and  still  more  nearly  to  their  object,  mitil  after 
twenty  years  labor  in  preparing  the  way,  all  things,  at 
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CHESTNUT  aTOECT,  BETWEEN  SEVENTH  AND  CIQHTH,  NORTH   BtDE,  PHILADELPHIA.

last,  are  ready;  and  this  day  is  witnessed  their  happy, 
glorions  and  complete  return,  and  the  consnnunation 
of  their  fondest  hopes." 

The  day  chosen  for  the  dedication  and  consecration 
of  the  new  Masonic  Hall  in  Chestnut  Street,  Philadel- 
phia was  September  26,  A.D.  1855,  A.L.  5855,  being  the 
Bixty-niath  anniversary  of  the  Independence  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  the  Host  Ancient  and  Honorable  Fra- 
ternity of  Free  and  Accepted  Masons  of  Pennsylvania 
and  Masonic  Jurisdiction  thereunto  belonging. 

Great  preparations  had  been  made  for  the  dedica- 
tion and  consecration  of  the  new  hall,  which  was  bmlt 
of  brown  stone,  in  the  Gothic  style  or,  as  it  is  some- 
times called,  the  "pointed  architecture,"  which  has 
been  considered  emblematical  of  that  faith  which  points 
to  the  Divine  Architect  as  the  sun  and  source  of  every 
excellence. 

The  dedication  and  consecration  of  the  new  hall,  GhestiiTit 
Street,  Philadelphia,  was  celebrated  by  about  four  thooBand 
of  the  Brethren,  with  great  pomp  and  splendor,  and  with 
feelings  of  gratitude  and  joy.  The  Brethren  of  the  lodges  in 
the  city,  joined  by  numbers  from  the  different  parts  of  the 
State,  and  from  our  aJBter  States,  among  whom  were  several 
officers  of  the  Grand  Lodges  of  New  Jersey,  District  of 
Columbia,  Maasachosetts,  Maryland,  Virginia,  South  Carolina, 
Kentucky,  Connecticut,  and  Tennessee,  assembled  at  the  old 
Hall,  in  Third  Street,  at  8  o'clock  in  the  morning,  and  were 
formed  into  proceaaion,  agreeably  to  the  following  orders 
issued  by  the  B.  W.  Grand  Master  and  flrand  Marshal.

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The  line  will  be  formed  at  eight  o'elocb,  precisely,  in  doable 
ranks,  left  in  front,  the  right  resting  on  the  south-east  comer 
of  Third  and  Spmce  street,  extending  along  the  east  side  of 
Third  street  to  Pine  street,  and  from  thence  along  the  south 
side  of  Pine  street  westward;  the  whole  onder  the  direction  of 
the  Qrand  Marshal,  each  Lodge  having  one  Marshal  to  each 
fifty  members  participating ;  each  Lodge  to  have  at  least  one 
Marshal,  (unless  they  number  less  than  twenty  members,  in 
that  case  to  be  regulated  by  the  Grand  Marshal,) — their  duty 
is  to  attend  exclnsively  to  and  be  accountable  for  the  good 
order  of  their  particular  Lodges,  and  see  that  the  directions 
of  the  Qrand  Lodge  are  strictly  enforced.  The  space  between 
the  files  on  the  march  to  be  two  feet,  to  be  carefully  pre- 
served throughout.

As  the  Masters,  Wardens,  and  Past  Masters  of  the  respec- 
tive Lodges  arrive  at  the  comer  of  Seventeenth  and  Chestnnt 
streets,  they  will  break  from  the  procession  for  the  purpose 
of  being  formed  with  the  Grand  Lodge.  The  several  Loc^ 
now  meeting  in  the  Hall  in  Third  street,  will  make  arrange- 
43S 
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ments  for  cODTening  at  some  other  place  on  the  day  of  dedica- 
tion, reBerring  the  said  Hall  for  the  accommodatioa  of  victors 
from  a  distance  and  the  Lodges  of  this  jurisdiction  from  the 
country  districts.  Each  Brother  will  be  required  to  attend  in 
a  full  suit  of  black,  dress  coat,  with  white  kid  gloves,  plain 
blue  sash  and  plain  white  apron,  (such  as  have  been  ordered 
for  the  occasion,)  excepting  the  Officers  of  the  Grand  Lodge, 
who  alone  wear  the  full  Masonic  Begalia  of  their  respective 
stations.    This  order  will  be  strictly  enforced.

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The  demolition  of  the  Old  Masonic  Hall  was 
virtually  completed  in  September,  1853 ;  a  comniit- 
tee  of  the  Grand  Lodgre  was  appointed  to  snperin- 
tend  the  search  for  the  original  comer-stone  that 
was  laid  the  seventeenth  day  of  April,  1809. 

There  was  considerable  search  made  for  the 
stone  before  it  was  found,  the  committee  having 
chartre  of  the  building:  not  having  examined  the  rec- 
ords relating  to  the  matter  were,  of  course,  not 
aware  of  the  exact  spot  upon  which  to  look  for  it. 

It  was  found  on  Thursday,  September  20,  1853, 
in  the  north-east  corner  of  the  lot,  about  50  feet 
from  the  north  line  of  the  lot,  the  second  building 
having  been  deeper  than  the  original  edifice. 

It  was  firmly  imbedded  in  the  solid  masonry 
and  much  labor  was  required  to  eflEect  its  removal 
until  late  in  the  afternoon  when  it  was  dislodged, 
and  much  to  the  chagrin  of  the  committee,  it  con- 
tained no  cavity.  It  was  a  plain  marble  slab  bearing 
a  Latin  inscription  neatly  cut  upon  its  face,  and  in 
an  excellent  state  of  preservation.  This  was  cov- 
ered by  another  slab  to  protect  it. 

The  corner-stone  was  at  once  removed  to  the 
Hall,  in  Third  Street  near  Spruce,  and  was  subse- 
quently placed  in  a  conspicuous  position  in  the  new 
building  with  an  explanatory  tablet  adjoining ;  both 
of  these  tablets  are  now  in  the  Museum  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  in  the  Masonic  Temple.— (J.  F.  S.)

Brethren  from  other  Jurisdictions  will  assemble  on  the 
south  side  of  Spruce  street,  between  Second  and  Third  streets, 
and  be  nnder  charge  of  an  Assistant  Grand  Mar^al.  On 
arrival  of  the  Masters,  Wardens,  and  Past  Masters,  (by  elec- 
tion) of  the  respective  Lodges,  at  the  comer  of  Seventeenth 
and  Chestnut  street,  they  will  break  from  the  procession,  filing 
to  the  right  (the  Masters  and  Wardens  on  the  south  side,  and 
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Past  Masters  on  the  north  side  of  Chestnut  street,)  for  the 
purpose  of  being  formed  with  the  Qrand  Lodge.  Lodgffi  not 
having  the  requisite  number  to  entitle  them  to  a  Marshal  will 
be  formed  under  the  direction  of  their  respective  Masters,  who 
will  with  the  Assistant  Grand  Marshals,  report  at  Grand  Mar- 
shal's  office,  (Masonic  Hall,  South  Third  Street,)  on  the  mom- 
ing  of  the  26th  instant,  at  seven  o'clock. 

The  Marshals  of  Lodges  will  be  particular  in  observing  that 
the  orders  of  the  Grand  Master  are  strictly  conformed  to  by 
the  Brethren,  especially  as  regards  dress,  which  will  consist 
of  a  Black  Hat,  Black  Cravat,  Black  Test,  Black  (Dress)  Coat, 
Black  Pants,  and  White  gloves.  On  no  consideration  can 
Brethren  not  conforming  to  the  above  be  admitted  in  the 
Procession.  Canes,  unless  absolutely  required,  will  be  ex- 
cluded from  the  line.  No  Brother  unattached  to  a  Lodge,  can 
participate  in  the  ceremony.  In  countermarching,  ttie  Lodges 
will  pass  through  the  Hall  to  Lodge  alley.  As  they  leave  the 
building,  they  will  be  under  the  direct  control  of  their  respec- 
tive Marahals,  who  will  immediately  conduct  them  to  some 
suitable  place  for  the  purpose  of  unrobing  and  dismissal. 

The  Hall  will  be  opened  on  the  afternoon  of  tiie  26th  instant, 
from  two  and  a  half  to  five  o'clock,  for  the  accommodation  of 
Brethren  of  the  Order  residing  out  of  the  City.

In  the  order  laid  down,  the  procession  moved  over  the  route 
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Ceremonies  in  inOepenDence  Square 

fixed  upon.  "Wben  tbe  front  of  the  proeeasion  reached  Inde- 
pendence Square,  ("Walnut  street,  between  Fifth  and  Sixth 
streets,  centre  gate,)  the  Brethren  halted  and  opened  ranks, 
facing  inwards.  The  Grand  Master  and  Grand  Officers,  pre- 
ceded by  a  Band  of  Music,  moved  through  the  ranks  into  the 
square,  the  Brethren  uncovering  as  the  Grand  Master  and 
Grand  OfSeers  passed  them,  and  closing  from  the  rear,  fol- 
lowed in  reversed  order.  The  Grand  Master,  Grand  OfScers, 
Orator  of  the  Day,  and  the  Grand  Officers  of  sister  Grand 
Lodges,  and  a  number  of  aged  Brethren,  occupied  a  platform 
erected  for  the  purpose  near  the  centre  of  the  Square.  The 
bands  and  choristers,  nnder  the  direction  of  Bro.  Wm.  P.  Cnn- 
nington,  occupied  a  large  platform  on  the  other  side  of  the 
broad  avenue,  directly  opposite  the  platform  occupied  hy  the 
Grand  Officers. 

The  bands  played  a  grand  march  until  all  the  Brethren 
were  arranged  on  the  avenues  between  the  platforms.  It  is 
almost  impossible  to  give  a  description  of  the  splendid  appear- 
ance of  the  Brethren  thus  assembled — it  was  truly  a  magnifi- 
cent sight,  and  worthy  the  occasion.
